ANNUAL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  must,  foremost  and  above  all,  once  again  ex¬ 
press  our  deepest  gratitude  to  all  of  the  Town  Officials,  Volunteers,  and 
concerned  citizens  whose  cooperation,  support  and  contribution  to  our  town 
continue  to  serve  as  the  bulwark  of  Town  Government.  Without  their  aid 
and  efforts,  this  distinctly  New  England  form  of  self  determination  could 
not  long  survive;  yet  with  their  help,  concern  and  endeavors,  Weymouth  has, 
again,  become  a  better  town  in  which  to  live,  work  and  play. 

As  your  Selectmen  reflect  upon  this,  our  coming  351st  year,  and  in  re¬ 
trospect  consider  the  350  years  that  have  seen  the  village  of  Wessagussett 
rise  to  a  community  of  55,000,  we  see  a  new  dedication  to  the  spirit  of  Town 
Government,  the  essence  of  self-determination,  the  foundation  of  true  demo¬ 
cratic  government.  We  have  grown  in  350  years,  from  a  pre-revolutionary 
community  of  hard  working  farmers,  millers  and  blacksmiths  to  a  booming 
20th  century  metropolis,  with  15,000  homes,  55,000  citizens  and  a  future  as 
bright  as  our  hopes.  Our  350  years  have  been  a  time  of  growing;  our  351st 
year  must  be  a  new  beginning,  a  rededication  to  those  ideals  of  cooperation 
and  hard  work  that  have  brought  us  this  far  toward  our  destiny. 

Surely,  we  are  in  the  midst  of  growing  pains -the  needs  of  our  citizens, 
both  natives  and  newcomers,  the  new  services  and  programs  which  we  must 
have  to  maintain  our  stride,  the  new  schools,  additional  facilities,  and  im  - 
proved  conditions  that  characterize  the  transition  from  quiet  rural  suburbs 
to  busy,  progressing  metropolis.  Weymouth,  of  all  South  Shore  communities, 
is  foremost  in  the  struggle  of  suburbia -the  struggle  to  maintain  our  character, 
joined  by  the  recognition  that  progress  must  come,  and  our  only  defense  is  to 
plan  for  it,  and  plan  well. 

We  have  fought  the  battle  of  the  apartment  builders  in  Weymouth,  and 
made  reasonable  compromise,  where  possible  and  made  our  stand  clear 
when  compromise  was  not  possible. 

We  have  fought  the  battle  of  the  obscene  film  in  Weymouth,  and  won 
while  other  communities  continue  to  wrestle  with  the  problem  without  suc¬ 
cess. 

We  have  fought  the  problem  of  urbanization  in  Weymouth,  and  moved  to 
plan  our  growth  by  zoning,  and  our  future  by  strict  enforcement  of  that  zoning 
plan. 

We  have  fought  the  battle  of  the  urban  airport,  and  have  kept  it  from 
destroying  the  character  of  our  town;  we  have  fought  the  battle  of  ecology 
in  Fore  River,  at  Wessagussett  Beach,  in  our  streets  and  on  our  playgrounds, 
and  we  are  winning. 

Perhaps,  most  importantly  of  all,  we  have  all  fought  our  battles  of  opin¬ 
ion,  sometimes  winning  and  sometimes  losing  personally,  but  we  all  have  won 
collectively,  for  out  of  our  debates,  disagreements  and  conflicts  has  come  a 
better  and  a  stronger  Weymouth,  a  town  where  the  individual  not  only  has  his 
right  to  speak,  but  is  encouraged  to  do  so;  a  town  whose  government  main¬ 
tains  a  jealous  hold  on  true  democracy,  and  the  right  to  disagree. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has,  this  past  year,  sought  to  improve  our  town 
government,  and  strengthen  our  town.  We  have  begun  "workshops”  to  encour¬ 
age  Town  Officials  from  every  Board  and  Commission  to  informally  set  forth 
their  problems  and  disagreements,  and  resolve  them  with  the  cooperation  of 
their  fellow  town  officers  and  colleagues.  These  sessions  have  proven  very 
productive,  and  we  look  forward  hopefully  to  a  renewed  spirit  of  cooperation 
and  efficiency  among  your  town  departments. 

Together  with  this  new  concept,  we  have  begun  the  move  toward  making 
Weymouth’s  part-time  government  more  available  to  the  people  it  serves  by 
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the  introduction  of  a  plan  to  provide  an  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  to  handle  the  day-to-day  needs  of  a  town  of  55,000.  The  Select¬ 
men’s  Article  to  establish  a  committee  to  study  the  needs  and  qualifications 
such  an  Executive  Secretary  should  have  is  an  illustration  of  the  Board’s 
conviction  that  our  town  must  constantly  examine  our  old  ways,  and  search 
for  ways  to  do  our  jobs  better;  it  is  a  concrete  indication  of  the  Board’s 
willingness  to  understand  problems,  and  work  toward  solutions:  and,  it  is 
an  indication  of  our  support  and  congratulations  to  the  concern  and  inspira¬ 
tion  behind  our  town’s  proposed  Charter  Commission,  in  its  purpose  to  im¬ 
prove  the  operation  of  our  town  government,  and  bring  it  closer  to  the 
people. 

And,  to  make  our  town  government  more  responsive  both  to  the  tax¬ 
payer  and  to  the  town  employees  who  serve  them.  Your  Board  of  Selectmen 
this  year  has  assumed  the  complex  task  of  employee  contract  negotiations, 
a  task  we  might  personally  disfavor,  but  one  which  we,  as  your  elected 
Executive  Board  must,  in  fairness  to  all  undertake.  It  is  only  when  such 
an  important  area  is  handled  by  a  Board  elected  by  the  people,  that  all 
sides  can  fairly  say  the  results  of  their  negotiations  were  justly  completed, 
by  a  Board  directly  responsible  to  all  the  people  at  the  polls. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen,  this  year,  handled  all  the  matters  for  which 
any  Board  of  Selectmen  is  responsible  in  any  town,  and  more.  For  Wey¬ 
mouth  is  a  town  in  the  crisis  of  growth  and  we  all,  in  oiir  most  sincere 
efforts,  must  grow  with  it.

MOVED  the  following  amendment  by  Mr.  Edmund  Feeney:  And  that  the 
Committee  be  instructed  not  to  raze  or  destroy  the  north  wing  of  the  East 
Junior  High  School  (which  houses  the  boys  gymnasium). 

MOVED  the  following  amendment  by  Mr.  Henry  Hoffman  under  Item  3 
of  the  Motion  by  the  Appropriation  Committee:  That  the  Committee  of  9 
consist  of  4  members  of  the  Junior  School  Building  Needs  Study  Committee, 
the  Associate  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  4  citizens  of  the  Town. 

Action  now  comes  on  the  amendment  by  Mr.  Feeney. 

Vote  taken  and  the  Moderator  declared  the  Motion  LOST. 
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Action  now  comes  on  the  amendment  by  Mr.  Hoffman.

Par  agrapITTa)  by  striking  Sub -Paragraph  (a). 

Comes  now  the  question  on  the  motion  of  the  Appropriation  Committee 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED. 

At  this  point,  Mr.  Collagen  of  the  Planning  Board  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Moderator  Item  H  (Table  1,  Section  15  -  District  Regulations  under 
District  B-l  under  Column  entitled  ’’Max.  Height”),  Item  I  'Table  1,  Section 
15  -  District  Regulations  under  District  B-2  under  Column  entitled  ’’Max. 
Height”)  Item  J  (Table  1,  Seftion  15  -  District  Regulations  under  District 
1-1  under  Column  entitled  ’’Max.  Height”),  Item  K  (Table  1,  Section  15  - 
District  Regulations  under  District  1-2  under  Column  entitled  "Max.  Height"), 
upon  which  he  requested  action  by  substitute  motions. 

The  Moderator  felt  that  this  went  beyond  the  scope  of  Article  6  and 
thereby  declared  the  motion  out  of  order. 

The  Moderator  then  took  up  the  matter  of  a  resolution  which  had  been 
presented  earlier  by  Mr.  William  G.  Rennie,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  at  which  time  the  Moderator  felt  should  be  deferred  just 
prior  to  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting.  The  Moderator  then  made  the 
following  statement: 

Now  we  come  to  the  question  that  the  Chair  put  off  some  time  back 
relative  to  this  resolution.  I  frankly  think  it  is  very  close  to  the 
line,  but  I  will  say  that  it  is  in  order  and  you  may  vote  it.  I  would 
suggest  that  when  we  vote  it,  we  take  a  count  of  hands  and  that 
when  we  report  to  the  Governor  and  so  forth,  we  tell  them  what 
the  count  is. 

The  resolution  is  as  follows: 

R  ESOLU  TION 

WHEREAS,  in  recent  weeks  it  has  come  to  the  attention  of  officials 
of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  that  a  corporation  known  as  Messine  Enterprises 
proposes  to  build  a  23 -story  apartment  house  complex  at  the  intersection 
of  Middle  Street  and  Washington  Street  (Route  53),  which  will  contain 
approximately  482  apartment  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  it  has  been  publicly  stated  by  officials  representing  Messina 
Enterprises  that  the  proposed  complex  will  contain  at  least  25%  either  low 
income  and/or  elderly  tenants,  and  that  the  project  is  being  financed  through 
the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency;  and, 

WHEREAS,  officials  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  including  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  members  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  the  Zoning  By-Law 
Committee,  the  Appropriation  Committee,  the  Planning  Board,  and  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  have  expressed  their  opposition  to  such  a  complex; 
and, 


WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  has  called  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  amending  its  zoning  by-laws  to  limit  the  height  of 
apartment  buildings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  there  presently  exists  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  a  Housing 
Authority  development  for  low  income  tenants,  and  a  Housing  for  the 
Elderly  complex,  and  a  middle -low  income  complex  which  is  privately 
owned,  and  there  is  an  apartment  complex  financed  through  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency  under  construction,  and  there  are  also  applications 
for  two  additional  apartment  complexes,  which  would  also  be  financed 
through  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  under  consideration 
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by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  and  that  one  of  said  applications  has  been 
granted  and  is  now  pending  review  in  the  Norfolk  Superior  Court;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  are  also  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  many  apartment 
units  of  both  new  and  old  construction  available  for  low -middle  income 
tenants;  and, 

WHEREAS,  no  building  permit  has  been  applied  for  by  Messina  Enter¬ 
prises;  and, 

WHEREAS,  it  appears  that  the  proposed  23 -story  structure  may  be  in 
violation  of  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-Law  as  a  hazard  to  aerial  navigation  and 
further,  it  appears  that  some  filling  of  inland  wetlands  has  been  improperly 
done  in  the  development  of  the  site  of  the  proposed  building,  and  further, 
that  the  proposed  building,  if  erected,  would  put  the  Town  of  Weymouth  to 
substantial  expense  in  modifying  and  improving  its  water  distribution  system 
so  that  service  could  be  made  to  the  proposed  complex;  and, 

WHEREAS,  there  is  no  apparent  need  for  such  a  development  in  the  Town 
of  Weymouth,  and  further,  that  the  Town  of  Weymouth  already  has  an  abund¬ 
ance  of  low -middle  income  housing,  as  stated  above;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  feel  that  a  building  of 
such  height  is  aesthetically  undesirable  and  economically  and  financially 
unwarranted,  Now,  Therefor, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  speaking  in  Special 
Town  Meeting  assembled 

FIRST :  Direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Representatives  to  the 
General  Court  from  Weymouth,  and  the  State  Senator  from 
the  Norfolk -Plymouth  District,  to  register  their  most 
strenuous  objections  to  the  proposed  development  to  the 
appropriate  agencies  of  the  Commonwealth; 

SECOND  That  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be  sent  to  the  Governor  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Community  Affairs  for  the  Commonwealth  and  to  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency,  so  that  they  might 
all  be  informed  and  advised  of  the  strenuous  objections  of 
the  Town  of  Weymouth  to  the  proposed  23 -story  apartment 
complex; 

THIRD:  That  by  virtue  of  this  Resolution,  each  and  all  of  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  parties  be  advised  that  the  Town  of  Weymouth 
hereby  requests  that  the  financial  commitments  and  sup¬ 
port  for  this  project  by  the  Commonwealth  be  withdrawn; 

FOURTH:  That  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  be 

requested  to  advise  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  any  future 
applications  for  financial  assistance  of  projects  contem¬ 
plated  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

Comes  now  the  question  on  the  motion  for  the  resolution.  A  teller  count 
was  taken,  and  the  resolution  was  UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED. 

MOVED  adjournment  of  the  Meeting. 

Comes  now  the  question  on  the  motion  to  adjourn. 

SO  VOTED  UNANIMOUSLY.

CHARLES  W.  BURGESS 

A  citizen,  neighbor,  and  Town  Official,  living  a  simple,  peaceful,  and 
most  dignified  life,  loved  by  all  his  friends,  greatly  respected  by  all  his 
associates,  and  held  in  high  esteem  by  his  community.  His  83  years  of  life 
was  more  than  spring  for  his  good  deeds  recorded  only  in  the  book  of  judg¬ 
ment,  deeds  that  brought  him  hopefully  eternal  happiness.  All  his  life  he 
maintained  a  deep  and  continuous  devotion  to  God,  and  he  never  ceased  con¬ 
cern  for  his  government,  and  a  warm  hand  for  all  who  met  him  along  the  way. 

His  32  years  as  Park  Commissioner  for  his  Town  of  Weymouth  not  only 
won  him  the  respect  of  all  the  youth,  but  his  contribution  to  the  building  of 
our  park  and  recreation  program  stand  out  as  a  living  memorial  for  all  of 
us  to  remember.  His  38  years  of  service  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
without  any  design  for  public  acclaim,  but  only  the  satisfaction  of  a  service 
performed  with  honesty  and  efficiency,  in  itself  is  a  measure  of  one  man’s 
efforts  in  his  own  Town. 

A  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  38  years,  he  served  with  rare 
honor  and  distinction.  For  alLhis  47  years  as  an  assessor,  his  wealth  of 
knowledge,  his  warm  welcome  to  all  the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth,  his 
direction  of  our  assessing  policies  and  practices,  was  without  comparison. 
Truly  he  was  not  only  accepted  as  the  peer  of  all  assessors  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  but  his  courtesy,  kindness,  and  fairness  to  all,  rich  or  poor,  was  a 
challenge  to  all  who  serve  in  the  service  of  our  community  today. 

For  a  combined  123  years  he  discharged  his  duties  with  truth  and  rare 
understanding  and  high  respect  for  all  his  fellow  officers  and  townsmen  and 
with  deep  sincerity  and  concern  for  the  highest  standards  of  public  office. 

He  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  outstanding  personalities  of  the 
Town  of  Weymouth,  a  part  of  its  history  and  its  life.  It  is  therefore,  re¬ 
solved  that  the  Town  Meeting  Members  representing  all  of  the  citizens  of 
our  great  community,  on  this  4th  day  of  April,  1972,  hereby  resolve  their 
wish  to  state  and  record  their  grateful  and  everlasting  appreciation  for  the 
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wise  leadership,  counsel,  and  stewardship  of  Charles  W.  Burgess  during  his 
private  and  civic  life  as  a  Town  officer;  and  it  is  further  resolved  that  the 
Committee  on  Memorials  shall  be  instructed  to  report  at  a  later  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  on  a  proper  and  fitting  remembrance  that  will  express  forever  the  lasting 
gratitude  of  a  people  for  Charles  W.  Burgess,  who  served  us  so  well,  so  long.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  INVESTIGATE 
THE  AIRPORT  COMMISSION 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  April  1972  approved  Article  52  whereby 
the  Town  Moderator  was  directed  to  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  five 
citizens  of  the  Town  to  see  if  the  Weymouth  Airport  Commission  has  pro¬ 
perly  carried  out  the  mandate  given  to  them  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
of  March  1969  relative  to  Articles  36,  37,  and  38,  as  amended,  that  the 
Town  Meeting  instruct  the  Airport  Commission  not  to  proceed  with  respect 
to  eminent  domain  proceedings  or  land  takings  by  purchase  or  any  other 
action  until  the  study  committee  files  a  report  at  a  future  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  was  formally  advised  of  its  existence  on  May  23,  1972 
due  to  the  ensuing  holiday  and  previous  commitments  of  the  members.  The 
first  meeting  was  convened  June  1,  1972.  Subsequent  meetings  were  held 
June  6th,  8th  and  11th,  1972.  These  meetings  were  properly  posted  as  re¬ 
quired  by  law  and  well  attended  by  the  interested  parties.  The  proceedings 
of  the  Weymouth  Airport  Commission,  the  contract  with  the  Government 
and  Engineering  Plan  and  specifications  for  the  airport  facility  were  re¬ 
viewed.  Views  of  interested  parties  were  solicited  and  closely  examined 
as  to  applicability  of  same  to  the  mandate  given  by  the  Town  Meeting  to 
the  Investigating  Committee. 

Article  36  of  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  Airport 
Commission  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  United  States  Navy  for 
the  use  of  its  facilities.  This  was  accomplished  by  the  Airport  Commission 
and  the  agreement  was  concluded  as  of  Sept.  1,  1970,  Contract  No.  NF  (2)  - 
9860.  The  following  are  a  few  of  many  important  points  of  the  contract: 
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"The  Town  must  complete  such  facilities  as  are  deemed  necessary  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  Air  Station  prior  to  any  use  of  the  landing  area 
by  civil  aircraft." 

"The  Town  will  maintain  suitable  and  adequate  facilities  for  the  servicing 
and  maintenance  of  these  civil  aircraft  authorized  to  utilize  the  premises." 

"Civil  aircraft  prohibited  from  use  of  the  facility  are  those  operating  as 
scheduled  commercial  airlines  under  a  certificate  of  public  convenience 
and  necessity  issued  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  or  aircraft  engaged 
in  air  shows,  acrobatics,  banner  towing  or  primary  flight  training.  Total 
daily  civil  operations  will  not  exceed  the  operating  criteria  established  by 
the  commanding  officer,  etc." 

Finally  the  agreement  may  be  terminated  on  several  accounts  of  note 

are: 

"May  be  terminated  upon  two  consecutive  years  of  non-use  by  the  Town  of 
the  privileges  granted  by  this  agreement."  (In  this  instance,  September  1972) 

"In  the  event  this  Naval  Air  Station  is  declared  excess  to  the  needs  of  the 
Navy." 

The  aforementioned  are  taken  from  a  thirteen  page  agreement  stipulating 
the  Towns  responsibilities  and  liabilities  under  same,  in  construction,  main¬ 
tenance  and  operation  of  the  facility.  The  Weymouth  Airport  Commission  has 
completed  the  1969  Town  Meeting  Mandate  under  Article  36.  The  contract  was 
in  existence  as  of  September  1,  1970  accomplished  after  long  negotiations  and 
preliminary  drafts. 

Article  37  of  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  to  transfer  control  of 
certain  Town  owned  lands,  as  noted  on  plan,  to  the  Airport  Commission. 

Since  this  date  more  land  in  this  area  has  come  under  the  ownership  of  the 
Town.  Even  though  the  state  statute  grants  eminent  domain  authority  to  the 
Airport  Commission,  it  is  questionable  relative  to  Town  owned  land.  Thus, 
the  Airport  Commission  must  request  Town  Meeting  transfer  of  this  land  or 
a  favorable  ruling  by  the  Attorney  General  to  take  by  eminent  domain.  This 
they  have  delayed  doing  until  approval  to  proceed  has  been  received  from 
the  Town  Meeting.  The  exercise  of  eminent  domain  in  regards  to  Town  owned 
land  or  any  land  involved  is  directed  by  the  FAA  to  assure  clear  ownership 
of  said  land.  Article  38  of  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting  appropriated  $29,000 
for  the  construction  of  an  airport  facility  subject  to  the  appropriation  of  State 
and  Federal  Funds.  The  Airport  Commission  has  prepared  the  necessary 
plans  drawn  by  Edwards  &  Kelcey  of  Boston  and  the  necessary  specifications 
for  bidding.  Bids  were  requested  and  the  award  was  made  to  the  Barvetta 
Company  December  21,  1972,  one  of  the  eleven  bidders  for  a  contract  bid  of 
$148,900.  At  this  time  all  proceedings  were  held  up  pending  reaffirmation  by 
the  Town  Meeting  of  the  mandate  to  the  Airport  Commission  to  construct  an 
airport  facility.  At  this  time  $20,000  of  the  Town’s  money  has  been  expended 
and  the  Town  faces  possible  suits  for  cancellation  of  contracts.

In  taking  action  under  Article  38  the  Airport  Commission  erred  in  judg¬ 
ment  in  not  resolving  the  issues  regarding  land  taking  acquisitions  during  the 
15  months  between  the  signing  of  the  contract  with  the  U.S.  Navy  and  letting 
the  construction  contract.  The  Commission  was  empowered  by  state  statute 
and  directed  by  the  FAA  to  take  land  by  eminent  domain  to  clear  land  titles. 

It  was  obvious  that  legal  action  would  be  necessary  in  the  case  of  certain 
landowners  whose  properties  and  a  home  were  directly  affected.  Because  of 
justifiable  grievance  of  this  individual,  including  encroacment  on  his  property 
Public  Relations  of  the  Commission  deteriorated  and  Town  support,  particu¬ 
larly  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  diminished.  As  a  result  the  Commission 
took  no  further  actions  under  the  critical  meeting  on  December  21,  1972, 
when  the  contract  was  let  in  order  to  avoid  loss  of  Federal  and  State  support. 

In  conclusion  the  Investigating  Committee  unanimously  agrees  that  the 
Weymouth  Airport  Commission  has  complied  with  the  mandates  of  the  1969 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  statues  of  the  State  and  regulations  of  the  Federal 
Government  (FAA)  relative  to  the  establishment  of  an  airport  facility.

It  has  been  an  extremely  active  year  for  the  Office  of  the  Town  Counsel. 
During  my  first  eight  months  of  office  there  were  no  less  than  five  Special 
Town  Meetings,  which  required  many  hours  of  research  and  preparation  in 
the  construction  of  the  Warrants.  In  this  area,  I  wish  to  thank  Chairman 
Franklin  Fryer,  Moderator  Philip  Jones  and  Appropriations  Committee 
Secretary,  Dominic  Sansone  for  their  aid  and  assistance  in  this  complex 
task  so  difficult  and  frustrating  to  the  novice. 

The  Wage  and  Price  Control  Board  has  presented  a  challenge  to  the 
research  abilities  of  the  Law  Department  during  the  year  1972.  Study  of 
the  Wage  and  Price  Control  Regulations  and  many  conferences  and  consul¬ 
tations  with  IRS  Wage  Control  Specialists  resulted  in  the  payment  of  an 
additional  1.5  percent  to  the  employees  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  over  and  above  the  5.5  percent  stand¬ 
ard  permitted  under  the  Wage  and  Price  Control  Regulations.  It  is  sincerely 
hoped  that  by  the  time  this  report  is  published,  all  town  employees  will  have 
received  their  1.5  percent  additional  raise  retroactive  to  April. 

In  October  of  this  year,  the  local  Conservation  Commissions  were 
given  regulatory  powers  by  the  State  Legislature.  This  means  that  the 
Town  will  prosecute  violations  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  Chapter  131, 
Section  40.  This  office  has  been  to  the  District  Court  on  one  occasion  thus 
far,  and  expects  that  this  will  be  one  of  our  more  common  types  of  litiga¬ 
tion  in  the  future  as  Weymouth  moves  to  protect  our  valuable  wetlands. 

In  addition,  during  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Town  Counsel  was  res¬ 
ponsible  for  numerous  and  varied  legal  opinions  to  assist  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  other  town  departments.  These  opinions,  requiring  count¬ 
less  hours  of  research  and  evaluation,  ranged  widely  from  such  divergent 
subject  matter  as  the  building  ban,  and  the  town  employees’  payraise  to 
the  question  of  conflict  of  interest  and  the  duties  and  powers  of  town  offi¬ 
cials. 

This  was  coupled  with  an  endless  need  for  services  to  various  boards, 
committees  and  officers  of  the  Town,  countless  conferences  and  wide  by- 
ranging  advice  and  counsel,  to  assist  the  officials  in  the  completion  of  their 
duties,  and  repeated  court  appearances  to  protect  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town  of  Weymouth. 

Within  a  short  time  after  assuming  responsibility  for  legal  advice  and 
counsel  to  a  town  as  litigious  as  Weymouth,  your  Town  Counsel  saw  the 
need  for  a  program  of  office  management,  a  system  by  which  it  would  be 
immediately  and  efficiently  possible  to  examine  all  pending  litigation  by 
and  against  the  town,  and  to  evaluate  the  status  of  each. 

To  this  end,  a  new  filing  system,  involving  the  complete  renovation 
of  our  old  information  retrieval  systems  was  instituted,  and  a  new  pro¬ 
gram  of  periodic  evaluation  of  each  matter  was  undertaken,  together  with 
a  new  system  of  discovery,  to  constantly  update  information  on  file  through 
interrogatories,  motions  for  specifications,  and  oral  depositions,  all  de¬ 
signed  to  keep  the  Legal  Department  current  and,  well-informed  on  every 
aspect  of  all  matters  involving  the  Town. 
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Presently,  there  are  approximately  thirty -five  major  cases  in  the  active 
file  of  this  new  system,  ranging  in  time  perspective  from  1965  to  the  present 
and  include  a  large  majority  of  unresolved  eminent  domain  cases  and  general 
tort  HabiJ’,+  7  cases. 

•f 

The  facts  giving  rise  to  each  case  are  thoroughly  examined  and  researched 
with  the  invaluable  assistance  of  the  Police  Department  Detective  Bureau  and 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Town  Engineers’  Department. 

After  an  initial  examination,  each  case  is  completely  researched  in  the 
Town  Counsel’s  Law  Library,  and  every  possible  aspect  of  the  town’s  most 
advantageous  position  examined,  researched  and  double  checked  to  assure 
that  Weymouth  is  never  ill -prepared  or  the  victim  of  surprise  in  any  pend¬ 
ing  case. 

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  your  Town  Counsel  was  too  busy  even  to 
take  the  oath  of  office  upon  his  appointment,  because  of  the  immediate  need 
for  the  town  to  have  representation  in  an  action  by  the  builder  of  a  proposed 
twenty -three  story  apartment  complex  against  our  Building  Inspector. 

That  complex  has  not  been  built,  but  your  Town  Counsel  has  been,  no 
less,  busy  during  the  year.  The  great  flood  of  complicated  legal  problems 
from  all  town  agencies,  in  fact,  required  the  Town  Counsel  to  relocate  in 
new,  larger  quarters  which  now  include  offices,  a  conference  room,  and 
by  far  the  most  extensive  law  library  on  the  South  Shore,  all  amassed,  at 
the  Town  Counsel’s  expense  because  of  the  need  for  complete,  competent, 
efficient  legal  services  for  the  people  of  Weymouth. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  Marion  Rafferty  for  the  advice,  counsel 
and  expertese  she  has  willingly  and  graciously  supplied  me  with  during  the 
year.

Dear  Citizens: 

The  Public  Works  Board  faced  up  to  another  difficult  year  in  1972 
attempting  to  provide  much  needed  services  on  a  limited  budget. 

The  master  sewer  program  is  still  the  Department’s  major  problem. 
The  sewer  construction  program  is  now  slightly  over  60%  complete.  It  is 
evident  that  6,000  plus  homes  remain  to  be  reached  -  many  of  which  are  ex¬ 
periencing  difficult  and  intolerable  problems.  Many  groups  of  citizens  are 
still  appearing  before  the  Board  making  out  applications,  willing  to  pay  in 
advance  or  do  anything  to  get  relief. 

Each  year  the  Department  can  only  reach  about  1  in  14,  even  though 
there  has  been  steady  progress.  Fortunately  the  Town  Meeting  has  recog¬ 
nized  the  problem  and  sponsored  its  financial  support  for  steady  progress. 

Based  on  today's  prices  the  ”so  called"  "end  of  the  tunnel"  is  in  sight 
(14  years  -  1987). 

The  "ST"  program  (a  3/4"  resurfacing  from  curb  to  curb  as  vs  street 
oiling  and  permanent  patching)  is  annually  being  expanded.  In  1972,  5.49 
miles  of  newly  sewered  and  other  streets  were  ST’D. 

Weymouth  Public  Works  in  planning  for  the  18  month  transitory  budget 
period  has  slashed  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  capital  outlay  items 
in  order  to  make  the  changeover  less  painful  to  the  taxpayers. 

The  most  appalling  aspect  of  1972  has  been  the  extreme  position  taken 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  certain  public  ecologists  in 
reference  to  the  Town's  solid  waste  disposal. 

In  1964,  Weymouth,  with  progressive  thinking  and  good  judgment  made 
the  decision  to  build  a  first  class  incinerator  to  dispose  of  solid  waste 
(rubbish  and  garbage).  It  was  built  as  approved  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

July  1,  1972,  State  rules  and  regulations  went  into  effect  that  makes  the 
Weymouth  incinerator,  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  obsolete  (8  years  old). 

The  Weymouth  consultants,  Metcalf  and  Eddy,  advise  that  corrective 
construction  may  cost  as  much  as  the  original  plant  ($1.2  million)  and  even 
then  it  is  a  question  whether  or  not  it  would  continue  to  meet  the  new  regu¬ 
lations,  let  alone  possible  future  regulations. 

Other  less  progressive  communities  that  have  plenty  of  land  available 
are  being  allowed  to  maintain  sanitary  landfills.  This  could  pose  questions 
as  to  how  sanitary  is  this  operation  on  a  comparative  basis. 

It  appears  that  the  Town  will  have  a  fight  on  its  hands  in  the  ensuing 
months  and  the  Board  intends  to  fight  this  extremism  on  the  part  of  the 
State  with  every  tool  at  hand. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  the  Board's  intent  to  keep  the  Weymouth  in¬ 
cinerator  in  top  notch  repair  and  to  operate  it  following  good  engineering 
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standard  methods. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  wish  to  congratulate  the 
management  and  employees  of  the  various  divisions  of  Public  Works  for 
another  productive  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


Presented  herewith  is  the  15th  annual  report  of  the  Weymouth  Public 
Works  Department.  Comparisons  with  expenditures  of  past  years,  along 
with  recommendations  for  the  year  1973,  will  be  made  with  explanations  as 
to  any  sizeable  increases. 

In  1969  the  State  Legislature  passed  a  law  requiring  all  cities  and  towns 
of  the  Commonwealth  to  convert  municipal  budgets  from  a  calendar  year 
January  1  to  December  31,  to  a  fiscal  year  July  1  to  June  30. 

Action  was  postponed  in  1970  and  1971.  The  1973  budgets  have  been 
prepared  for  this  transition  reflecting  an  actual  18  month  period  (January  1, 
1973  to  June  30,  1974). 

1972  was  a  good  year  constructionwise.  Much  progress  of  projects  will 
be  shown  in  the  individual  division  sections. 

1972  was  also  a  very  wet  year  relieving  temporarily  many  of  the  water 
distribution  problems  of  the  water  system. 

The  Department  took  a  considerable  ,rbite"  out  of  recommended  rein¬ 
forcing  for  the  water  system.  The  1972  Town  Meeting  authorized  $70,000 
for  plans  and  specifications  of  a  treatment  plant  for  the  wells  and  im¬ 
provements  to  tie  this  plant  into  the  high  and  low  water  distribution  system. 
At  this  writing  the  plans  are  being  finalized  for  bids  to  be  received  in 
March  of  1973  for  the  construction  of  the  treatment  plant  and  its  facilities. 

Sewer  construction  progressed  at  a  rapid  pace  as  did  the  Department's 
paving  program.  The  Department  experienced  difficult  conditions  with  the 
sewer  railroad  crossing  in  South  Weymouth.  High  ground  water,  unstable 
material  under  the  track  right-of-way  and  restrictions  put  on  by  the  rail¬ 
road  slowed  progress  down  and  necessitated  special  chemical  treatment  of 
the  ground. 

Considering  the  skyrocketing  tax  rate,  it  is  paradoxical  that  demands 
for  more  and  extended  services  are  parallel  in  direction.  Priorities  be¬ 
come  all  the  more  necessary,  and  in  many  cases,  more  deadly  politically.

5.  GENERAL  REMARKS 

In  the  year  1972  the  Engineering  Division  was  fortunate  to  retain  a 
Northeastern  University  Co-op  student  as  a  full  time  design  engineer 
upon  graduation.  Along  with  the  return  of  a  permanent  employee  who 
had  been  on  active  duty  with  the  U.  S.  Navy,  the  Division  was  at  full 
complement  in  June  1972  for  the  first  time  in  six  years.  Also  for  the 
first  time  in  the  past  three  years,  the  Division  was  able  to  maintain  a 
full  complement,  three  full  time  positions,  of  Northeastern  University 
Co-op  students.  A  full  complement  of  ten  permanent  positions  and 
three  full  time  student  positions  in  1972  compares  to  a  full  complement 
of  twelve  permanent  and  three  student  positions  authorized  between 
the  years  1961  to  1966. 

The  entire  1972  Sewer  Program,  the  Pleasant- Water  Streets  Recon¬ 
struction,  a  Master  Drainage  project  committed  for  construction,  the 
completed  Water  Reinforcing  Contract,  the  top  priority  given  to  the 
topographical  surveys  and  plans  for  the  Junior  High  School  Building 
Program  and  the  many  other  special  projects  listed  in  this  report  were 
done  100%  by  the  Division  forces,  not  only  because  the  Division  was  at 
full  complement  but  due  to  the  very  capable  help  the  Division  was  able 
to  obtain  through  three  additional  employees  under  the  Federal 
Emergency  Employment  Program.  The  personnel  under  this  program 
have  proven  to  be  an  asset  to  the  Division. 

The  sewer  construction  program  alone  during  the  past  six  years  has 
increased  approximately  100%  and  as  a  result  consultant  engineers 
had  to  be  retained  to  accomplish  portions  of  the  program  each  year. 
However,  with  an  increase  of  100%  in  the  Sewer  Program  and  a  re¬ 
duction  of  13%  of  the  permanent  work  force,  the  Division  has  been 
able  to  handle  the  entire  1972  sewer  program,  with  better  results  and 
at  a  tremendous  cost  savings  to  the  Town  and  the  taxpayers. 

Of  the  ten  full  time  personnel  in  the  Division,  five  are  graduate  civil 
engineers  and/or  hold  registration  as  professional  CIVIL  engineers 
and/or  land  surveyors.  Of  the  remaining  five  personnel,  one  received 
an  associates  degree  during  the  past  year,  two  others  are  presently 
attending  evening  school  and  a  fourth  has  completed  three  years  of 
evening  school  towards  a  degree  in  engineering.  All  have  attended 
evening  school  at  their  OWN  expense,  approximately  as  much  as  $800

bettering  themselves;  however,  they,  in  turn,  make  it  possible  to  render 
more  valuable  engineering  services  to  the  Town  at  NO  additional  cost 
to  the  Town,  State  or  Federal  Government.

When  a  street  or  neighborhood  of  streets  are  torn  up,  particularly  for 
sewer  construction,  it  appears  as  a  "disaster  area"  at  best.  Sewer 
work  is  filthy,  hard  work  requiring  pumping,  heavy  equipment  traffic, 
stock  piling  of  various  building  materials  used  in  the  installation  of 
sewers  -  sand,  washed  stone,  pipe,  manholes,  lumber,  etc.  The  con¬ 
tractor  is  required  to  clean  the  area  to  the  best  of  his  ability  but  the 
scars  of  construction  are  there. 


Following  the  sewer  construction,  after  reasonable  and  substantial 
efforts  are  made  to  consolidate  the  trenches,  Public  Works  directs 
the  paving  contractor  to  place  the  base  paving  over  the  trenches.  This 
is  allowed  to  remain  a  year  or  more  in  order  to  gain  further  natural 
settlement. 


Some  streets  may  require  minor  water  or  drain  work.  When  the  De¬ 
partment  judges  the  street  is  ready  (12-18  months  after  original 
patching),  the  highway  division  prepares  the  streets  for  final  paving, 
the  paving  contractor  is  directed  to  pave  the  full  width  of  the  street. 
Once  this  is  completed,  the  highway  crews  follow  through  and  give  the 
side  areas  final  treatment.  The  funds  for  this  work  are  included  in  the 
sewer  general  costs,  therefore,  sidewalks  and  curbing  costs  cannot  be 
included. 

There  is  always,  by  nature  of  timing,  a  sizeable  so-called  backlog  in 
this  work.

1.  1972  MAINTENANCE  OF  INCINERATOR 


The  Weymouth  Incinerator  does  not  meet  the  new  Massachusetts 
standards  for  air  pollution  control. 

The  allowable  standard  is  thus: 

0.10  grains  (particulates)  per  standard  cubic  foot  of  flue  gas 
corrected  to  12%  C02. 

In  1964  when  the  Weymouth  Incinerator  was  designed,  there  were  no 
allowable  standards.  Weymouth's  Incinerator  was  designed  to  meet  - 

0.31  grains  (particulates)  per  standard  cubic  foot  of  flue  gas 
corrected  to  12%  C02. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  approved  the  plans  -  8  short 
years  later  it's  a  new  "ball  game". 

Presently,  all  efforts  are  being  made  to  maintain  the  standard  of 
Weymouth's  Plant  when  it  was  new. 

It  is  said  that  total  correction  will  cost  as  much  if  not  more  than  the 
original  plant  ($1,200,000)  and  then  it  may  be  questionable  if  the  new 
standards  can  be  maintained. 

Work  done  on  the  facility: 

a.  Extensive  work  on  #2  furnace  -  removing  and  replacing  complete 
roof  of  this  unit,  combustion  chamber  and  correcting  flue  together 
with  other  repairs  to  the  furnace  wall. 

b.  Replaced  jambs,  arch  and  refractory  tile  surrounding  the  oven  fire 
door. 

c.  Renewed  the  lower  section  of  the  west  wall  of  the  spray  chamber. 
This  work  was  done  over  a  weekend  with  several  Town  men 
helping  the  refractory  tile  masons. 

d.  Rebuilt  the  top  two  tiers  of  the  baffle  spray  wall  including 
necessary  stainless  steel.  At  present  all  tile  and  all  other 
necessary  material  is  on  hand  to  partially  rebuild  the  north  and 
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south  walls  in  the  spray  chamber.  At  the  same  time,  a  complete 
new  baffle  scrubbing  wall  will  be  installed.  It  has  taken  quite  some 
time  to  get  all  this  material  together  for  this  work.  It  is  hoped  to 
be  able  to  work  this  job  on  several  weekends  so  as  not  to  have  to 
shut  down  the  fires  for  any  length  of  time. 

e.  During  the  year  both  ash  gate  doors  were  mechanized  in  the  ash 
tunnel.  These  doors  are  now  completely  air  operated. 

f.  All  rubbish  containers  located  in  various  shopping  areas,  were 
brought  in,  repaired  and  repainted. 

g.  All  metal  guard  rails  at  the  plant  were  given  a  coat  of  rust  proof 
paint,  and  one  new  metal  gate  was  installed  at  the  entrance  to  the 
garage  area. 

h.  A  new  asphalt  driveway  was  installed  along  side  of  the  stack  for 
truck  use  to  clean  the  wet  wall. 

2.  RECYCLING 

There  are  two  locations  for  recycling  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  -  one  at 
the  incinerator  and  one  at  the  corner  of  Pond  and  Derby  Street,  South 
Weymouth.  Both  areas  are  set  up  to  handle  glass  and  papers.  The 
incinerator  site  also  handles  tires,  metals  and  cans. 

20  tons  of  glass  were  moved  out  in  1972. 

2  tons  of  cleaned  and  flattened  cans  were  removed  to  the  National  Can 
Company  and  proceeds  will  be  credited  by  the  company  to  the  Memorial 
School  for  Retarded  Children  on  Main  Street. 

Once  again  this  operation  is  only  as  good  as  the  homeowner  wants  to 
make  it.  Complaints  have  been  registered  everywhere  these  containers 
have  been  located. 

From  February  1st  to  December,  approximately  6,894  tires  were  re¬ 
cycled  for  a  total  of  $539.50  -  checks  were  sent  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  metal  pile  that  was  once  becoming  out  of  hand  is  now  well  depleted. 
Approximately  540  tons  of  miscellaneous  metals  were  removed  at  no 
cost  to  the  Town  and  no  town  labor  involved. 

The  news  media  has  helped  considerably  with  the  recycling  program  - 
local  papers,  Channel  7  television  and  radio  W.J.D.A. 

The  local  churches  have  also  been  helpful. 

3.  OTHER 


The  landfill  is  maintained  in  good  condition.  Effort  is  made  to  spread 
and  compact  daily. 

It  has  been  possible  this  year  to  stock  a  few  furnace  and  crane  parts 
for  emergency  repairs.  It  is  vital  to  keep  certain  spare  parts  on  hand 
to  insure  against  extended  ’’down  time”  -  particularly  those  vital  parts 
that  have  3  to  6  week  delivery. 

This  year  the  division  had  the  chimney  completely  inspected  inside 
and  out.  The  report  indicated  some  minor  cracking  but  the  general 
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condition  was  good. 

A  new  automatic  parts  cleaner  was  added  in  the  garage  as  required  by 
Fire  Laws. 

New  wire  mesh  cage  was  installed  in  the  garage  for  storage  of  tires. 

Several  sections  of  the  glass  curtain  wall  were  broken  by  vandalism. 
These  were  replaced  with  unbreakable  glass. 

One  plastic  skydome  was  replaced  over  the  dumping  floor. 

The  division  took  delivery  in  late  December  of  one  new  1972  Inter¬ 
national  Chassis  with  a  2-R  Leach  JPacker  body.  This  unit  replaced  a 
1961  vehicle. 

The  division  also  took  delivery  of  a  1973  one -half  ton  pickup  Ford 
replacing  a  1964  vehicle. 

The  division  had  a  roofing  expert  inspect  the  various  sections  of  the 
roof.  The  report  indicates  extensive  repair  and  replacement  may  be 
necessary  within  the  next  2  to  3  years. 

It  is  concluded  by  the  Department  that  diligent  foresight  and  continual 
maintenance  and  repair  program  implemented  by  the  division  Super¬ 
intendent  is  saving  considerable  monies  and,  to  date,  avoiding  large 
costly  repairs.

In  1972,  the  Department  received  $70,000  for  Plans  and  Specifications  of  the 
Well  Treatment  Plant  and  associated  facilities. 

At  this  writing,  it  is 
planned  that  the  Specifications  will  be  reviewed  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  in  February -March  1973.  Sub  bids  will  be  called  March  15, 
1973;  General  bids,  March  22,  1973.  Resulting  from  these  bids,  an  article 
will  be  presented  to  Town  Meeting  for  funds  to  construct  the  Treatment 
Plant  and  facilities.

The  areas  are  markedly  compatible  to  the  development  of  the  Well 
Treatment  Plant  as  well  as  giving  a  predicted  general  improvement  to 
the  entire  distribution  system.

The  original  estimate  of  the  entire  construction  project  (1970-71)  of  the 
Well  Treatment  Plant  and  facilities  was  $995,000.  $1,150,000  is  presently 
being  used  resulting  from  borings  and  soils  evaluations  of  water  mains 
required  to  tie  wells  to  plant. 

A  firm  figure  will  result  from  the  bids. 
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WATER  SYSTEM  STUDY  -  MASTER  PLAN  1972-”1980” 

On  October  17,  1969,  the  consulting  firm,  Weston  &  Sampson,  was  authorized 
to  make  the  necessary  general  study  concerning  the  present  condition,  future 
projection,  and  to  offer  conclusive  recommendations  for  the  Water  System  of 
the  Town  of  Weymouth;  an  updating  of  the  1956  general  study,  the  effect  of 
reinforcing,  cleaning  and  lining,  the  expansion  of  the  Water  Treatment  Plant, 
the  addition  of  the  Middle  Street  Booster  Station,  the  addition  of  the  Reed 
Avenue  Tank,  Park  Avenue  Tank,  and  the  Great  Hill  Tank;  the  construction 
of  the  Washington  Street  Pumping  Station  and  20”  water  emergency  trunk 
line;  and  also  a  consideration  of  a  total  future  population  based  on  the  latest 
zoning  map. 

In  September  1971,  the  study  was  completed  and  delivered  to  the  Town  of 
Weymouth. 

The  Town’s  ability  to  follow  through  on  these  recommendations  will  depend 
upon  the  financial  ability  (water  receipts)  -  which  in  turn  is  controlled  by 
water  use  and  the  water  rates  charged. 

WATER  DIVISION  operational  costs  and  capital  outlay  expenditures  are  not 
part  of  the  tax  structure,  but  are  carried  by  the  income. 

WATER  RATES  were  last  adjusted  to  the  economy  in  1966. 

Telephone,  electric,  gas  and  fuel  utilities  are  continually  adjusting  their 
rates  -  -. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  office  that  the  Weymouth  water  rates  and  financial 
structure  will  need  revising  in  the  near  future. 

The  Master  Study  projects  specific  improvements  in  three  phases  - 

Phase  I  -  Present  (1971)  to  1975 
Phase  II-  1975  to  1985 
Phase  III  -  1985  to  2010 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Public  Works  that  the  ’’Time  Plan”  should  read: 

Phase  I  -  Present  (1971)  to  1978  giving  certain  items  in  Phase  II  serious 
consideration  depending  upon  developments  such  as  highway  work,  possible 
breakdown,  etc. 

Phase  II  -  1980  restudy  entire  system  prior  to  full  development  of  the 
recommended  Phase  II. 

The  Metropolitan  District  Commission  have  been  and  are  suffering 
certain  difficulties  and  have  been  making  extensive  area  studies.  In  the 
next  8  to  10  years  certain  of  its  projects  may  be  advancing  that  would  in¬ 
fluence  the  local  approach.

PHASES  I,  H  AND  III 


The  Weston  and  Sampson  report  also  recommends  all  water  mains  to  be  no 
less  than  6”  or  8”  mains. 

The  map  does  not  differentiate  the  phase  of  construction  but  recommends 
continual  replacement  of  existing  1”  and  2”  lines  to  the  recommended  sizes. 
This  work  is  usually  accomplished  by  Town  Forces. 

It  is  also  advantageous  constructionwise  to  accomplish  this  work  following 
sewer  installation  or  other  major  construction  in  the  particular  roadway. 

Many  of  these  areas  exist  in  Private  Ways.  Upon  acceptance  of  Private 
Ways,  the  required  water  improvements  are  included. 

Over  the  years,  considerable  capital  improvement  has  been  accomplished 
in  this  area.

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B.  MASTER  HIGHWAY  PROGRAM 

1.  Chapter  90  -  State  Aid 

Pleasant  Street  from  Water  Street  intersection  to  the  Expressway  is  the 
total  project  (9600’). 

It  is  the  intent  to  construct  this  project  in  two  phases  —  Phase  I  -  Water 
Street  to  Casciani’s,  and  Phase  H  -  Casciani’s  to  the  Expressway. 

The  State  contends  (Telephone  -  November  27,  1972)  that  bids  for  Phase  I 
will  go  out  for  Spring  1973  construction. 

Presently  there  is  $605,805.00  in  escrow  for  this  project  (4700’). 

It  is  recommended  that  $100,000  be  requested  for  the  continuation  of  the 
Pleasant  Street  project. 

2.  Town  Master  Highway 

Neck  Street  and  River  Street  from  Bridge  Street  to  River  Street  (7900’). 

It  is  recommended  that  this  project  be  constructed  in  two  phases. 

Over  the  past  years,  considerable  work  (sewer,  drainage,  water,  etc.)  has 
been  installed  in  this  area. 

The  Marina  and  new  Wessagussett  Beach  plus  the  long  standing  demands  of 
the  area  for  sidewalk  work  justifies  serious  consideration. 

The  construction  of  Weymouthport  will  increase  traffic  along  this  highway 
but  the  basic  need  of  a  sidewalk  at  least  on  one  side  of  River  Street  is  quite 
obvious  and  of  long  standing  request  of  the  Prospect  Hill  and  Fort  Point 
areas. 

Following  is  a  very  preliminary  estimate  of  road  reconstruction  Phase  I  - 
Neck  and  River  Street  from  Bridge  to  Beach  Road  (3800’). 

The  original  layout  is  50’.  Several  minor  takings  have  been  made  mainly 
at  intersections  of  roadways  onto  Neck  and  River. 

The  construction  proposal  recommends  a  sidewalk  and  curb  on  one  side 
only  -  westerly  along  Neck  Street  and  northerly  along  River  Street.  The 
highway  layout  offered  for  consideration  is  an  eight  foot  sidewalk  area 
with  granite  curb,  six  feet  being  paved,  a  thirty -eight  foot  roadway  and  a 
four  foot  shoulder  with  bituminous  berm. 

Estimate  3800  Lin.  Ft.  $300,000 
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C.  DRAINAGE  PROGRAM 

With  Weymouth  Back  River  Flood  Control  completed,  with  the  Smelt  Brook 
Landing  project  in  design,  construction  to  be  accomplished  and  paid  for 
through  the  Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  Federal  Government,  the  two  major 
drain  problems  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  will  be  eliminated. 

For  several  years  work  in  the  headwaters  of  Swamp  and  Mill  Rivers  has  re¬ 
mained  dormant  in  order  to  accomplish  the  above  projects  that  carried  a 
higher  priority. 

Both  rivers  are  in  serious  need  of  further  work  to  reach  and  alleviate 
flooding  problems  up  stream. 

It  is  the  office  recommendation  that  improvements  of  the  rivers  be  continued. 

Following  are  estimates  of  sections  of  Mill  and  Swamp  Rivers.  Also  in¬ 
cluded  is  estimate  of  improvements  in  the  Essex  Street  area.

CHEMICAL  TREATMENT  OF  WHITMAN'S  POND 

In  1970  it  became  obvious  that  Whitman’s  Pond  was  suffering  from  an  over¬ 
growth  of  algae,  and  other  aquatic  weeds,  vegetation  (cabomba  or  fantwort)  - 
’’lily  pads”,  etc. 

The  Department  initiated  a  study  and  analysis  of  the  conditions  in  search  of 
recommendations  to  abate  this  nuisance. 

Allied  Biological  Control  Corporation  of  Wellesley  returned  a  thorough  re¬ 
port  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  recommending 
intensive  initial  treatment  and  then  a  continuing  control  treatment  annually. 

In  1970  the  Town  appropriated  $18,000  -  in  1972  $10,000.  The  results  of 
these  treatments  are  not  only  visibly  obvious  but  the  laboratory  reports  are 
also  encouraging. 

The  recommendation  for  1973  sustaining  control  program  is  $7,000.

E.  SIDEWALK  PROGRAM 

Over  the  past  several  years  $20,000  has  been  appropriated  for  construction 
of  new  sidewalks  and  maintenance  of  the  existing  sidewalks. 

Most  of  the  existing  sidewalks  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  were  constructed 
during  the  thirties  (W.P.A.)  and  are  in  sore  need  of  attention. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  receive  many  petitions  from  residents,  re¬ 
quests  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  school  groups,  for  new  sidewalks. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  has  had  to  limit  new  sidewalk  construction  in 
very  narrow  areas. 

School  walking  areas  -  inside  bussing  areas  with  heavy  traffic. 

Heavy  pedestrian  areas  -  streets  radiating  to  population  centers  -  Jackson 
Square,  Landing,  Columbian  Square,  Bicknell  Square. 

Advice  of  the  School  Department  and  the  Safety  Division  of  the  Police  is 
used. 

In  order  to  protect  the  Town  from  liability,  the  repair  of  existing  sidewalks 
receive  first  priority.

G.  SPECIAL  PROJECTS  -  MISCELLANEOUS  ARTICLES 


1.  Seawall  Construction  and  Repair 

In  1970  and  1972  the  Town  Meeting  voted  $15,000  each  year  for  a  con¬ 
tinuing  program  of  repairing  seawalls  along  the  coastline  of  Weymouth. 

During  the  February  storms,  certain  damage  was  done  to  the  beach  and 
wall  areas  of  Weymouth. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  made  application  for  Federal  funds. 
To  date  the  Town  has  received  $22,500  of  these  funds.  It  is  expected 
that  another  payment  of  $22,500  will  be  forthcoming.  Aside  from  this, 
at  no  expense  to  the  Town,  the  seawall  along  Fore  River  Avenue  has 
been  recapped  and  repaired  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  -  bid  price  of 
$80,000.  This  was  also  federally  funded. 


It  is  the  intent  to  continue  in  1973  from  Fort  Point  Road  where  1972 
construction  terminated  to  the  Driftway  area.  1973  funds  will  complete 
this  area.

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GENERAL  OUTLINE  OF  ADMINISTRATION  POLICY 
WEYMOUTH  VETERAN’S  HOUSING  PROJECT 
PROJECT  200-1  AND  200-1 A 


The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  was  organized  in  1948.  This  development 
was  built  with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  of  the  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  guaran¬ 
teed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  first  tenants  moved  into  the  development  in  November,  1950  and  the 
Project  was  fully  occupied  by  the  first  of  December,  1950. 

On  January  6,  1953,  construction  was  started  on  sixty  (60)  additional  units 
which  were  completed  and  fully  occupied  by  March  20,  1954.  This  gave  this 
Authority  a  total  of  208  units. 

Our  entire  Project  is  contained  on  approximately  eighteen  (18)  acres  of 
land  on  both  sudes  of  Lake  Street,  East  Weymouth  and  is  composed  of  forty -six 
(46)  buildings.  The  Authority  maintains  an  office  and  garage  as  well  as  main¬ 
tenance  quarters  to  house  personnel  and  certain  types  of  equipment. 
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LAKEVIEW  MANOR  DEVELOPMENT 

The  records  reveal  that  twenty -one  (21)  families  have  moved  from  this 
project  during  the  past  year,  in  most  cases,  into  homes  of  their  own.  The 
demand  for  occupancy  of  our  apartments  continue  at  the  same  level  as  of 
previous  years,  although,  as  before  mentioned,  we  are  now  providing  occu¬ 
pancy  for  town  residents  who  entered  the  service  after  January  31,  1955  - 
Vietnam  Conflict. 

There  are  approximately  750  youngsters  in  this  development,  most  of 
whom  attend  schools  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  which  has  one  of  the  finest 
educational  systems  in  the  Commonwealth  and  thus  the  children  are  able  to 
obtain  the  best  education  possible. 

Having  enough  land  adjoining  our  property,  we  have  an  agreement  with 
the  Town  of  Weymouth  enabling  them  to  lease  this  land  for  parks  and  recrea¬ 
tion  areas  for  the  children  at  a  token  fee  of  one -dollar  (1)  per  year.  The 
playgrounds  are  supervised  by  park  department  personnel  during  the  summer 
and  are  used  to  a  great  extent. 

Approximately  200  feet  from  our  Project,  which  is  also  made  available 
to  our  children,  is  a  town  supervised  recreation  and  swimming  area.  Swim¬ 
ming  instructions  are  provided  as  part  of  the  recreational  program. 

As  you  can  see  by  this  report  the  Authority  not  only  has  made  available 
good,  clean  and  safe  housing  but  also  takes  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare 
and  upbringing  of  our  future  citizens. 

This  Project  which  is  known  as  "Lakeview  Manor"  is  situated  on 
Whitman’s  Pond  which  is  also  most  attractive  to  the  fisherman  and  the 
boating  enthusiast.

ACT  OF  1949 


THE  ACT  STATES  THAT: 

’’The  general  welfare  and  security  of  the  Nation  and  the  Health  and  living 
standard  of  it’s  people  require  housing  production  and  related  community 
development  sufficient  to  remedy  the  serious  housing  shortage,  the  elimination 
of  sub -standard  and  inadequate  housing  through  the  clearance  of  slums  and 
blighted  areas,  and  the  realization,  as  soon  as  feasible,  of  the  goal  of  a  decent 
home,  and  a  suitable  living  environment  for  every  American  family,  thus 
contributing  to  the  development  and  re -development  of  communities  and  the 
advancement  of  the  growth,  wealth  and  security  of  the  Nation.” 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  set  its’  first  objective  toward  alle¬ 
viating  the  housing  problem  of  the  Veteran  through  State  Chapter  200 
(Veteran’s  Housing). 

Confronted  with  the  complex  problem  of  need  for  clean,  adequate  and 
neat  accomodations  for  veterans  in  the  low  income  brackets,  found  Veterans, 
married  but  a  few  years,  are  forced  to  live  apart  or  in  a  crowded  condition, 
not  meant  for  living  quarters.  There  are  still  others  with  three  or  more 
children  who  are  unpopular  with  landlords  because  they  are  the  parents  of 
several  pre-school  children. 

We  are  still  receiving  applications  from  veterans  of  Korean  Conflict 
and  in  much  larger  numbers  from  the  boys  of  the  Vietnam  Conflict.  Some 
of  these  boys  want  homes  for  their  families  while  they  are  still  in  Vietnam 
and  also  want  good,  clean  homes  for  the  family  while  they  get  established  in 
a  job. 

Before  a  family  is  provided  with  housing  under  Chapter  200,  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  eligibility  must  be  investigated  and  certain  requirements  as  defined 
by  law,  must  be  met.  There  are  no  exceptions  to  the  above  rule  and  the 
Housing  Authority  may  not  use  it’s  own  discretion.  We  are  accused,  at 
times,  of  having  too  much  "red-tape”  but  the  Authority  must  fulfill  it’s 
obligations  which  are  imposed  by  law  and  routine  is  inescapable. 
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RENTS 

The  rents  paid  by  the  tenants  are  variable  or  proportional  rents,  so  called 
because  each  rent  is  established  as  a  fixed  proportion  of  the  income. 

The  Law  (Chapter  200,  Mass.  Acts  of  1948)  establishes  a  preference  in 
favor  of  low  income  Veterans  of  World  War  II  and  provides  an  annual  subsidy 
of  2-1/2%  of  the  project  cost  for  forty  years  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  so  that  low  rentals  may  be  maintained.  The  rents,  therefore,  must 
be  related  to  the  income  and  family  size,  so  that  small  families  with  larger 
incomes  will  receive  less  subsidy  than  large  families  with  small  incomes. 

This  principle  of  charging  a  rent  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  ability  of 
the  tenant  to  pay  produces  the  following  results. 

1.  Makes  it  possible  for  the  subsidy  to  be  distributed  among  the  tenants 
on  the  fair  basis  of  individual  need. 

2.  Makes  it  possible  for  families  with  low  incomes  to  obtain  a  larger 
percentage  of  their  total  income  for  other  purposes  than  would  be 
possible  under  a  fixed  rent  schedule. 

3.  With  fixed  rents,  all  tenants,  regardless  of  income,  and  family  size, 
would  receive  the  same  amount  of  subsidy. 

4.  The  rent  charged  bear  the  following  relationship  to  the  tenants’  net 
family  income. 

18%  for  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents. 

14%  for  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents. 

No  rents  can  be  charged  below  the  following  amounts  which  are 
established  as  a  minimum  rent. 

For  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents:  $45.00 

For  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents:  $41.00 

Tenants  are  ineligible  for  continued  occupancy  and  are  required 
to  move  from  this  project  if  their  income  exceeds  the  following 
limits: 

Families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents:  $8,000.00 

Families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents:  $8,700.00 

Plus  $300.00  for  each  child  over  three  (3).

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HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

After  seeking,  for  several  years,  land  that  would  be  suitable  for  an 
Elderly  Housing  Project,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  gave  us  a  piece  of  land 
next  to  the  Central  Jr.  High  School  on  Broad  Street  for  the  building  of  an 
eighty  (80)  unit  Housing  and  Recreation  Development.  Construction  was 
started  in  August  of  1964  and  by  August  of  1965  the  buildings  were  com¬ 
pleted  and  fully  occupied. 

The  rules  and  regulations  are  that  one  must  be  65  years  of  age  or  over. 
Income  must  not  exceed  $3,500.00  for  a  single  occupancy  and  $4,000.00  for 
a  double  occupancy,  were  adhered  to  and  at  present  there  is  a  long  waiting 
list. 


In  March  of  1966,  we  went  before  the  Town  Meeting  requesting  per¬ 
mission  to  construct  75  more  units  for  the  Elderly.  We  were  granted  this 
request.  Survey  for  land  was  taken,  locations  selected  and  sub-zoned  for 
residential  so  an  appearance  before  the  Board  of  Appeals  was  arranged 
for  a  variance.  In  the  Acts  of  1966,  we  were  granted  variance  to  build 
multiple  dwelling  units  on  this  parcel  of  land.  At  this  writing,  our  second 
housing  development  for  the  Elderly  has  been  completed  and  fully  occupied. 

Occupancy  in  Project  667-2  was  completed  in  January  of  1969.  We 
stiU  have  several  hundred  applications  in  our  files  requesting  apartments 
for  the  Elderly.  At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  in  November,  1968,  we 
submitted  an  article  in  the  warrant  requesting  permission  to  construct  a 
third  Elderly  Project  with  80  units.  The  Town  voted  to  accept  the  article 
and  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  starting  construction  on  Project  667-3. 
Our  tentative  target  date  for  completion  is  sometime  in  1973. 

Due  to  the  Acts  of  1970  of  the  Legislature  in  January,  1971,  we  had  to 
do  a  re-examination  of  all  our  Elderly  incomes  and  adjust  the  rents  for  the 
Elderly  accordingly.  The  Acts  of  1970  state  that  no  Elderly  person  living 
in  a  State  Aided  Project  shall  pay  more  than  25%  of  their  income  for  rent 
if  all  utilities  are  included  and  20%  of  their  income  if  utilities  are  not  in¬ 
cluded. 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  will  do  all  in  its  power  to  continue 
to  aid  all  our  Elderly  Citizens  and  give  them  the  feeling  of  Independence 
that  is  so  important  to  all  and  also  to  let  them  know  that  they  are  still 
needed  in  the  Town  for  their  counselling  and  wisdom.

In  our  1969  report,  we  stated  that  our  target  date  for  Project  667-3  was 
1970.  However,  due  to  the  curtailment  of  money  we  were  unable  to  proceed 
with  this  program. 

The  ever  increasing  demand  for  housing  for  the  Elderly  prompted  the 
Weymouth  Housing  Authority  Commissioners  to  take  action  to  alleviate  the 
emergency  existing  in  the  Town.  Specials  meetings  were  called  and  the  re¬ 
sult  was  our  application  for  an  intermediate  program  of  Rental  Assistance. 

On  August  15,  1969,  we  received  approval  of  our  application  for  Rental 
Assistance. 

As  a  result,  a  great  deal  of  work  was  instituted  on  a  crash  program. 
Applications,  consultations,  signing  of  leases  with  tenants  and  landlords 
and  we  were  able  to  submit  a  list  of  thirteen  (13)  applications  for  approval 
and  on  December  23,  1969,  we  received  our  first  check  for  $3,129,00.  The 
first  phase  of  this  program  was  started  in  January,  1970. 

During  1970,  we  added  to  our  rolls  on  the  707  Rental  Assistance  Pro¬ 
gram  80  more  units.  This  now  gave  us  a  total  units  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth 
as  follows:  156  Elderly  units,  208  Family  units,  and  93  Rental  Assistance 
Recipients. 

Due  to  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  apartments  in  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth,  we  have  requested  aid  from  a  Federal  Grant --H.U.D.  Our  first 
request  under  this  grant -Turnkey  Program -will  be  for  200  apartments - 
150  Elderly  and  50  for  low -income.  We  hope  to  get  this  underway  during 
the  summer  of  1971. 

In  December  of  1970,  we  received  communications  from  the  Department 
of  Community  Affairs  that  a  site  had  been  selected  for  our  new  667-3 
Elderly  Project.  As  funds  for  this  allocation  are  being  held  up  in  the 
legislature  we  do  not  anticipate  starting  this  project  until  later  on.  This 
will  be  a  high  rise  Elderly  Apartment  building  containing  approximately 
100  units.

FUTURE  PROGRESS  ON  NEW  PROJECTS 

In  June  of  1972  the  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  was  awarded  a  grant  of 
2.9  million  dollars  for  the  construction  of  two  (2)  Federal  Projects  under  the 
Federal  Turnkey  Program. 

By  March  of  1973,  construction  should  be  underway  seven  story  high  rise 
building  consisting  of  seventy  (70)  elderly  units.  This  building  will  be  located 
on  Bridge  Street  in  North  Weymouth.  There  will  be  seven  units  allocated  in 
this  complex  for  handicapped  people.  At  the  approximate  time,  we  will  be 
going  into  construction  on  forty  (40)  units  for  Low-income  and  moderate  in¬ 
come  families.  This  is  to  be  located  on  Pleasant  Street  in  East  Weymouth. 
The  design  of  this  development  will  be  Colonial,  two  {2)  story  row-type 
houses.  There  will  also  be  four  units  set  aside  in  this  development  for 
handicapped  people.  These  units  will  consist  of  two  (2)  and  three  (3)  bed¬ 
rooms. 

In  November  of  1972,  we  received  communications  from  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Community  Affairs  that  the  funds  for  our  667-3  Project  would  be 
included  in  the  November  Bond  Issue.  The  Bond  was  issued  for  two  million 
dollars  for  construction  of  our  third  elderly  project  to  be  located  in  South 
Weymouth. 

This  application  was  originally  submitted  in  1968,  and  at  that  time  at 
a  special  Town  Meeting,  it  was  voted  to  have  the  Weymouth  Housing 
Authority  submit  an  application  for  approximately  one  hundred  units.  After 
approval  of  the  Bond  Issue,  negotiations  were  started  for  the  purchasing  of 
land,  interviewing  engineers,  architects  and  attorneys  for  this  project. 

We  have  set  a  tentative  target  date  for  construction  to  begin  around 
July  or  August  of  1973. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  with  a  population  of  over  56,000  people  is 
broken  up  into  four  (4)  sections. 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  in  their  planning  gave  this  serious 
consideration.  Please  note  that  by  1974,  we  shall  have  public  housing  in 
all  four  sections  of  Town. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY

Gentlem  en : 

For  the  sixth  time  in  as  many  years,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  must 
take  this  opportunity  in  its  annual  report,  to  suggest  to  the  Selectmen  that  the 
services  of  the  Authority,  as  an  agency  for  municipal  planning,  are  available 
to  the  town  only  if  the  Selectmen  take  affirmative  action.  Lack  of  compre¬ 
hensive  planning  has  been  a  major  cause  of  the  frustrations  suffered  by  the 
town  in  relation  to  zoning,  use  of  land,  and  the  problems  of  growth.  Respon¬ 
sibility  for  future  planning  is  an  implied  duty  and  power  of  the  Selectmen. 

The  Authority  recognizes  the  need  in  Weymouth  for  housing  suitable  for 
the  elderly  and  for  persons  of  low  income,  and  approves  the  efforts  of  the 
local  Housing  Authority  and  other  groups  to  help  fill  this  need.  However,  it 
appears  that  applications  to  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals,  brought  under  the 
so-called  "Snob  Zoning  Act",  are  dangerously  posing  a  threat  to  the  safe¬ 
guards  of  the  zoning  by-law  in  relation  to  density  of  land  use. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  was  the  only  agency  of  municipal  govern¬ 
ment  to  oppose  the  Union  Towers  project  for  elderly  housing  in  Lincoln 
Square.  The  Authority  feels  that  it  is  a  bad  precedent  for  the  town  to  spon¬ 
sor  housing  which  does  not  meet  the  basic  requirements  established  by  the 
town’s  own  zoning  by-law.  It  is  not  the  location  of  a  project,  nor  the  plan 
by  itself,  which  becomes  objectionable,  but  rather  the  fact  that  too  many 
persons  will  be  crowded  into  too  little  space,  in  a  proportion  substantially 
in  excess  of  the  standards  established  as  desirable  for  Weymouth.

Despite  having  63  less  calls  this  year  from  the  previous  year  which  un¬ 
doubtedly  reflects  a  favorable  response  from  our  Fire  Prevention  Program 
I  am  sorry  to  report  that  we  recorded  13  more  False  Alarm  Calls  this  year 
than  last.  We  are  in  hope  of  reversing  this  unfortunate,  dangerous  and  ex¬ 
pensive  trend  by  educating  the  public,  talking  to  parents  and  concentrating 
in  the  schools  to  show  all  people  that  the  pulling  of  a  false  alarm  could  be  a 
fatal  mistake. 

The  present  complement  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  121  full 
time  men  as  follows:  Chief,  four  Deputy  Chiefs,  five  Captains,  twelve 
Lieutenants,  three  Acting  Lieutenants,  one  Fire  Prevention  Coordinator, 
ninety -two  Firefighters,  one  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm,  one  Signal 
Maintainer,  one  Master  Mechanic  all  permanent  appointments.  We  also 
have  a  full  time  clerk  and  two  men  through  the  Federal  Funded  Employment 
Program,  one  as  Assistant  to  the  Master  Mechanic  and  the  other  as  Assist¬ 
ant  to  the  Fire  Alarm  Superintendent.  At  the  present  time  there  exists  three 
vacancies  for  the  position  of  full  time  Lieutenant. 

During  this  past  year  we  lost  some  exceptional  men  with  long  experience 
who  will  be  difficult  to  replace.  Captain  Darrell  Smith  with  19  years  service 
resigned  to  take  the  position  of  Chief  of  Marshfield  Fire  Department. 
Lieutenant  Jeremiah  Dwyer  who  between  his  caU  and  permanent  time  had  43 
years  of  competent  service  to  this  department.  Lieutenant  Benjamin  Ells  20 
years  of  faithful  service.  Firefighter  Edward  Coyle  40  years  of  service  in¬ 
cluding  his  call  time  who  noted  the  progress  of  the  department  from  the 
thirties  till  the  present.  Firefighter  George  Stokes  18  years  of  dedicated 
service.  We  wish  all  these  men  a  long  and  fruitful  retirement. 

The  personnel  of  the  department  made  sixteen  hundred  sixty  one  in¬ 
spections  during  the  year  including  Schools,  Hospital,  Nursing  Homes, 
Mercantile  Buildings,  Manufacturing  Buildings,  Oil  Burner  Installations, 
Flammable  Fluids  Storage,  Blasting,  Fireworks  and  others.  In  recent 
years  we  have  experienced  an  influx  of  high  rise  apartment  houses.  At 
present  there  are  48  of  these  units  in  town  with  others  under  construction. 
Daily  our  apparatus  and  men  are  out  inspecting  these  buildings  as  they 
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present  a  new  dimension  in  firefighting  to  our  department.  Until  they  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  scene  the  typical  dwelling  fire  in  Weymouth  was  a  one  or  two 
story  building  that  was  accessible  to  men  and  apparatus  and  did  not  present 
too  many  problems  to  ventilate  and  rid  the  building  of  poison  and  toxic 
smoke.  However  these  high  rise  apartments  have  many  on  many  floors 
w  hich  present  a  serious  life  hazard.  Most  apartments  only  have  one  or 
two  windows  in  them  instead  of  a  dozen  or  more  found  in  the  average 
dwelling  and  it  is  difficult  to  eliminate  smoke  from  a  fire  in  a  high  rise 
building.  Due  to  the  height  and  area  of  the  building  it  takes  time  for  fire¬ 
fighters  to  locate  and  carry  equipment  to  a  fire  in  the  upper  stories  in 
this  type  building.  Very  often  parking  spaces  are  insufficient  or  occupied 
outside  of  these  buildings  which  would  prevent  proper  placement  of  Pumpers 
and  Aerial  Ladder  Trucks  to  fulfill  their  appropriate  function.  These  prob¬ 
lems  are  being  attacked  by  frequent  inspections  of  these  buildings  to 
familiarize  officers  and  men  of  the  best  way  of  controlling  a  fire  or  situation 
in  one  of  these  units.  Officers  are  equipped  with  portable  walkie  talkie  ra¬ 
dios  so  that  when  they  are  inside  a  building  of  this  type  they  are  in  contact 
with  their  comrades  outside  who  can  furnish  whatever  is  requested  to  cope 
with  a  situation.  Self  contained  masks  are  worn  by  all  personnel  in  the 
building  in  order  they  they  may  be  able  to  assist  occupants  and  fight  a  fire 
without  themselves  being  placed  in  jeopardy.  An  extra  Aerial  Ladder  Truck 
is  dispatched  to  buildings  of  this  type  to  aid  in  rescue  and  ventilation  oper¬ 
ations.  Light  hose  is  employed  to  facilitate  a  quick  attack  on  a  fire.  Mech¬ 
anical  ventilation  is  used  to  expedite  rapid  egress  of  smoke  from  the  area 
involved.  From  inspecting  these  and  other  buildings  and  by  pre-fire  plan¬ 
ning  which  means  to  simulate  a  fire  in  a  building  inspected  we  are  attempt¬ 
ing  to  keep  abreast  of  any  condition  as  we  might  be  exposed  to  in  any 
building  inspected  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

The  Junior  Fire  Marshall  Program  has  started  its  twentieth  successful 
year.  It  encompasses  pupils  from  the  sixth  grade,  in  all  elementary  schools 
in  the  town.  The  program  is  sponsored  by  our  local  insurance  agents  and 
implemented  by  firefighters  who  are  trained  to  instruct  the  children  of  this 
grade  relative  to:  how  to  prevent  fire,  report  a  fire,  recognize  and  correct 
hazards  in  their  home,  plan  an  escape  route  from  their  house  in  case  of 
fire,  and  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a  baby  sitter.  The  program  also 
encourages  youngsters  to  draw  posters  and  write  letters  and  essays  about 
fire  prevention.  Awards  are  given  annually  for  the  best  work  in  these  con¬ 
tests. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  of  the  Invalidism  Program  sponsored  by  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Lodge  of  Elks  and  carried  out  by  the  Weymouth  Fire  Department. 

The  program  consists  of  an  identifying  sticker,  the  symbol  of  the  ’’Maltese 
Cross”,  being  attached  to  the  front  door  and  window  where  an  invalid,  deaf, 
dumb  or  blind  person  resides.  This  is  to  aid  the  Fire  Department  or  others 
to  help  or  rescue  these  individuals  in  time  of  stress.  Admission  is  free, 
just  call  us  and  we  will  take  it  from  there. 

This  past  year  three  men  have  successfully  completed  Fire  Science 
Courses  at  Massasoit  Community  College  and  have  received  college  cre¬ 
dits  for  their  endeavor.  Two  men  have  completed  successfully  a  course 
at  Harvard  College  conducted  by  orthopedic  surgeons  relative  to  the 
Emergency  Care  and  Transportation  for  the  sick  and  injured.  Eight  other 
members  of  the  department  attended  and  qualified  for  a  course  on  Cardio  - 
Pulmonary  at  the  South  Shore  and  Quincy  Hospital.  This  instruction  was 
given  by  local  doctors  of  this  area.  I  want  to  compliment  all  the  men  who 
have  participated  in  these  courses  by  giving  of  their  time  and  effort  with¬ 
out  compensation. 

We  have  a  continuous  training  program  carried  out  all  year  which  is 
outlined  by  the  Training  Officer  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief.  The 
prime  objectives  of  the  training  program  is  to  familiarize  all  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  department  with  the  apparatus  and  equipment  it  carries. 

Also  to  introduce  and  instruct  officers  and  men  on  new  equipment  purchased 
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by  the  department.  Some  new  devices  added  to  the  apparatus  this  past  year 
has  been  a  K  -  Tool  which  removes  locks  from  doors  without  causing  any 
damage  to  the  door.  A  Zip  Gun  which  operates  on  compressed  air  pressure 
and  can  cut  through  steel  quickly.  This  tool  is  especially  efficient  in  re¬ 
moving  people  trapped  in  wrecked  automobiles.  Four  inch  light  weight 
dacron  hose  which  insures  the  best  water  supply  possible  when  used  in 
conjunction  with  a  Pumper. 

Many  of  our  drills  are  recorded  by  our  Audio  Visual  Tape  Television 
machine  under  the  supervision  of  the  Training  Officer.  By  employing  this 
graphic  method  mistakes  are  shown  to  the  men  and  other  shifts  of  per¬ 
sonnel  not  present  at  the  drill  are  later  brought  up  to  date  on  the  correct 
methods  of  operation.  Two  highlights  of  our  past  drill  season  was  instruc¬ 
tion  in  a  smoke  house  at  the  South  Weymouth  Air  Base  in  the  use  of  air 
masks  for  rescue  operations.  Also  our  continued  drilling  and  instruction 
of  hospital  and  nursing  home  personnel  in  how  to  use  fire  extinguishers 
and  evacuation  of  patients  from  these  buildings  in  the  event  of  fire. 

Projected  programs  that  would  undoubtedly  assure  the  improvement 
of  protection  to  the  Community,  in  the  field  of  operational  services  and  a 
reduction  in  operational  cost.  Each  of  the  following  would  be  in  one  or  all 
of  the  above  mentioned  categories. 

The  adoption  of  a  Fire  Prevention  Code  requested  in  1969  and  again 
in  1970  and  thus  far  nonexistant.  Such  a  code  would  prescribe  regulations 
consistent  with  nationally  recognized  good  practice  for  the  standards  for 
safeguarding  to  a  reasonable  degree,  of  life  and  property  from  the  hazards 
of  fire  and  explosion  arising  from  the  storage,  handling  and  use  of  hazard¬ 
ous  substances,  materials  and  devices,  and  from  conditions  hazardous  to 
life  or  property  in  the  use  or  occupancy  of  buildings  or  premises. 

The  adoption  of  ”911”  Universal  Emergency  Telephone  Number.  The 
telephone  number  911  has  been  proposed  as  a  universal  number  which  can 
be  dialed  anywhere  in  the  United  States  to  obtain  emergency  services.  The 
purpose  of  the  911  concept  is  to  shorten  the  time  required  for  a  citizen  to 
request  and  receive  emergency  aid.  A  citizen  dialing  911  usually  wants  help 
immediately.  He  may  not  know  where  the  caH  is  received  or  by  whom,  but 
he  does  expect  his  emergency  to  be  handled  promptly  and  accurately. 

The  adoption  of  an  Emergency  Rescue  Service,  administered  through 
the  Fire  Department,  by  Fire  Fighters  trained  in  accredited  teaching 
hospitals,  the  basics,  as  they  relate,  (minimum  of  80  hours)  and  graduated 
with  the  title  of  paramedics.  A  service  of  this  nature  would  greatly  aid 
the  people  of  our  Community.  Statistics  gathered  from  communities  ren¬ 
dering  such  a  service,  prove  that  in  cases  of  similar  coronary  attacks 
within  our  Community,  if  this  facility  had  been  available,  to  these 
coronary  attack  victims  we  would  have  approximately  ten  (10)  citizens 
recovered  and  able  to  function,  with  limitations,  in  their  daily  life  pat¬ 
terns. 

The  adoption  of  computerization  not  only  for  the  Fire  Service  but 
all  Town  Departments.  The  Fire  Service  computering  would  be  used 
for  payroll  and  deductions,  check  preparations,  days  off  records,  over¬ 
time  and  vacations.  Personnel  listings,  job  history,  assignments,  edu¬ 
cation  and  training.  Work  schedules,  duty  rosters,  day  night  shift 
assignments.  Apparatus  maintenance  schedules,  costs  locations,  equip¬ 
ment  carried,  etc. 

Building  records,  maintenance  and  costs,  equipment  housed  medical 
records,  injuries  and  illnesses,  plus  inventory  control.  Budget  prepara¬ 
tion  and  cost  accounting. 

Fire  Station  location  analysis,  together  with  planning  of  construc¬ 
tion,  abandonment  or  remodeling.  Water  supply  data,  hydrant  locations, 
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storage  tanks,  water  flows,  water  mains  and  sizes  plus  other  sources  of 
water  together  with  planning  for  additional  facilities.  Fire  prevention 
and  pre-fire  planning. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  uses  that  the  Fire  Department  would 
program.  There  is  no  question  but  what  the  need  is  here. 

Consideration  as  to  the  feasability  of  regionalization  within  the  Fire 
Service  and  other  services  as  well.  This  is  an  area  that  could  hold  great 
promise  for  a  reduction  in  cost  of  Public  Fire  Service,  by  regionalizing 
stations,  vehicles  and  personnel  to  service  a  number  of  communities  with¬ 
in  a  predetermined  radius  and  not  just  that  within  which  they  are  located. 

In  turn  this  could  reduce  the  number  of  Fire  Stations  throughout  the  region. 

The  continuation  of  the  Fire  Study  commenced  in  1968  in  an  effort  to 
establish  the  feasability  of  relocating  or  closing  existing  Fire  Station 
facilities,  to  more  appropriate  locations,  in  order  to  serve  the  Community 
in  a  more  efficient  manner.  The  original  Fire  Study  Committee  Report 
'  ed  improving  operations  through  three  (3)  stations  instead  of  four 


Serious  thought  should  be  given  to  all  of  these  programs.  There  is 
no  question  in  my  mind  but  what  each  would  prove  to  be  of  great  assist¬ 
ance  in  improving  The  Fire  Departments  efficiency  and  also  the  service 
to  our  citizens.

Gentlemen: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  my  nineteenth  annual  report  of  the 
activities  of  the  Weymouth  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1972. 

Demands  for  police  services  increased  from  12,570  investigations  in 
1971  to  a  new  high  of  13,814  in  1972.  Larceny  was  the  greatest  single  crime 
of  the  Part  I  Major  Offenses  reported  to  the  Uniform  Crime  Report  section 
of  the  F.B.I.  Vandalism  is  the  greatest  cause  of  concern  in  the  Part  n  Crime 
Category.  Ambulance  use  to  convey  victims  of  auto  accidents  and  emergency 
ambulance  calls  lead  the  Part  HI  (Non -Criminal)  Category  with  a  total  of 
1,758  caUs. 

We  are  continuing  to  apply  for  all  benefits  being  offered  to  law  enforce¬ 
ment  agencies  by  the  Federal  Government.  During  the  past  year  we  have 
continued  our  cooperative  efforts  with  the  Quincy,  Milton  and  Braintree 
Police  Departments  in  developing  the  Suburban  Police  Automated  Informa¬ 
tion  System  (SPAIS).  It  is  expected  that  this  system  will  begin  operation  at 
some  time  in  February  1973.  Under  the  Federal  Highway  Safety  Act  we  have 
secured  for  the  Traffic  Division  an  additional  radar  unit  which  has  been 
operational  for  some  months.  A  grant  request  for  video-tape  equipment  has 
been  held  for  1973  action. 

Total  value  of  property  recovered  by  the  department  $332,245.10. 

Total  fines  imposed  in  the  Courts  as  penalty  for  departmental  prosecu¬ 
tions  $68,524.50. 

Manpower  continues  to  be  the  primary  administrative  concern  of  the 
department.  At  the  present  time  we  are  unable  to  fill  seven  vacancies 
because  of  Federal  Court  restrictions  placed  on  Civil  Service  eligibility 
lists.  The  increase  in  demands  for  police  services  necessitate  a  request 
for  an  additional  four  men  at  the  earliest  possible  time  to  enable  us  to  pro¬ 
vide  maximum  protection  and  service  to  our  citizens. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Weymouth 
Police  Department  for  their  loyalty,  dedication  to  duty  and  efficiency  in 
carrying  out  their  assignments. 

My  appreciation  is  also  extended  to  Attorney  Frank  D.  Rodick  who,  as 
Town  Counsel,  rendered  many  legal  services  and  assistance  to  the  Police 
Department  and  to  Director  of  Public  Works,  Arthur  J.  Bilodeau  for  his 
assistance  in  traffic  signs  and  markings,  and  to  all  Town  Officials  for  many 
courtesies. 

I  particularly  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
each  and  every  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  confidence, 
whole-hearted  cooperation  and  constant  support  extended  to  me  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Police  Department  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  COMMISSION

Gentlem  en : 

Monthly  communication  tests  as  required  by  the  federal  government  and 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  have  been  continued.  These  tests  involve 
the  state  and  local  police  and  the  local  Civil  Defense  Agency,  and  follow  the 
procedure  which  will  be  used  in  case  of  an  attack,  which  would  necessitate 
sounding  of  a  public  alarm. 

Reports  and  forms  concerning  civil  defense  activities  as  required  by  the 
federal  government  and  the  Commonwealth  have  been  filed  and  accepted. 

This  qualifies  the  Town  of  Weymouth  to  obtain  surplus  materials  and  make 
application  for  matching  funds. 

During  the  year,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  has  acquired  from  government 
surplus  a  2-1/2  ton  cargo  truck  with  winch.  This  vehicle  has  been  assigned 
to  the  Public  Works  Department  for  day  to  day  use.  Also  with  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  Civil  Defense  Department  and  the  Public  Works  Department,  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  received  $22,500.  as  part  payment  for  damages  at  Wes- 
sagusset  Beach  caused  by  flooding  during  the  February  storms. 

All  equipment  has  been  maintained  and  is  in  good  working  order.  Weekly 
drills  are  conducted  by  our  radio  emergency  group  under  the  direction  of  our 
radio  officer,  Ray  West,  in  addition  to  emergency  test  drills  as  part  of  the 
Weymouth  Civil  Defense  Plan. 

With  an  estimated  8,550  shelter  spaces,  it  is  evident  that  for  the  present 
the  greater  proportion  of  our  population  will  be  dependent  on  home  protection. 
The  importance  of  this  is  stressed  by  the  Department  of  Civil  Defense,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  importance  of  having  a  definite  plan  of  procedure  for  the 
entire  family.  Safety  and  planning  to  combat  any  type  of  disaster  should  be 
a  primary  responsibility. 

We  thank  those  having  contributed  their  time  and  effort  to  keep  civil 
defense  a  useful  division  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth.

We  are  pleased  to  have  been  able  to  convince  the  developers  to  go  beyond 
the  municipal  and  state  requirements  to  insure  greater  safely.  Now  that  the 
Town  Meeting  has  made  the  decision  to  continue  apartment  house  construction, 
we  will  persist  in  allowing  only  those  that  subscribe  to  super  safety  standards. 

I  again  hope  that  some  organized  code  requirements  will  be  adopted  in 
order  to  insure  the  utmost  in  safety  and  maintenance.  This  can  be  done  by 
either  adopting  the  BOCA  Basic  Housing  Property  Maintenance  Code  or 
facilitate  the  cooperation  between  the  Legal,  Health  and  Building  Departments. 
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The  past  year  has  proved  to  be  exceptionally  trying  for  every  member  of 
the  Building  Department.  However,  I  believe  that  the  political  activity  is  not 
going  to  be  without  reward  because  it  has  drawn  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
the  enlargement  of  the  operations  in  order  to  accomplish  the  safety  measures 
as  required  by  our  statutes. 

I  am  especially  appreciative  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  who  have  rendered 
constructive  criticism  to  the  workings  of  the  Department,  but  it  has  been  diffi¬ 
cult  to  comprehend  the  destructive  criticism  issued  by  the  two  junior  members 
of  your  Board. 

New  legislative  statutes  have  come  to  pass  during  the  year,  namely, 
’’Tenants  Right  to  Repair  Bill".  Tam  my  brook,  which  has  eventually  proven 
that  the  project  was  built  to  standards  which  exceed  local,  state  and  federal 
statutes,  was  the  first  case  under  this  new  law. 

Federal,  state  and  local  agencies  have  finally  recognized  that  the  pro¬ 
fession  of  the  Building  Official  is  one  apart  from  other  professions  and 
includes  an  accumulation  of  all.

Department.  The  Personnel  Board,  Personnel  Officer,  Town  Negotiator  and 
Town  Consultant  have  worked  diligently  to  resolve  the  many  personnel  prob¬ 
lems  facing  the  Town. 

The  Board  was  presented  with  many  demands,  requests  and  suggestions 
from  a  wide  variety  of  sources.  The  aim  of  the  Personnel  Board  has  been 
to  maintain  fair  and  firm  administration  of  the  Town’s  Personnel  By-Law, 
and  to  recommend  those  changes  in  the  By-Law  that  are  equitable  to  the 
Town’s  employees,  while  keeping  in  mind  the  needs  of  the  taxpayers.

I  wish  to  submit  to  your  Board  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1972. 

We  have  experienced  a  busy  year  in  this  office  taking  care  of  the  many 
problems  associated  with  our  veterans  and/or  their  dependents. 

We  assist  the  Vietnam  veterans  who  are  returning  from  the  Service  in 
completing  various  forms  for  their  benefit,  such  as  State  Bonus,  etc.  We 
also  have  many  of  the  Federal  forms  on  hand  for  educational  purposes,  GI 
loans,  etc.  This  office  is  responsible,  on  request  of  the  veteran,  for  the 
recording  of  his  discharge  so  that  it  is  a  permanent  record  in  the  Town  of 
Weymouth. 

Our  expenditures  for  Veterans’  Benefits  were  somewhat  less  than  in 
1971.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  there  were  several  extensions  under 
Division  of  Employment  Security  for  unemployed  veterans,  also  increases 
in  Social  Security  payments.  These  all  contribute  to  lower  payments  under 
our  program.  We  were  not  involved  in  any  large  strikes  this  year  which, 
when  prolonged,  can  cost  the  Town  and  State  a  substantial  amount  of  money. 

Medical  costs  still  run  high.  Increases  in  hospital  and  nursing  home 
rates  occur  yearly  and  are  usually  retroactive.  As  mentioned  in  other 
reports,  we  carry  a  Special  Medex  on  our  recipients  65  years  of  age  or 
older  and  this  has  been  costing  $11.20  per  month  per  person.  We  under¬ 
stand  this  figure  will  be  increased  from  $11.20  to  $11.40  per  month 
starting  January  of  1973. 

Again  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  your  Board  and  other  Town 
Departments  for  the  continued  courtesy  and  cooperation  extended  to  us 
during  the  year.

As  of  previous  years 
most  requests  were  for  information  relative  to,  taxes,  medical  assistance, 
legal  advice  and  transportation.  In  most  instances  we  were  able  to  secure 
the  information  desired. 

Due  to  the  number  of  calls  referring  to  income  tax  returns,  our  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  Mrs.  Betsy  Pruden  completed  a  course  offered  by  the  IRS 
regarding  tax  returns  that  we  might  be  of  further  assistance. 

Activities  for  the  year  include  -  Foliage  bus  trips  for  all  ambulatory 
patients  of  Weymouth  Nursing  Homes,  Table  gifts  at  Thanksgiving  and 
Valentine  Day  to  all  patients  at  Weymouth  Nursing  Homes,  annual  outing 
at  Weston  Park,  observance  of  Senior  Citizens  Month  with  exhibits  of 
handicraft  and  hobbies  at  Town  libraries,  sewing  classes  were  continued 
and  a  concert  at  South  High  School  cosponsored  with  Weymouth  Public 
Schools. 

Charted  bus  trips  to  Hanover  Mall  were  resumed,  with  pick-up  stations 
covering  the  entire  town,  for  those  who  have  difficulty  shopping.  Following 
a  reasonable  number  of  trips  however,  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  them, 
due  to  lack  of  patronage. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Council  on  Aging  has  been  represented  at  eight  State  Meetings  of 
MCOA.

Herewith  submitted  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Weymouth  Historical 
Commission  for  1972. 

To  help  commemorate  the  founding  of  the  Wessagusset  settlement  in 
1622  the  Historical  Commission  with  the  aid  of  the  350th  Anniversary  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  cooperation  of  the  Weymouth  School  Department,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Tufts  Library,  The  First  Church  of  Weymouth,  the  Abigail  Adams  His¬ 
torical  Society  and  the  Weymouth  Historical  Society  planned  and  developed  an 
historic  exhibit  and  display  at  the  Tufts  Library  on  Broad  Street.  The 
exhibit  was  formally  opened  to  the  public  in  May.  The  exhibit  features  the 
Indian  dugout,  artifacts,  documents,  pictures,  maps,  deeds  and  other  historic 
memorabilia  pertaining  to  local  and  regional  history.  Up  until  mid-December 
nearly  5,000  visitors  including  many  Weymouth  students  have  toured  the 
exhibit.  Special  features  are  the  large  dioramic  displays  that  carry  a  visitor 
back  to  an  earlier  period  in  the  life  of  the  community.  One  is  a  room  of 
clothing  and  accessories  belonging  to  the  Abigail  Adams  Historical  Society; 
the  second,  a  room  of  the  period  between  1800  and  1900;  the  third,  a  colonial 
kitchen  of  the  18th  century  and  the  last,  a  shoe  shop  with  authentic  furnishings 
typical  of  the  many  shops  to  be  found  in  Weymouth  during  the  late  18th  and  on 
into  the  19th  century. 

The  past  year  marked  the  sixth  consecutive  year  that  the  exhibit  room 
housing  the  dugout  and  other  historic  items  has  been  on  display  at  the  Tufts 
Library.  The  impact  of  this  small  museum  on  the  educational  and  cultural 
life  of  our  community  is  seen  from  the  records  of  the  library.  They  show 
that  a  total  of  more  than  14,000  students  from  the  Weymouth  schools  have 
visited  the  museum  during  the  six  year  period  on  conducted  library  lecture 
tours.  In  addition  nearly  5,000  non-student  visitors  have  viewed  the  exhibits 
since  the  opening  in  1966.

As  you  are  aware  this  is  the  first  year  the  Office  of  Federal  Coordinator 
and  Programs  Planner  has  been  in  existence.  It  has  been  a  full  and  busy  year. 
The  activities  of  this  office  have  been  as  follows: 

Emergency  Employment  Program — hired  forty  two  Weymouth  citizens 
23  of  which  were  on  public  assistance  and  19  were  veterans.  They 
worked  in  practically  every  department  in  the  Town.  Twenty  one  of 
these  took  training  courses  to  upgrade  their  abilities.  All  was  paid 
for  by  the  Federal  Government.  To  date  the  Town  has  received  about 
$170  thousand  for  this  program. 

Summer  Youth  Programs --During  July  and  August  this  office  ran 
two  summer  youth  programs,  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  and  the 
Emergency  Employment  Summer  Youth  Program.  Sixty  five  young 
people  were  hired,  forty  of  which  came  from  families  receiving  public 
assistance,  3  from  the  Youth  Service  Board  and  one  from  a  College 
Work  Study  Program.  They  worked  in  many  of  the  Towns  Depart¬ 
ments.  In  addition  each  young  person  received  an  hour  of  counseling 
each  week.  The  entire  programs  were  paid  for  by  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  at  a  cost  of  about  $28,000.00. 

This  office  has  also  serviced  many  citizens  of  the  Town  as  a  clearing 
house  and  referral  agency  for  many  state  and  Federal  training  and  manpower 
programs. 

Weymouth  Braintree  Regional  Recreation -Conservation  District -- 
This  office  administered  the  creation  of  this  district.  The  project 
will  not  be  completed  for  at  least  two  more  years.  When  completed 
it  will  have  accomplished  the  prevention  of  floods  at  Weymouth  Land¬ 
ing  and  will  have  created  a  300  acre  park  in  Braintree  jointly  controlled 
by  Weymouth  and  Braintree.  Total  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  at 
1.5  million  with  a  cost  to  each  Town  of  about  $110,000.00.  The  Federal 
Government  paying  the  difference. 

National  Flood  Insurance  Program --This  office  acquired  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program  for  the  Town.  Under  this  program  any 
property  owner,  public  or  private  may  receive  flood  insurance  with 
90%  of  his  premiums  being  subsidized  by  the  Federal  Government. 

Research — This  office  has  engaged  in  research  studies  in  order  to 
gather  information  which  is  needed  or  required  by  the  Federal 
Government  if  the  Town  is  to  be  eligible  for  grants  and  programs. 

Among  such  studies  are:  Housing,  Health,  Income,  and  population. 

Other  projects  this  office  has  and  is  engaged  in  are:  a  Planning 
Assistance  Grant,  Water  Treatment  Plant  Grant,  Industrial  Development, 
Building  Department  Study,  the  Century  Tower  Complex,  a  Communications 
Study,  Transportation  and  Data  Processing. 

In  addition  this  office  has  acted  as  a  clearinghouse  and  referral  agency 
for  numerous  daily  inquiries  from  other  Town  Departments  and  Weymouth 
citizens  regarding  other  departments  and  programs  on  the  Federal,  State, 
County  or  Regional  Level. 
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All  salaries  for  this  office  have  been  paid  for  by  Federal  Funds.  It  is 
anticipated  these  funds  will  cease  along  with  the  office  by  June  of  this  year.

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
WEYMOUTH-BRAINTREE  REGIONAL 
RECREATION  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 

Chapter  787  of  the  Acts  of  1972  approved  by  the  Governor  on  July  19th, 
established  in  the  Towns  of  Braintree  and  Weymouth  a  corporate  body  known 
as  the  Weymouth -Braintree  Regional  Recreation  Conservation  District.  The 
District  was  given  the  power  to  plan,  construct  and  maintain  facilities  for 
recreation  and  conservation  purposes  within  its  boundaries.  It  was  also 
authorized  to  enter  into  agreements  with  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  for 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  flood  control  works  to  eliminate  the 
threat  of  future  flooding  in  the  Pond  Meadow  water  shed  and  Weymouth 
Landing. 

This  project  was  made  possible  by  several  votes  of  the  respective 
Town  Meetings  during  which  $271,900.  was  appropriated  by  each  Town  to 
cover  the  cost  of  the  appraisal  and  taking  of  approximately  300  acres 
within  the  confines  of  the  District.  Half  of  the  appropriation  will  be  re¬ 
funded  by  Federal  conservation  funds.  The  total  cost  of  the  overall  project 
will  be  approximately  $1.6  million  with  85%  of  this  being  funded  by  the 
Federal  Government. 

The  District  is  under  the  management  and  control  of  a  seven-man 
board  appointed  by  the  Board’s  of  Selectmen  in  the  two  (2)  towns.  On 
October  10,  1972  the  Braintree  Board  of  Selectmen  met  with  the  Weymouth 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  make  their  first  appointments.  The  Board  members 
are:

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REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  Weymouth  Public  Schools  have  made  considerable  progress  in  many 
areas  during  this  busy  past  year. 

The  expanded  curriculum  at  the  secondary  level  continues  to  be  well  re¬ 
ceived  and  is  constantly  being  modified  and  improved  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
students  and  the  community.  New  programs  are  being  introduced  at  the  ele¬ 
mentary  level.  When  the  junior  high  building  projects  are  complete,  a  revised 
and  expanded  course  of  studies  will  become  available  to  all  students  at  that 
level. 

The  need  for  special  education  services,  guidance,  and  adjustment  coun¬ 
seling  continues  to  grow,  and  the  Committee  has  authorized  expansion  in  all 
of  these  programs. 

The  Committee  has  been  working  with  the  Weymouth  Vocational -Technical 
High  School  Study  Needs  Committee  and  the  Regional  School  District  Planning 
Board,  which  is  investigating  ways  of  providing  more  occupational  training  and 
a  wider  variety  of  vocational  courses.  We  hope  an  expanded  program  can  be 
offered  without  an  increase  in  cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

The  additions  and  alterations  at  South  Junior  High  School  and  Bicknell 
Junior  High  School  are  proceeding  well,  and  phase  H  of  the  reconstruction 
of  East  Junior  High  School  has  started.  When  the  first  two  projects  are  com¬ 
pleted,  the  crowded  situation  at  Central  Junior  High  will  be  eased,  and  when 
East  Junior  High  is  finished,  double  sessions  will  be  eliminated. 

The  kindergarten  building  program  has  started.  Additions  will  be  made 
to  four  elementary  schools:  the  Academy  Avenue,  Lawrence  W.  Pingree, 
Thomas  V.  Nash,  Jr.,  and  Ralph  Talbot  Schools.  Alterations  will  be  made  at 
six  elementary  schools:  the  Alice  E.  Fulton,  Elden  H.  Johnson,  Homestead, 
Hunt,  James  Humphrey,  and  Edward  B.  Nevin  Schools.  When  these  are 
finished,  Weymouth  will  have  twenty -three  kindergarten  rooms  and  thirteen 
new  elementary  school  libraries. 

The  Committee’s  decisions  during  the  past  year  were  made  only  after 
careful  consideration  of  their  effect  on  education  and  the  burden  placed  on 
the  taxpayer.  Our  constant  goal  has  been  to  provide  the  best  possible  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  most  economical  and  efficient  way. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  thank  everyone  who  has  helped  us  move 
toward  our  goal:  the  citizens  of  Weymouth,  the  Study  and  Building  Committees, 
the  many  Town  Departments  and  officials,  and  the  administration,  staff,  and 
students  of  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
To  the  Weymouth  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

The  Weymouth  Public  Schools  moved  ahead  on  many  fronts  in  1972.  Sub¬ 
stantial  progress  was  made  in  providing  adequate  school  facilities;  in  curri¬ 
culum  development;  in  innovative  programs;  in  staffing;  in  in-service  educa¬ 
tion  of  teachers;  in  greater  involvement  of  teachers,  students  and  citizens  in 
decision-making.  Each  of  these  undertakings  was  designed  to  meet  better  the 
individual  needs,  interests,  and  abilities  of  all  our  students. 

As  Weymouth  South  High  School  began  its  third  year  of  operation,  the  pre¬ 
sent  senior  class  looked  forward  to  becoming  the  first  group  to  go  all  the  way 
through  to  graduation  in  that  school.  The  new  Wessagusset  and  Union  Street 
Elementary  Schools  relieved  overcrowding  at  the  elementary  level. 

Although  double  sessions  continued  at  Central  Junior  High  School,  the 
construction  of  a  new  East  Junior  High  School  and  the  additions  to  South  and 
Bicknell  Junior  Highs  will  alleviate  overcrowding  and  will  provide  excellent 
physical  facilities  for  all  junior  high  students.  Ground  was  broken  at  all 
three  of  these  projects. 

The  Town  moved  to  provide  kindergartens  by  approving  additions  to  four 
elementary  schools  and  alterations  in  six  other  elementary  schools. 

A  Citizens’  Study  Committee  worked  on  plans  to  provide  an  elementary 
school  lunch  program  mandated  by  the  Legislature. 

Summer  curriculum  institutes  involving  a  large  number  of  teachers 
resulted  in  innovative  curriculum  changes. 

Three  adjustment  counselors,  a  Coordinator  of  Reading  and  Learning 
Disabilities,  and  a  number  of  other  specialists  were  added  to  the  staff  to 
assist  classroom  teachers  in  helping  students. 

Project  PART-TIME,  a  highly  innovative  project,  received  wide-spread 
recognition  and  acclaim. 

Robert  D.  West  became  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Administrative 
Services  upon  the  retirement  of  Harold  G.  Olson.  Howard  R.  Leonard  re¬ 
placed  the  late  Frank  C.  Bates  as  Director  of  Maintenance. 

Secretarial  help  was  provided  in  all  elementary  schools,  thus  meeting 
a  need  of  long  standing.  Department  heads  were  also  given  clerical  help. 

Milton,  Hingham,  and  Hull  joined  Weymouth  in  a  major  cooperative 
study  to  determine  how  best  to  meet  the  occupational  interests  and  career 
needs  of  students  in  the  four  towns. 

Weymouth  joined  nine  other  towns  in  CAPTA,  a  cooperative  project 
to  recruit  and  select  teachers  with  the  aid  of  computers. 
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The  reports  that  follow  touch  upon  some  of  the  many  advances  that  have 
been  made  during  the  past  year  and  some  of  the  needs  that  are  still  to  be  met. 
With  a  School  Committee  and  staff  that  are  dedicated  to  providing  for  the  boys 
and  girls  of  Weymouth  the  best  education  possible,  it  is  anticipated  that  con¬ 
tinued  progress  will  be  realized  in  the  year  ahead.

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PERSONNEL  AND  CURRICULUM  -  William  J.  Longridge,  Jr.,  Associate

I  respectfully  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Associate  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  my  sixth  with  primary  responsibility  for  personnel  and  curriculum. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  tremendous  strides  in  our  school  program.  Al¬ 
though  overshadowed  by  the  dramatic  and  much -needed  town  decisions  on 
major  additions  and  renovations  to  South  Junior  and  Bicknell  Junior  High 
Schools,  a  new  East  Junior  High  School,  and  provision  of  kindergarten  and 
library  facilities  at  ten  of  our  elementary  schools,  solid  improvement  has 
been  made  in  existing  programs  throughout  the  system. 

PERSONNEL  RECRUITMENT  -  The  rapid  growth  in  the  number  of  certi¬ 
fied  candidates  seeking  teaching  positions  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  has  con¬ 
tinued.  Fifty  applications  for  each  teaching  position  is  now  the  rule,  not  the 
exception.  To  fill  the  ninety -two  openings  (twenty -three  new  positions  and 
sixty -nine  replacements),  more  than  eleven  hundred  interviews  were  held, 
more  than  five  thousand  references  were  contacted,  and  many  personal  ob¬ 
servations  were  made  of  experienced  candidates  and  student -teachers. 

A  summary  of  the  characteristics  of  the  new  staff  members  selected 
provides  the  following  information: 

1.  Thirty  different  colleges  and  universities  were  represented  by  the 
successful  candidates,  ranging  from  coast  to  coast. 

2.  Twenty -two  of  the  new  staff  members  hold  master’s  degrees  or 
higher. 

3.  Over  100  years  of  teaching  experience  was  represented  by  the 
successful  candidates. 

4.  Fifty -one  residents  of  Weymouth  were  selected. 

5.  The  average  age  of  the  new  appointees  was  26.0  years. 

6.  The  replacement  rate  continued  to  decline,  especially  when  the 
large  number  of  retirements  is  considered. 

Selection  procedures  include  a  three -part  interview  process.  In  addition 
to  central  office  interviews,  candidates  under  serious  consideration  are  in¬ 
terviewed  by  department  heads  and  building  principals  at  the  secondary  level, 
and  the  Director  of  Instruction  and  building  principals  at  the  elementary  level. 
Thus,  selection  is  a  cooperative  venture  of  at  least  three  staff  members. 

GENERAL  SUPERVISION  -  At  both  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels, 
a  planned  program  of  classroom  visitations,  supervision,  and  evaluation  is 
now  fully  operational.  All  supervisory  visitations  are  followed  by  teacher  - 
supervisor  conferences.  This  program  is  predicated  on  the  sharing  of  tech¬ 
niques  and  information;  strengths  as  well  as  weaknesses  are  stressed.  Should 
observation  indicate  a  need,  these  visits  are  followed  by  demonstration  teach¬ 
ing  or  supplementary  assistance. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Instruction,  teams  of  principals 
visit  all  elementary  candidates  for  re-election.  The  same  procedure  is 
followed  at  the  secondary  level  with  department  heads  and  building  principals 
making  regularly  scheduled  observation  reports  and  conferences. 

CUiyiCULUM  DEVELOPMENT  -  The  staff  and  administration  of  the 
Weymouth  Public  Schools  have  accepted  the  philosophy  that  curriculum  re¬ 
view  is  a  constant  and  most  important  part  of  the  educational  program. 

This  concern  will  permeate  the  reports  of  the  Director  of  Instruction  and 
others  concerned  with  the  entire  range  of  the  school  program.  This  report 
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will  deal,  therefore,  with  the  secondary  program  only. 

The  machinery  for  change  in  the  secondary  program  has  been  established 
at  the  department  head  level.  Here  proposals,  problems  and  the  entire  range 
of  the  program  of  studies  are  discussed  and  viewed  from  the  administrative 
and  guidance  viewpoints  as  well  as  content  concern.  In  this  fashion  a  broad 
view  can  be  taken,  and  each  individual  course  offered  can  be  placed  in  the 
perspective  of  the  total  program. 

At  high  school  level,  this  procedure  has  resulted  in  an  expanded  program, 
modifications  in  existing  courses  and  course  outlines,  and  a  review  and  re¬ 
statement  of  graduation  and  promotion  requirements.  A  totally  new  Program 
of  Studies  booklet  has  been  prepared  for  each  student  to  make  course  selections 
for  the  1973-74  school  year  as  successfully  as  possible. 

The  Summer  Curriculum  Institute  continues  to  provide  the  teacher 
involvement  and  the  detailed  planning  required  for  any  good  program.  This 

summer  thirteen  such  institutes  were  held,  involving  93  members  of  the 
teaching  staff. 

The  junior  high  school  program  revisions  presently  must  await  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  additions  at  Bicknell  and  South  Junior  Highs,  the  new  construction 
at  East  Junior  High  School,  and  the  return  of  Central  to  a  single  session  for¬ 
mat. 


In  preparation  for  these  changes,  the  beginning  of  a  business  education 
program  at  the  junior  high  school  level  was  made  with  the  offering  of  General 
Business  to  grade  nine  students.  Personal  Use  Typing  will  be  added  as  new 
facilities  are  completed.  A  thorough  review  of  the  entire  program  is 
currently  being  made  to  provide  the  directions  permitted  by  the  soon -to-be- 
completed  facilities. 

Throughout  the  entire  secondary  program  two  broad  areas  are  receiving 
increased  attention:  ^l)  the  stressing  of  an  occupational  program  which 
offers  students  possible  areas  of  gainful  employment  to  supplement  their 
academic  endeavors,  and  (2)  the  increasing  utilization  of  interdisciplinary 
efforts  between  departments  and  greater  recognition  of  the  availability  of 
community  resources  and  involvement. 

The  constant  evaluation  of  the  secondary  program  would  have  little 
meaning  without  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  all  segments  of  the  school. 
To  the  School  Committee  for  their  support,  to  the  Superintendent  for  his 
assistance  and  leadership,  to  the  teaching  staff  for  its  cooperation  and 
willingness  to  share  ideas  and  to  experiment,  and,  most  important,  to  the 
various  department  heads  who  have  devoted  hundreds  of  hours  to  this  task, 

I  express  my  complete  appreciation. 


THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  -  Helen  C.  McGovern,  Director  of  Instruction 
Kindergartens 

Elementary  school  personnel  and  administrators  are  anticipating  many 
new  experiences  as  preparations  are  made  for  the  opening  of  kindergartens. 

The  steering  committee  of  elementary  principals  which  was  established 
to  study  kindergarten  programs  and  make  basic  recommendations  did  much 
research  during  the  year.  This  research  consisted  of  consultations  with 
experts  in  the  field  of  early  childhood  education,  visits  to  established  kinder¬ 
gartens,  and  intensive  reading  in  educational  publications. 

As  a  result  of  this  study,  the  committee  developed  a  general  philosophy 
for  Weymouth’s  kindergarten  program.  Basically,  this  philosophy  recognizes 
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that  the  kindergarten  has  a  definite  contribution  to  make  to  the  educational 
process  for  all  children  and  that  the  program  offered  in  the  kindergarten 
should  be  an  integral  and  well -coordinated  part  of  the  total  school  program. 

Educators  believe  that  children  in  their  first  school  experience,  develop 
practices,  procedures,  and  personalities  which  influence  their  behavior  all 
through  life.  Because  of  the  importance  of  this  period  in  a  child’s  develop¬ 
ment,  a  committee  of  teachers  and  parents  worked  during  a  four  week  summer 
institute  to  develop  a  valid,  carefully -planned  kindergarten  curriculum  guide. 
This  guide  recognizes  the  growth  and  development  needs  of  the  five  year  old 
child  -  physically,  intellectually,  socially,  and  emotionally.  The  program 
includes  both  structured  and  free  activities,  dramatics,  health  science,  social 
learnings,  and  mathematics.  All  of  the  activities  in  these  areas  will  help  to 
support  the  child’s  development  and  influence  his  direction  of  growth. 

Elementary  Mathematics  Study  Committee 

Working  on  the  sound  premise  that  curriculum  development  and  change 
should  be  generated  by  the  people  closest  to  it,  the  elementary  principals’ 
mathematics  study  committee  and  fifteen  classroom  teachers  are  now  in¬ 
volved  in  an  evaluation  of  five  different  pilot  mathematics  programs  being 
conducted  on  various  grade  levels  in  the  Talbot,  Union  Street,  Humphrey, 
Pingree,  Washington,  and  Seach  Elementary  Schools.  Teachers,  principals, 
administrators,  and  national  mathematics  consultants  representing  these 
programs  have  been  involved  in  this  project  quite  intensively  since  September. 
Conclusions  of  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  various  programs  will  be 
shared  with  the  school  personnel.  Recommendations  will  be  made  with 
reference  to  the  adoption  of  a  basal  mathematics  program,  the  inclusion  of 
manipulative  and  supplementary  materials  to  support  the  basic  program, 
and  the  development  of  a  mathematics  curriculum  guide  to  assist  teachers 
in  adjusting  the  basal  program  to  meet  the  various  needs  which  are  unique 
to  each  school,  according  to  its  grouping  patterns  and  levels  of  achievement. 

Reading  and  Learning  Disabilities  Program 

Early  in  the  year,  the  School  Committee  established  a  new  position  for 
the  elementary  grades:  Coordinator  of  Reading  and  Learning  Disabilities 
Programs  for  the  first  six  grades.  Basically,  the  coordinator  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  evaluating  and  coordinating  the  services  of  the  reading  teachers 
and  the  teachers  of  learning  disabled  children.  In  addition,  she  conducts 
a  constant  evaluation  of  the  materials  and  methods  used  in  the  teaching  of 
reading  in  the  regular  classroom  situation. 

Mrs.  Grace  Thompson,  formerly  the  teacher  in  the  Learning  Center 
at  the  Seach  School,  was  appointed  to  this  position  and  assumed  her  new 
responsibilities  in  September. 

The  reading  and  learning  disabilities  teachers  have  participated  in 
several  workshops.  Under  the  cooperative  efforts  of  Mrs.  Thompson  and 
Mrs.  Hamilton,  a  series  of  four  evening  workshops  for  parents  of  children 
with  learning  disabilities  were  held  in  November  and  December. 

Science 

A  combination  of  objectives,  content,  process,  and  materials  exists 
in  the  elementary  science  program  of  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools.  The 
use  of  the  course  of  study  and  multi -media  kits  is  successful. 

The  materials  available  at  the  Elementary  Science  Resource  Center 
were  considerably  increased  through  a  federal  grant  under  Title  HI  of 
the  National  Defense  Education  Act  -  Improvement  of  Instruction  in 
Academic  Subjects.  This  equipment  includes  microscopes,  slide  viewers, 
lides,  magnifying  glasses,  metric  measuring  instruments,  and  anatomical 
models. 
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Additional  multi -media  kits  have  been  developed  by  Ann  M.  Drohan, 
Elementary  Science  Specialist,  to  supplement  the  existing  program.  The 
students  are  encouraged,  individually  and  in  small  groups,  to  engage  in 
activities  which  are  necessary  in  the  scientific  approach  to  problem  solving; 
namely,  observing,  measuring,  classifying,  data  processing,  evaluating  and 
interpreting  data,  and  inferring. 

Children  learn  science  in  many  ways.  These  include  teacher  demonstra¬ 
tion,  group  enterprises,  and  reading  from  reference  and  text  books.  They 
learn  best,  however,  by  actively  participating  in  the  scientific  process.  This 
necessitates  equipment  and  materials  with  which  to  investigate  and  experiment. 
The  elementary  science  program  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  provides 
children  with  many  opportunities  for  challenging  and  successful  learning  ex¬ 
perience. 

Other  Activities 

A  multitude  of  other  programs  are  being  conducted  in  our  elementary 
schools.  To  discuss  them  in  depth  in  this  brief  report  would  be  impossible. 
However,  the  following  items  are  mentioned  to  indicate  the  extent  of  our 
interests:  Libraries  and  media  centers  are  expanding  in  our  schools;  the 
team  approach  involving  specialists,  particularly  reading  teachers,  learning 
disabilities  teachers,  speech  therapists,  and  adjustment  counsellors  working 
with  the  classroom  teacher  and  the  principal,  appears  to  be  offering  signifi¬ 
cant  help  to  children  with  special  educational  needs;  teachers  continue  to 
make  an  effort  to  visit  other  schools  to  observe  other  innovative  programs; 
Weymouth  elementary  schools  continue  to  be  popular  with  teacher  training 
institutions,  and  a  large  number  of  students  have  good  experiences  with  our 
personnel  and  programs;  several  programs  in  reading,  elementary  French, 
and  school  newspaper  publishing  are  being  conducted  under  Title  ni,  NDEA, 
funds;  a  new  testing  program  has  been  inaugurated  in  grades  four,  five,  and 
six;  and,  finally,  committee  work  is  continuing  on  ways  to  improve  the  method 
of  reporting  to  parents. 


WEYMOUTH  NORTH  HIGH  SCHOOL  -  William  T.  Kearns,  Principal 

Despite  continued  enrollment  increases  at  North  High  School,  a  diversi¬ 
fied,  relatively  open  elective  system  is  still  operating  smoothly.  Every 
attempt  is  made  to  provide  each  student  with  the  type  of  educational  program 
which  will  enable  him  to  work  up  to  his  potential.  The  staff  is  constantly 
evaluating  course  offerings  and  making  modifications  to  improve  the  educa¬ 
tional  atmosphere.  Many  staff  members  have  attended  conferences  and 
conventions  and  have  brought  new  ideas,  methods,  and  offerings  to  the  school. 
The  following  paragraphs  indicate  what  has  been  done  along  departmental 
lines  to  make  school  more  productive  in  preparing  a  graduate  who  will  be 
ready  for  life. 

The  Business  Education  Department  added  two  courses  to  the  Program 
of  Studies  in  1972:  Business  Seminar,  which  is  designed  to  give  college- 
bound  students  a  broad  view  of  business  concepts  and  skills,  and  Stenograph 
II,  which  offers  advanced  training  in  machine  shorthand.  The  cooperative 
program  in  Distributive  Education  has  been  revised  and  expanded  in  scope. 
Continuing  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  providing  opportunities  for  each 
high  school  student  to  develop  at  least  one  marketable  skill.  Placement  of 
graduates  in  permanent  positions  has,  again  this  year,  been  facilitated  by 
the  early  release  of  seniors. 

The  English  Department  increased  its  offerings  by  three  courses: 
Literature  of  the  Unknown,  Communications  for  the  70Ts,  and  Children’s 
Literature.  Many  students  are  electing  more  than  the  required  number 
of  courses  in  English,  using  their  time  to  best  advantage.  A  school -wide 
reading  test  was  administered  in  October.  Results  have  been  studied  and 
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are  now  being  used  both  in  individual  guidance  and  in  planning  of  student  elec¬ 
tions.  Again  English  students  participated  in  local  and  national  writing  con¬ 
tests.  A  National  Scholastic  Creative  Writing  Award  was  won  by  Judith  Finn 
of  the  class  of  T72.  Our  total  involvement  in  the  350th  Anniversary  Writing 
Awards  Contest  proved  a  most  worthwhile  activity  throughout  the  department. 
Each  student  produced  at  least  one  piece  of  writing  about  Weymouth,  and  more 
than  half  participated  seriously  in  the  final  stages  of  the  contest.  Special 
awards  were  won  by  32  students  from  North  High  as  were  the  Second  and 
Third  prizes.  In  addition,  the  school  play  Right  You  Are  If  You  Think  Y ou  Are 
by  Pirandello,  the  newly  designed  yearbook  EXITTTORTHT^.  festival  of  student  - 
created  films,  and  a  weekly  newspaper  JOURNAL  were  highly  successful 
activities  employing  the  talents  of  the  English  Department.  As  in  previous 
years,  the  English  Department  received  grants  from  Title  HI,  N.D.E.A.,  for 
valuable  equipment  for  use  with  film  production,  video-taping,  and  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  the  weekly  effort  of  the  class  in  Journalism. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  is  presently  offering  six  languages 
to  all  students  in  various  sequences:  French,  Latin,  Spanish,  Russian,  Ger¬ 
man,  and  Italian.  Courses  in  Italian  I  and  German  III  were  introduced  last 
year  and  proved  very  successful.  Under  a  grant  from  Title  IH,  N.D.E.A., 
there  is  now  a  new  language  laboratory  or  "electronic  classroom"  at  North. 
This  equipment  is  the  most  modern  available  and  will  certainly  be  a  valuable 
aid  to  both  teachers  and  students.  In  addition  to  adding  new  courses  and 
equipment,  there  has  been  a  continuing  study  to  bring  about  improvement. 
During  the  summer,  successful  workshops  were  conducted  in  French  and 
Latin.  New  ideas  and  techniques  to  help  all  students  have  involved  several 
staff  members  in  projects  to  individualize  classroom  instruction. 

The  Home  Economics  Department  experienced  a  year  of  growth  in 
student  enrollment,  course  offerings,  and  course  activities.  Under  the 
open  elective  program,  all  Home  Economics  courses  were  opened  to  boys 
as  well  as  girls,  and  for  the  first  time,  boys  enrolled  in  a  number  of  courses. 
The  Home  Economics  Summer  Institute  resulted  in  the  addition  of  a  new 
course  in  Child  Development.  The  course  will  serve  as  preparation  for  the 
student’s  future  role  as  a  parent  or  for  those  interested  in  teaching  at  the 
preschool  or  elementary  level.  The  Nursery  School  and  Kindergarten  Aide 
program  continues  to  be  most  successful  with  24  girls  enrolled  presently. 
Students  in  the  Clothing  Design  class  spent  two  days  in  New  York  City  last 
April,  getting  a  close  look  at  the  fashion  industry.  They  visited  designers, 
manufacturers,  fashion  magazine  publishers,  and  fashion  schools.  The  Home 
Management  classes  participated  in  a  "Housafari,”  sponsored  by  the  Boston 
Gas  Company.  The  program  consisted  of  lectures  and  field  trips  covering 
many  aspects  of  housing.  Nutrition  and  Diet  Therapy  classes  enjoyed  field 
trips  provided  by  the  South  Shore  Hospital  for  first-hand  information  on  job 
opportunities. 

The  Mathematics  Department  has  made  considerable  progress  in  a 
number  of  areas  this  past  year.  Students  may  now  select  from  a  multilvel 
program,  courses  which  are  correlated  to  both  their  interest  and  ability. 
Proper  selection  gives  the  student  the  optimum  chance  of  learning  with 
success.  Even  with  the  realization  of  our  goal  -  a  new  multilevel  program  - 
change  is  still  taking  place  within  the  program.  A  number  of  geometry 
divisions  have  been  experimenting  with  a  transformational  approach  to  the 
subject,  and  the  results,  thus  far,  have  been  very  gratifying.  We  again  were 
quite  fortunate  to  receive  approval  of  a  Title  m,  N.D.E.A.  Project,  which 
enabled  us  to  expand  the  number  of  computer  stations  here  at  North  High 
from  two  to  three,  and  to  enlarge  our  main  facilities  at  South  High  School. 

It  is  now  possible  to  accommodate  more  students  in  our  computer  pro¬ 
gramming  course.  With  the  expanded  facilities,  students  may  make  forays 
into  other  programming  languages,  such  as  Fortran.  The  basic  language 
is  presently  being  used. 

There  is  a  growing  tendency  for  Science  teachers  to  use  a  multimedia 
approach  in  their  teaching.  Class  discussion  of  textbook  assignments  is 
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still  the  predominant  style  of  instruction,  but  more  and  more  use  is  being 
made  of  teacher -prepared  materials,  audiovisuals,  paperbacks,  original 
laboratory  exercises,  innovative  demonstrations,  specially  selected  library 
reference  resources  and  the  like..  This  trend  indicates  effort  on  the  part  of 
science  teachers  to  make  their  courses  more  attractive  and  more  suited  to 
the  varied  types  of  students  who  elect  Sciences.  Likewise,  concern  for  stu¬ 
dent  needs  and  interests  has  led  science  instructors  to  revise  the  content 
of  their  courses  and  to  suggest  new  courses.  For  the  past  two  years  we 
have  been  trying  out  new  courses  in  Harvard  Project  Physics,  in  Earth 
Sciences,  in  Ecology,  in  Physical  Science  II,  and  in  Paramedical  Science. 
Increased  enrollment  in  these  areas  indicates  that  the  students  are  finding 
these  offerings  relevant  and  enjoyable.  During  the  past  year  students  from 
our  science  classes  participated  in  many  field  trips  and  seminars.  Para¬ 
medical  Science  pupils  attended  seminars  at  the  South  Shore  Hospital; 

Ecology  classes  engaged  in  field  work  at  Great  Esker  Park;  Physics  and 
Chemistry  students  were  involved  in  an  Engineering  Conference  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  also  held  a  Summer  Curriculum  Institute 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  instructional  program.  A  curriculum  guide 
and  materials  were  developed  for  the  new  American  Studies  course,  formerly 
United  States  History.  Several  field  trips  were  provided  for  students  during 
the  year  to  enrich  social  studies  classroom  activities  and  projects.  Trips 
were  made  to  Hammond  Castle  in  Gloucester  to  observe  an  example  of 
Medieval  architecture  and  furnishings,  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  to  view 
Egyptian  artifacts,  and  to  the  United  Nations  in  New  York  City.  Behavioral 
Science  classes  frequently  used  the  facilities  of  the  Child  Care  Center  for 
the  purpose  of  observing  children  in  connection  with  a  study  of  child  raising 
practices.  A  special  opportunity  for  involving  students  in  a  practical  demon¬ 
stration  of  the  political  process  was  provided  by  the  Presidential  Election 
of  1972.  Following  an  intensive  study  of  the  political  campaign  and  the 
issues,  students  conducted  a  "mock  election"  on  election  day,  November  7. 
The  "election"  enabled  students  to  practice  the  voting  procedures  they  will 
soon  perform  as  newly  registered  18 -year  old  voters. 


WEYMOUTH  SOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL  -  Wilbur  F.  Stanton,  Principal 

In  a  time  when  many  schools  are  experiencing  perplexing  problems, 
it  is  nice  to  be  able  to  look  forward  to  going  to  school  each  day.  Most  of 
the  students  and  staff  feel  this  way  at  South  High  School. 

Although  enrollment  has  increased,  the  excellent  planning  of  the 
building  has  provided  for  room  dividers  which  enable  the  scheduling  of 
two  small  groups  in  the  space  ordinarily  used  for  one  class. 

All  departments  at  South  High  School  continue  to  provide  students  with 
challenging  and  rewarding  programs  of  studies. 

Weymouth  South  High  School  is  extremely  proud  of  the  many  varied 
and  worthwhile  co-curricular  activities  sponsored  by  many  active  and 
concerned  members  of  the  faculty.  Co-curricular  activities  help  to  broaden 
the  interests  of  a  large  proportion  of  students  both  academically  and  socially. 
This  year  saw  the  emergence  of  the  Pom  Pom  Squad,  Soccer  Club,  Greek 
Club,  and  Swim  Club,  as  well  as  the  re-emergence  of  the  Chess  Club,  while 
other  organizations  continued  their  fine  work  of  past  years.  A  total  of  fifty - 
one  separate  co-curricular  activities  are  conducted  at  South  High  School. 

Business  Education  Department 

The  Business  Education  Department  added  two  courses  to  the  program 
of  studies  during  1972.  The  first,  Business  Seminar,  is  a  course  offered  to 
students  whose  career  goals  include  post -secondary  education  to  give  them 
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basic  training  in  general  business,  business  law,  typewriting  or  office  ma¬ 
chines,  and  bookkeeping.  The  second  additional  course  is  Stenograph  H.  In 
this  course  students  who  have  completed  Stenograph  I  continue  their  training 
in  machine  shorthand. 

This  year  the  cooperative  course  in  Distributive  Education  has  been  made 
available  to  students  at  Weymouth  South  High  School  for  the  first  time.  Students 
are  provided  the  opportunity  to  combine  school  work  with  on-the-job  training  in 
the  merchandising  field. 

The  department  continues  to  stress  the  importance  of  giving  every  high 
school  student  the  opportunity  to  develop  at  least  one  marketable  skill. 

English  Department 

The  English  Department  of  South  High  School  continues  to  grow,  its  faculty 
increasing  to  17  teachers,  its  courses  increasing  to  36.  Success  can  best  be 
seen  by  the  increased  enrollment  of  students,  many  of  whom  are  electing  Eng¬ 
lish  as  an  additional  subject  once  their  requirements  are  fulfiHed.  The  follow¬ 
ing  new  courses  were  introduced  in  1972:  Literature  of  the  Unknown,  Children’s 
Literature,  and  The  Bible  as  Literature. 

A  summer  institute  in  English  at  the  high  school  level  was  established  to 
study  the  current  elective  offerings  as  to  curriculum  strength  and  resultant 
learning  with  a  view  to  the  1974-1975  state  evaluation. 

A  National  Defense  Act  project  proposal  resulted  in  the  purchasing  of 
a  Sony  television  monitor  for  use  with  previous  Title  HI  equipment,  a  Bolex 
16mm  camera,  two  Bell  and  Howell  Filmosound  cartridge  tape  recorders  to 
be  used  with  previous  Title  III  equipment,  four  heavy-duty  tripods,  and  one 
BeU  and  Howell  8mm  sound  projector.  The  video-tape  recorder,  television 
camera,  and  monitor  are  used  by  virtually  all  English  classes  for  producing 
taped  television  broadcasts  of  class  projects  and  dramas. 

Foreign  Language  Department 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  at  South  High  School  is  presently 
offering  six  languages  to  all  students,  in  various  sequences:  French,  Latin, 
Spanish,  Russian,  German,  and  Chinese.  New  courses  being  offered  for  the 
first  time  are  German  HI,  Russian  HI,  Chinese  II,  and  the  two  Latin  Semester 
Courses:  Roman  Life  and  Manners,  and  Roman  Comedy. 

Along  with  the  staff  at  North  High  School,  the  Foreign  Language  teachers 
at  South  High  School  continued  in  December  of  this  year  mini-lessons  to  in¬ 
troduce  language  courses  in  the  ninth  grade  classes  of  the  junior  high  schools. 
This  program  of  mini -lessons  and  the  explanation  of  curriculum  has  proved 
to  help  greatly  the  articulation  between  grades  nine  and  ten. 

Presently  there  are  940  foreign  language  students  at  South  High  School, 
or  about  60%  of  the  total  school  population.  Due  to  increased  enrollment 
this  year,  the  Department  added  a  new  teacher,  bringing  the  number  of 
teachers  to  eleven. 

Home  Economics  Department 

The  Home  Economics  Department  at  South  High  School  experienced  a 
year  of  growth  in  student  enrollment,  course  offerings,  and  course  activities. 
The  major  purpose  of  Home  Economics  education  is  to  provide  education  for 
family  life,  for  employment  in  occupations  utilizing  home  economics  knowledge 
and  skills,  and  for  pre -professional  education.  Major  areas  of  Home  Economics 
education  are  clothing,  foods,  nutrition,  child  development,  consumer  education 
and  management,  with  sequential  offerings  in  major  areas. 
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The  ’’Whistle  Stop,’’  a  mini -restaurant  managed  and  operated  by  the  Food 
Service  class,  experienced  a  successful  year  providing  lunches  for  staff  mem¬ 
bers  and  guests  at  South  High.  Students  in  the  Clothing  Design  class  spent  two 
days  in  New  York  City  last  April  getting  a  closer  look  at  the  fashion  industry. 
Home  Management  and  Consumer  Education  classes  participated  in  a  ’’Housa- 
fari,”  sponsored  by  the  Boston  Gas  Company.  Nutrition  and  Diet  Therapy 
classes  enjoyed  several  field  trips  to  South  Shore  hospitals  for  first-hand 
information  on  job  opportunities  in  the  field. 

Industrial  Arts  Department 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  completed  its  second  school  year  with  a 
Laboratory  of  Industry  curriculum  at  the  high  school  level.  Two  more  courses 
had  been  added  which  completed  the  second  step  in  the  three-phase  inaugura¬ 
tion  of  the  originally  planned  program.  In  September  another  teacher  was 
added  to  the  staff  for  the  courses  in  Electronics  and  Power,  Communication, 
and  Service.  One  of  the  courses  added  this  year,  ’’Skills  and  Invention,”  is 
being  taught  on  a  contract  basis.  To  provide  an  evaluation  basis,  at  the 
beginning  of  each  term  the  student  negotiates  with  the  teacher  a  signed  con¬ 
tract  stating  the  work  to  be  done,  the  compensation  (grade),  and  penalties 
for  unworkmanlike  actions  and  attitudes. 

Experimental  Shop,  the  afternoon  activity,  was  continued.  The  laboratory 
was  open  almost  every  afternoon  until  5:00  or  6:00  p.m.  for  extra  work  or  for 
special  projects.  Work  is  not  limited  to  students  of  the  Industrial  Arts  classes, 
but  open  to  all,  both  North  and  South  High. 

During  the  summer  the  Industrial  Arts  facility  was  used  by  Project 
PART-TIME,  and  work  benches  and  tool  racks  for  use  in  the  elementary 
schools  were  fabricated.  Industrial  Arts  students  are  participating  in  this 
program,  introducing  woodwork  to  four  elementary  schools.  The  laboratory 
teaching  staff  has  assisted  these  students  with  much  interest  in  this  very 
worthwhile  endeavor. 

Mathematics  Department 

This  year  marks  the  completion  of  an  important  phase  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  mathematics  curriculum;  namely,  that  of  a  truly  multi-level 
program.  Students  are  now  able  to  match  their  ability  and  interest  with 
the  particular  program  best  suited  to  their  needs.  The  initial  success  of 
the  new  mathematics  curriculum  is  attested  by  three  facts:  the  high  de¬ 
gree  of  success  achieved  by  the  students,  the  low  number  of  failures,  and 
the  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  students  electing  mathematics. 

Another  area  of  concern  to  us  is  the  provision  of  courses  for  those 
students  who  require  a  background  in  the  essentials  of  mathematics  for 
use  in  vocational  or  consumer  situations.  To  this  end,  experimental 
courses  are  now  being  offered,  and  others  are  undergoing  study  for 
adoption  in  the  near  future. 

Science  Department 

A  total  of  942  students  enrolled  in  the  twelve  science  courses  offered 
at  South  High  School  this  year.  About  60%  of  the  school  population  elect 
science  courses. 

In  November  the  Science  Department  sponsored  an  assembly  program 
called  This  Atomic  World.  Through  arrangements  with  Wentworth  College 
of  Technology  and  the  Oak  Ridge -Associated  Universities,  an  informative 
lecture  was  presented  in  the  auditorium,  followed  by  informal  discussions 
with  science  students  in  the  science  lecture  hall. 

A  series  of  speakers  have  visited  the  school  to  talk  to  students  in  the 
Man  Made  World  class.  Boston  Edison,  Boston  Gas,  and  Norfolk  County 
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Tuberculosis  Association  were  among  those  furnishing  guest  lecturers.  In 
some  cases  the  talks  were  video-taped  for  future  use. 

Social  Studies  Department 

The  program  of  studies  consists  of  twelve  courses  of  which  one,  Ameri¬ 
can  Studies,  is  required.  The  following  courses  are  offered  on  a  semester 
basis:  Tradition  and  Change  in  Four  Societies,  The  Shaping  of  Western 
Society,  Comparative  Government,  Comparative  Economics,  Behavioral 
Science  I,  and  Behavioral  Science  n.  Two  courses,  Russian -Soviet  Studies 
and  Asian  Studies,  are  offered  on  an  alternate  year  basis.  Full  year  courses 
are  offered  in  the  areas  of  World  History,  Contemporary  World  Affairs,  and 
Origins  of  Western  Man.  A  summer  curriculum  institute  held  in  July  de¬ 
veloped  a  curriculum  guide  and  materials  for  the  American  Studies  course. 
This  course,  formerly  United  States  History,  investigates  trends  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  American  nation  with  emphasis  upon  the  nature  of  the 
American  people. 

Town  elections  in  April  presented  an  excellent  opportunity  to  involve 
students  in  a  practical  application  of  lessons  studied  in  the  classroom. 
Following  an  intensive  study  of  the  local  election  process,  students  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  organize  and  direct  a  ’’Candidates’  Day.”  Letters  were  sent  out 
to  invite  candidates  for  public  office  to  debate  and  answer  questions  before 
student  audiences.  A  special  opportunity  for  involving  students  in  a  practical 
demonstration  of  the  political  process  was  also  provided  by  the  Presidential 
election  of  1972.  Late  in  October  letters  were  sent  out,  inviting  candidates 
for  public  office  to  debate  and  answer  questions  before  a  student  audience. 

A  group  of  students  participated  in  the  annual  Student  Government 
Exchange  Program  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of  Education. 
The  major  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  provide  students  with  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  see  similarities  and  differences  in  local  communities  regarding 
form  of  government,  issues  and  problems  faced  by  each. 


WEYMOUTH  VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL  -  John  F.  Collins, 

Director 

Occupational  education  in  Weymouth  continues  to  gain  in  popularity. 
Enrollment  October  1,  1972  was  408.  Of  this  enrollment,  twenty  were 
enrolled  as  post-graduate  students. 

Cooperative  education  was  expanded  to  include  all  of  the  occupational 
courses.  This  is  a  program,  sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of  Edu¬ 
cation,  in  which  industry  enters  into  an  agreement  with  the  school  to  pro¬ 
vide  seniors  with  actual  job  experience  and  expanded  skill  training.  To  be 
eligible,  students  must  attain  scholastic  efficiency,  maintain  good  attendance, 
and  have  an  exemplary  school -citizen  record.  Students  earn  as  they  learn. 
To  insure  that  graduates  are  well -prepared  to  enter  the  world  of  work,  state 
regulations  mandate  that  occupational  education  be  based  upon  actual  work 
experience  with  relevant  core  instruction. 

In  the  Auto  Body  Department,  students  work  on  restoring  damaged 
automobiles  from  straightening  to  spray  painting.  Skills  of  welding,  metal 
work,  glass  installation  and  upholstery  are  representative  of  the  instruction 
given  by  the  Auto  Body  personnel. 

Automotive  Department  students  work  on  a  variety  of  automobiles 
putting  them  back  into  running  condition.  Typical  work  includes  simple 
tune-ups,  brake  installation  and  adjustment,  front  end  alignment,  engine 
overhaul,  and  air  conditioning.  The  latest  types  of  electronic  diagnostic 
equipment  are  used  by  the  students. 
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Each  year  members  of  the  Construction  Technology  Department  construct 
a  home.  This  year  the  students  are  building  a  three-level,  ten -room,  gambrel 
roofed  colonial  house  with  attached  two-car  garage.  In  addition  to  developing 
actual  blue  prints,  students  draw  plans  for  items  such  as  kitchen  cabinets  and 
built -ins.  A  cooperative  arrangement  with  the  Metal  Technology  Department 
provides  instruction  in  fabricating  and  installing  a  forced  warm  air  heating 
system.  In  addition  to  house  construction,  this  department  also  provides 
students  with  skills  in  mill  carpentry,  remodeling,  finish  work,  tile  work,  and 
a  variety  of  other  related  skills. 

Electronic  students  concentrate  upon  studying  a  variety  of  circuits  from 
television  to  computer,  purposely  diversified  so  that  a  graduate  can  seek  em¬ 
ployment  in  many  areas  of  electronics.  Considerable  instruction  is  given  in 
using  test  equipment  and  maintenance  checking. 

Graphic  arts  students  are  busy  on  most  days  producing  printed  items 
for  the  Weymouth  School  System.  Typical  jobs  include  brochures,  reports, 
instructional  aids  and  work  books,  which  are  produced  by  letterpress,  off¬ 
set,  and  silk  screen  methods  to  provide  the  students  with  diversified  skills 
for  placement  opportunities. 

In  addition  to  the  house  project,  students  in  the  Metal  Technology  De  - 
partment  develop  skills  working  on  air  conditioning  and  dust  collecting 
systems,  ornamental  iron  work,  machining,  welding,  and  iron  work.  A 
complete  dust  collecting  system  has  been  fabricated  and  is  being  installed 
at  South  High  School  with  the  assistance  of  the  students  of  this  department. 

Engineering  firms  report  that  the  instruction  received  by  students  in 
the  Structural  Drafting  Department  is  superior.  Here  students  learn  to 
design  with  wood,  steel,  and  concrete  to  create  interesting  and  functional 
buildings  from  ideas  to  finished  working  plans. 

Weymouth  continues  to  serve  as  a  model  for  other  communities  de¬ 
veloping  Child  Care  Training  centers.  As  seniors,  students  enrolled  in 
the  Nursery  School  and  Kindergarten  Aide  Program  are  taught  to  work 
with  and  instruct  pre-school  children,  in  addition  to  learning  the  technical 
aspects  of  operating  a  child  care  center.  Juniors  in  the  program  receive 
initial  training  and  experience  working  as  aides  in  many  of  the  first  grade 
classrooms  in  Weymouth  as  well  as  the  South  Shore  Hospital. 

The  various  related  departments  have  the  responsibility  for  coordin¬ 
ating  classroom  activity  with  shop  or  laboratory  work  so  that  the  mathe¬ 
matics,  science,  layout,  and  theory  are  taught  at  the  appropriate  time  for 
direct  application.  Technical  students,  in  addition,  receive  instruction  in 
physics  and  higher  mathematics  so  that  they  have  an  option  at  graduation 
either  to  enter  industry  or  to  continue  their  education.  Courses  in  English, 
Social  Studies,  group  guidance  classes,  and  Consumer  Education  balances 
the  occupational  training  so  that  a  student  learns  how  to  live  as  well  as  how 
to  earn  a  living. 


ART  DEPARTMENT  -  Hugh  J.  Sloan,  Jr.,  Coordinator  of  Art 

Again  in  1972  the  Art  Department  has  made  strong  progress  in  bring¬ 
ing  the  creative  experience  to  more  Weymouth  children  in  an  expanded 
variety  of  forms.  In  the  Weymouth  Schools,  art  as  a  learning  experience 
is  becoming  an  integral  part  of  the  curriculum.  The  following  calendar 
outline  covers  some  of  the  more  memorable  art  activities  for  the  past 
year. 

In  January  Weymouth  North  and  Weymouth  South  art  students  prepared 
a  large  number  of  Weymouth  350th  anniversary  seal  designs.  Robert 
Okerfelt’s  design  was  chosen,  and  a  commemorative  coin  was  struck  from 
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his  design.  Second  place  was  awarded  to  Judith  Morris,  and  third  place  was 
given  to  Ronald  Williams  for  their  coin  design  efforts. 

During  February  more  than  25  secondary  level  art  students  were  honored 
in  the  Annual  Scholastic  Art  Competition  and  Exhibit.  In  addition  to  having  their 
art  efforts  displayed  for  two  weeks  in  the  Saltonstall  Building  at  the  Government 
Center  in  Boston,  several  Weymouth  students  also  received  blue  ribbons  or  gold 
keys.  One  senior,  Bradford  Gregg,  was  chosen  to  represent  the  New  England 
area  in  the  national  exhibit  held  each  year  at  the  Union  Carbide  Building  in  New 
York  City. 

Art  students  visited  the  Isabella  Stuart  Gardner  Palace,  Boston  City  Hall, 
and  the  Government  Center  as  part  of  the  History  of  Art  Program. 

In  March  and  April  over  50  silk  screen  posters  designed  by  Weymouth 
art  students  were  effectively  used  to  promote  "Know  Your  Candidates  Night.” 

All  elementary  age  children  participated  in  a  3 -part  series  of  art  experiences 
which  depicted  new  methods  of  helping  to  keep  ’’Weymouth  Clean.”  Students 
created  posters,  bumper  stickers,  and  dioramas  for  the  clean-up  campaign. 

For  May  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  participated  in  the  Tenth  Annual 
Outdoor  Arts  Festival  sponsored  by  the  South  Shore  Plaza.  Unfortunately,  the 
rains  severely  restricted  attendance  and  damaged  several  pieces  of  student 
artwork. 

In  June  the  New  England  Printer  and  Lithographer,  trade  journal  of  the 
graphic  arts  trade,  stated  in  an  article,  "Weymouth  vocational  students  work¬ 
ing  cooperatively  with  Weymouth  North  art  students  have  produced  a  most 
unique  calendar  for  1973.”  The  calendar  has  been  distributed  to  schools  and 
has  received  high  praise. 

The  1972  Summer  School  art  participants  enjoyed  a  well-rounded  art 
program  and  participated  in  a  variety  of  media  experiences.  Rebecca  Nitchie 
designed  and  produced  a  large,  permanent  fresco  mural,  which  required 
some  six  weeks  to  complete.  The  Nitchie  mural  may  be  viewed  in  the  cen¬ 
tral  passageway  of  North  High  School. 

In  August  the  Weymouth  School  Committee  appointed  Hugh  J.  Sloan,  Jr., 
the  new  Coordinator  of  Art  for  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools. 

During  September  the  first  art  faculty  exhibit  was  held  in  the  School 
Administration  Building.  At  the  September  art  faculty  meeting  a  new  art 
policy  guide  and  a  new  art  experience -learning  goal  format  sheet  were 
distributed.  The  Art  Department  expects  to  compile  a  comprehensive  art 
curriculum  from  this  material. 

In  October  Mr.  Theron  I.  Cain,  retired  art  professor,  demonstrated 
landscape  drawing  to  the  sixth  grade  students  of  the  Union  Street  School. 

The  children  were  also  provided  with  pastels  and  encouraged  to  develop 
their  own  personal  landscape  renderings.  Mr.  Cain  is  the  first  local  artist 
to  participate  in  our  community  artist  series,  a  program  to  involve  more 
and  more  local  artists  and  artisans  in  public  education. 

On  short  notice  several  North  High  art  students  created  posters  for  the 
Hire  the  Veteran  poster  contest. 

Mr.  William  Rathbun  of  the  Art  Department  exhibited  prints  during  the 
month  of  October  in  the  Center  Library,  Pembroke. 

In  November  six  new  art  courses  were  proposed  for  the  high  school 
program  of  studies  which  could  replace  General  Art  I,  II  and  IH.  Also, 
approximately  200  elementary,  junior  high,  and  high  school  students  created 
a  wide  variety  of  property  identification  posters.  Over  two-hundred  Wey¬ 
mouth  students  received  certificates  of  merit  from  the  South  Shore  Real 
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Estate  Board,  local  sponsors  of  the  ID  program. 

Mrs.  Regina  Roberts,  local  ceramist  and  teacher,  provided  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  and  ceramic  opportunity  for  one  sixth  grade  class  at  the  Johnson  School 
and  another  sixth  grade  class  at  the  Hunt  School. 

At  the  December  art  meeting  held  at  Central  Junior  High,  the  staff 
initiated  a  discussion  on  future  plans  for  further  streamlining  of  the  art 
activities  in  the  public  schools  at  all  levels. 


MUSIC  DEPARTMENT  -  Paul  A.  Warren,  Director 

A  quote  from  the  Introduction  of  the  book,  Sound ?  Beat  and  Feeling  by 
Robert  A.  Choate,  sums  up  the  importance  of  music  instruction  to  the  overall 
curriculum  in  the  Weymouth  Schools. 

”In  these  times  of  rapid  social  and  cultural  change,  ...  the  enhance¬ 
ment  of  the  quality  of  life  is  vital  to  our  national  well-being,  ...  the  place 
of  the  arts  is  in  the  center  of  society,  not  at  the  periphery,  and  ...  the 
schools  must  bear  a  heavy  responsibility  in  developing  the  full  richness 
of  our  nation’s  cultural  life. 

”As  never  before  in  education,  recognition  has  come  that,  when 
taught  in  ways  that  have  meaning  for  the  child,  the  arts  can  contribute 
significantly  to  building  his  personal  identity,  to  expanding  his  ability 
to  imagine  and  create,  and  to  enrich  his  life  by  developing  understand¬ 
ings  and  perceptions  of  his  worlds  of  color,  sound,  thought,  emotions 
and  social  relationships.” 

Some  significant  developments  have  occurred  in  the  music  program  in 
the  Weymouth  Schools.  Non -performing  music  course  offerings  in  the  high 
schools  have  increased  127%.  A  working  draft  of  a  town -wide  Music  Curri¬ 
culum  Guide  for  grades  one  through  twelve  has  been  developed.  Enrollment 
in  beginning  string  classes  at  the  elementary  school  level  has  tripled. 

The  completion  of  the  junior  high  school  building  program  will  provide, 
for  the  first  time,  fine  facilities  for  music  instruction.  At  this  instructional 
level,  the  music  program  will  have  a  town -wide  consistency,  quality  and 
continuity  which  has  been  lacking  in  previous  years. 

The  following  statistics  provide  a  fairly  concise  picture  of  that  portion 
of  the  music  program  which  extends  beyond  the  elementary  and  junior  high 
classrooms  where  music  is  required  and  into  those  areas  where  optional 
elective  opportunities  are  available.  As  of  December,  1972,  there  were  360 
elementary  students  participating  in  beginning  instrumental  music  classes, 

455  elementary  students  participating  in  instrumental  ensembles,  675  ele¬ 
mentary  students  participating  in  special  school  choruses,  315  students  at 
all  levels  taking  private  instrumental  music  lessons,  708  junior  high  students 
participating  in  special  school  choruses,  226  junior  high  students  participating 
in  school  bands  and  orchestras,  188  high  school  students  participating  in 
choruses,  108  high  school  students  participating  in  school  instrumental 
groups,  and  223  high  school  students  participating  in  other  elective  music 
courses.  Hundreds  of  these  students  took  advantage  of  the  many  perform¬ 
ance  opportunities  both  within  school  and  within  the  community. 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Solo  and  Ensemble  Festival  sponsored  by  the 
Music  Department  attracted  450  participants,  and  the  event  was  attended 
by  a  record  number  of  parents,  relatives,  and  friends. 

Once  again,  a  large  number  of  our  students  qualified  by  individual 
competitive  audition  for  one  or  more  of  the  very  selective  area -wide 
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festivals  and  concerts,  among  which  were 

Southeast  District  Concert,  Stoughton  -  15 

All -State  Concert,  Brockton  -  5 

New  England  Solo  &  Ensemble  Festival,  Boston  -  57 
New  England  Concert  Festival,  Rutland,  Vermont  -  20 


Several  of  our  outstanding  students  had  the  opportunity  during  the  sum  - 
mer,  because  of  their  musical  achievements,  to  participate  in  European 
concert  tours. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS  -  John  Fisher,  Director; 

Dorothy  L.  Peterson,  Asst.  Director 

An  important  part  of  any  school  day  is  physical  education.  Labor  saving 
devices,  greater  reliance  upon  transportation,  and  improper  eating  habits  have 
placed  upon  the  schools  the  responsibility  of  providing  a  physical  education 
program  which  will  compensate  for  the  diminished  opportunities  for  physical 
activity  out  of  the  schools. 

The  year  1972  has,  however,  been  a  difficult  one.  Attempting  to  carry 
on  a  physical  education  program  at  Bicknell  Junior  High  has  been  frustrating 
because  of  remodeling  and  construction.  The  playing  field  has  been  used  as 
a  truck  route,  so  conducting  classes  outdoors  has  also  been  a  problem.  The 
only  thing  that  makes  the  situation  bearable  is  the  prospect  of  a  new,  well- 
equipped  gymnasium  in  September.  Also,  double  sessions  at  Central  Junior 
High  pose  a  problem  for  the  winter  sports  program.  Because  it  must  be  used 
for  double  the  amount  of  physical  education  classes  aU  day,  the  gym  is  not 
available  until  after  5:30  p.m. 

The  need  for  additional  outdoor  facilities  for  an  expanded  Inter  scholastic 
and  Intramural,  Intraschool  sports  program  should  be  a  priority.  This  year 
the  Department  is  conducting  a  program  with  51  Inter  scholastic  boys’  and 
girls’  teams;  a  20  intramural,  intraschool  girls’  sports  program;  a  three- 
season  intraschool  boys’  program  of  flag  football,  basketball,  and  baseball 
for  17  elementary  schools;  and  the  elementary  girls’  program  during  the 
winter  season. 


PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES  -  Lawrence  G.  Lambros,  Director 

The  regular  classroom  teacher  and  the  school  administrator  are  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  effectiveness  of  instruction  in  the  public  schools.  This  basic 
educational  cooperation  provides  for  a  successful  learning  experience  for  most 
pupils.  This  learning  experience  prepares  most  pupils  with  the  attitudes, 
knowledges,  and  skills  necessary  for  further  success  in  higher  education 
and/or  the  world  of  work. 

However,  not  all  pupils  benefit  completely  from  this  approach  to  educa¬ 
tion.  The  intellectually  handicapped,  the  child  with  social  and  emotional 
problems,  the  learning  disabled,  the  speech  impaired,  the  severely  retarded, 
the  multi -handicapped,  the  physically  handicapped,  the  blind,  the  deaf,  the 
homebound,  the  phobic,  the  delinquent,  and  the  unmotivated  all  demonstrate 
specific  and  personal  needs  which  must  be  met  in  the  school  and  in  the  home 
if  efficient  learning  is  to  take  place.  These  pupils  need  specialists  with  spe¬ 
cific  training  in  specific  areas  to  help  them  learn.  These  specialists  are 
organized  under  one  director  and  make  up  the  Pupil  Personnel  Department. 
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The  following  is  an  overview  of  pupil  personnel  services  offered  in  the 
Weymouth  Public  Schools: 

Adjustment  Counseling  Program 

Adjustment  counselors  work  with  children  in  the  elementary  and  junior 
high  schools.  The  adjustment  counselors  collaborate  with  school  personnel 
and  local  agencies  to  carry  out  their  roles  in  preventive  and  supportive 
counseling.  The  goal  of  the  program  is  to  assist  maladjusted  and  emotion¬ 
ally-involved  children  during  the  earliest  school  years  to  help  them  avoid 
serious  under  achievement  and  behavior  disorders  during  later  years. 

Guidance  Services 

Guidance  counselors  are  assigned  to  the  seven  secondary  schools  in 
Weymouth.  The  head  counselor  in  each  building  coordinates  all  the  services 
provided  for  students  in  order  to  offer  a  team  approach  to  the  needs  of  each 
pupil.  Junior  high  counselors  are  particularly  concerned  with  helping  pupils 
adjust  to  a  new  educational  environment.  During  this  period  when  psycholo¬ 
gical,  emotional,  and  physical  development  is  so  rapid,  the  counselor  plays 
a  very  significant  role  in  helping  the  teenager  adjust  and  move  toward  an 
understanding  of  himself.  The  junior  high  counselor  must  help  the  pupil 
begin  to  look  at  his  future  and  must  offer  individual  counseling  and  voca¬ 
tional  information  in  order  to  help  the  pupil  begin  to  make  critical  decisions 
and  plans. 

High  school  and  vocational  school  counselors  continue  the  counseling 
and  information -giving  process  through  individual  and  group  sessions,  parents’ 
nights,  career  conferences,  field  trips,  and  various  published  materials.  In- 
house  newsletters  are  published  regularly  in  order  to  keep  pupils  and  parents 
informed.  The  high  school  staffs  prepare  profiles  for  the  senior  classes  of 
each  high  school  which  describe  the  nature  of  the  curriculum  so  that  they 
may  accompany  transcripts  which  are  sent  to  employers  and/or  colleges. 

This  information,  coupled  with  the  pupil’s  academic  records  and  counselor’s 
recommendations,  offers  a  picture  of  our  school  system  and  how  each  indi¬ 
vidual  has  achieved  within  that  system. 

The  high  school  staff  does  a  follow-up  study  of  graduates,  asking  them 
for  constructive  criticism  regarding  curriculum  and  school  policies.  This 
information  is  very  valuable,  as  the  staff  continually  tries  to  influence  edu¬ 
cational  policy  and  programming  in  order  to  make  the  educational  experience 
more  viable  and  relevant  for  the  pupil.  Counselors  work  closely  with  depart¬ 
ment  heads  and  teachers  in  an  effort  to  establish  vital  communication  and 
reflect  pupil  attitudes  and  system  needs  in  the  area  of  curriculum.  Guidance 
counselors,  in  essence,  must  serve  as  the  conscience  of  the  school  system. 

Group  and  Individual  Testing  Program 

The  school  psychometrist  and  adjustment  counselors  work  together  at 
the  elementary  level  to  evaluate  children  and  interpret  diagnoses.  They 
confer  with  parents,  teachers,  and  administrators  in  order  to  help  the  home 
and  the  school  understand  and  plan  programs  which  will  provide  success  for 
the  child. 

Group  mental  ability  and  achievement  tests  are  administered  in  grades 
1,  4,  5,  and  6  in  the  elementary  schools.  These  evaluations  of  the  child’s 
potential  and  achievement  take  place  in  September  and  October  so  that  the 
results  may  be  available  to  the  classroom  teacher  early  in  the  fall.  This 
allows  the  school  to  plan  developmental  and/or  remedial  programs  for  each 
child  for  the  current  school  year.  Individual  testing  is  given  to  those  child¬ 
ren  who  seem  to  have  questionable  results  on  group  tests  and  particularly 
those  children  who  are  having  trouble  in  their  school  work.  Screening  tests 
for  specific  learning  disabilities  are  given  to  all  second  grade  pupils  and  to 
other  elementary  school-age  children  by  referral  through  the  building  principal. 
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Group  tests  are  also  given  in  grades  8,  9,  and  10.  The  junior  high  and 
senior  high  testing  program  helps  the  pupil  understand  his  academic  potential 
and  numerous  aptitudes  for  future  schooling  and/or  employment.  Each  Guid¬ 
ance  Center  also  serves  as  an  information  center  on  the  many  national  testing 
programs  related  to  career  placement,  college  admission,  and  entry  into 
military  service. 

It  is  important  to  understand  that  the  school’s  testing  program  exists  to 
help  the  teacher,  the  specialist,  the  counselor,  the  parent,  and  the  pupil  under¬ 
stand  his  level  of  success  in  relation  to  his  potential  for  success. 

Program  for  Children  with  Social  and  Emotional  Problems 

In  addition  to  the  adjustment  counseling  program,  Weymouth  also  services 
a  small  number  of  school-age  children  with  serious  emotional  problems.  Each 
child  is  placed  in  a  regular  classroom  of  children  his  own  age  and  is  encouraged 
to  participate  as  often  as  possible.  In  time  of  crisis,  he  moves  to  the  resource 
room,  or  crisis  center,  where  he  is  supported  by  the  crisis  teacher.  He  is  re¬ 
turned  to  the  regular  classroom  as  soon  as  possible  but  continues  to  come  to 
the  crisis  center  during  periods  of  additional  crisis  and  on  a  regular  basis  for 
therapy. 

Programs  for  Children  and  Teenagers  with  Special  Educational  Needs 

Administrators,  regular  classroom  teachers,  specialists,  volunteer  aides, 
civic  groups,  and  honor  students  continue  to  work  together  in  a  team  effort  to 
upgrade  the  educational  program  for  children  and  teenagers  with  special  edu¬ 
cational  needs.  Weymouth  is  one  of  the  very  few  communities  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth  which  offers  a  multi-level  program  for  the  severely  retarded,  the 
multi -handicapped,  and  the  slow -learning  child.  The  program  at  the  Union 
Street  School  services  the  emotionally  disturbed/retarded  child.  Programs 
in  the  Nevin  and  Seach  Schools  service  the  multi -handicapped  child  and  inte¬ 
grate  them  into  the  school’s  mainstream  as  often  as  possible,  especially  when 
success  is  probable. 

Four  classes  for  the  severely  handicapped  child  are  contained  in  the  Spe¬ 
cial  Education  Building.  The  Weymouth  Satellite  Rehabilitation  Workshop  - 
the  first  school  program  of  its  kind  in  the  State  -  received  its  fifth  annual 
federal  and  state  license  to  train  and  rehabilitate  severely  retarded  teenagers. 

Programs  for  the  slow -learner  are  being  integrated  at  the  Fulton,  Nevin, 
Nash,  Pingree,  Jefferson,  Wessagusset,  Bicknell  Junior  High,  South  Junior 
High,  East  Junior  High,  and  South  High  Schools,  which  offer  practical  and 
functional  skills -oriented  curricula.  A  work -study  program  is  in  its  sixth 
year  at  the  high  school  level.  Pupils  in  this  program  spend  part  of  the  school 
day  at  an  on-the-job  training  station  in  order  to  prepare  for  the  world  of  work. 

In  a  cooperative  program  with  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center,  ex¬ 
ceptional  children  of  pre-school  age  in  Weymouth  attend  local  clinical  nur¬ 
series  for  the  retarded,  cerebral  palsied,  emotionally  disturbed,  and  multiple - 
handicapped. 

Weymouth  participates  in  a  regional  Day  Care  Program  for  subtrainable 
children  and  a  regional  program  for  autistic  children  as  well. 

Operation  H.E.L.P.,  a  volunteer  program  to  help  encourage  learning 
potential,  continues  to  demonstrate  how  the  school  and  the  community  can 
work  together  in  order  to  help  handicapped  children  and  teenagers  learn. 

School  Health  Services 

School  health  services  are  designed  to  protect  or  improve  student  health 
and  to  secure  vital  information  necessary  to  assist  the  school  to  adapt  pro¬ 
grams  to  the  physical  needs  of  the  pupil.  The  school  nurse  appraises  the 
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health  status  of  each  child,  counsels  parents  and  the  child  in  health  matters, 
identifies  handicapped  children,  tests  vision  and  hearing,  encourages  the  cor¬ 
rection  of  remediable  defects,  helps  the  local  Board  of  Health  prevent  and/or 
control  communicable  diseases,  and  provides  emergency  care  for  sick  and/or 
injured  pupils  in  public  school  buildings. 

Speech  Therapy  and  Language  Arts  Development  Program 

Speech  and  Hearing  Therapists  in  the  Weymouth  Schools  diagnose  and 
evaluate  the  educational  needs  of  children  who  demonstrate  developmental 
delay  and/ or  speech  handicaps.  Each  first  grade  pupil  is  evaluated  for  speech 
and  hearing  defects  prior  to  entrance  in  the  fall.  Children  in  grades  1-9  are 
evaluated  throughout  the  year  on  a  referral  basis. 

Home  Instruction  of  the  Physically  Handicapped 

Two  home  instructors  service  elementary  children  and  teenagers  who 
are  unable  to  attend  school  and  regular  classes  for  one  reason  or  another 
during  the  school  year.  More  than  70  pupils  were  certified  as  physically 
handicapped  during  the  past  school  year  and  received  home  instruction. 


INSTRUCTIONAL  MATERIALS  CENTER,  AUDIO-VISUAL  INSTRUCTION  - 

Ernest  B.  Remondini,  Director 

The  addition  of  one  staff  member  enabled  the  audio-visual  staff  to  ac¬ 
complish  many  tasks  that  had  been  planned  for  some  time.  The  staff  have 
done  their  best  to  provide  the  most  equitable  service  possible  for  all.  The 
following  report  of  IMC  activities  is  respectfully  submitted. 

1.  IMC  CATALOGS:  Thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  the  Graphic  Arts 
Department,  and  the  utilization  of  a  new  mimeograph,  plus  the  loan  of  a 
GBC  broacher  from  Denison  Press,  IMC  was  able  to  issue  new  catalogs  for 
films  and  for  filmstrips  in  September  rather  than  December  as  in  the  past. 

In  October  a  new  catalog  of  AV  Materials  was  published,  which  listed 
everything  in  the  IMC  library  that  could  not  be  listed  under  film  or  film  - 
strips.  This  catalog  contained  many  new  items  not  previously  catalogued 
but  were  available  if  people  stopped  by  to  see  them.  In  addition,  IMC 
published  a  booklet  on  how  to  use  the  overhead  projector.  Two  additional 
booklets  are  planned.  One  will  deal  with  audio  tapes  and  using  the  tape 
recorder;  the  other  will  cover  the  field  of  TV  and  be  a  reference  guide  for 
teachers  and  pupils. 

2.  INSTRUCTIONAL  MATERIALS  LIBRARY:  IMC  has  continued  to 
up-grade  the  quality  of  its  library.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  the  co¬ 
operation  of  many  dedicated  teachers  who  preview,  review,  and  evaluate 
new  and  existing  library  materials. 

In  addition,  new  catalogs,  literature,  etc.  have  been  distributed  to  each 
building  as  these  materials  become  available.  Many  A-V  suppliers  are 
pleased  to  distribute  their  brochures  so  that  teachers  may  be  apprised  of 
the  latest  in  A-V  materials. 

3.  TEACHER  IN  SERVICE  TRAINING:  IMC  has  continued  the  formal, 
planned  program  of  teacher -training  that  was  started  last  year.  During  the 
past  school  year,  a  total  of  388  teacher -hours  have  been  spent  in  formal, 
planned  training  sessions  after  school. 

This  school  year,  to  date,  IMC  has  conducted  a  10-week  photography 
workshop,  two  2 -day  TV  workshops,  2  controlled -reader  workshops,  and 
2  drymount  and  laminating  workshops  in  after  school  sessions.  During  the 
first  released -time  in-service  day  this  year,  Mr.  Gelles  spent  the  afternoon 
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at  South  High  working  with  teachers  interested  in  TV,  and  Mr.  Donald  conducted 
a  drymount  workshop  at  Wessagusset.  The  Director  worked  with  teachers  at 
Fulton  on  a  general  overview  of  available  equipment  and  materials  not  currently 
assigned  to  Fulton. 

4.  CLOSED  CIRCUIT  TELEVISION  (CCTV):  The  employment  of  a  qualified 
TV  technician  has  done  much  to  generate  some  interest  in  the  use  of  TV  for 
class  instruction.  A  gradual  increase  in  demand  for  TV  services  has  occurred 
as  well  as  more  questions  concerning  TV.  Classes  have  been  conducted  during 
the  first  semester  for  North  High  students  and  will  be  given  at  South  High  during 
the  second  semester.  A  TV  Club  for  after  school  hours  has  been  in  operation 

at  both  high  schools.  IMC  will  soon  be  publishing  a  TV  production  booklet  that 
will  serve  as  a  reference  for  both  student  and  teacher. 

5.  MEDIA  EVALUATION:  A  continual  flow  of  owned  and  new  software 
is  circulated  to  various  interested  teachers  throughout  the  system  who  either 
review  or  preview  materials  and  then  submit  appropriate  comments.  This 
’’preview  circuit”  is  necessary  to  help  IMC  make  new  purchases  that  are  ap¬ 
propriate  or  determine  if  owned  material  should  be  retained  in  the  library. 

6.  SCHOOL  VISITATIONS:  IMC  is  continuing  the  practice  of  visiting 
elementary  buildings  during  recess  and  secondary  buildings  at  lunch.  In  a 
relaxed  atmosphere,  it  is  at  these  sessions  that  the  Director  is  able  to  get 
criticisms,  recommendations,  suggestions,  etc.,  which  help  IMC  to  provide 
better  service.  These  meetings  also  provide  an  opportunity  to  discuss  new 
materials  or  equipment  and  answer  some  questions  that  teachers  may  have. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION  -  Alwyn  F.  Marston,  Coordinator 

Rather  than  simply  focus  upon  the  hazards  of  drug -abuse,  tobacco,  and 
alcohol  to  the  health  of  an  individual,  health  education  activities  in  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Schools  are  more  concerned  with  improving  the  students’  ability  to 
function  effectively  in  the  social  world.  The  inability  to  relate  constructively 
with  other  members  of  society  is  the  prime  motivation  for  turning  to  drugs 
and  other  harmful  practices.  Through  Education  for  Social  Living,  the  student 
is  involved  in  discussing  topics  of  concern  to  him  in  his  emotional  and  social 
growth. 

Education  for  Social  Living  is  being  tried  on  a  ’’pilot -project”  basis  at 
several  levels  within  the  school  system.  Teachers  have  been  encouraged 
to  become  involved  and  have  been  assisted  through  seminars  designed  to 
incorporate  positive  health  education  into  their  classroom  instruction. 

Small  groups  of  students  are  meeting  regularly  to  train  as  intermediate 
participants  and  to  assist  in  the  evaluation  of  the  overall  effectiveness  of 
this  approach  after  its  initial  "trial  run." 

The  health  education  endeavor  in  WTeymouth  provides  information  and 
activities  to  students  which  are  intended  to  prevent  harmful  self -abuse. 

The  information  in  this  program  is  available  for  adults  as  well  as  students 
and  has  been  offered  through  evening  school,  seminar  sessions,  and  a  few 
meetings  sponsored  by  civic  organizations. 

Beyond  this  specialized  curriculum,  health  education  activities  have 
followed  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  by 
establishing  a  School  Health  Council.  The  School  Health  Council  will  set 
up  goals  and  objectives  to  meet  the  health  needs  of  children;  it  will  develop 
a  course  of  study,  insuring  flexibility  in  sequence  and  content  with  the 
health  interests  and  needs  of  the  students  and  local  communities;  and  it 
will  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  the  school  health  program. 
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DRIVER  EDUCATION  -  Robert  D.  West,  Assistant  Superintendent 

A  course  in  Driver  Education  is  offered  to  qualified  students  in  all  three 
high  schools  and  in  the  summer  school.  The  program  includes  thirty  hours 
of  classroom  instruction  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  road  and  correct 
driving  attitudes,  with  particular  emphasis  on  safety  procedures.  In  addition, 
the  student  must  also  complete  six  hours  of  ”behind -the -wheel"  training  and 
six  hours  of  observation  as  a  passenger.  An  examination  for  a  driver’s  li¬ 
cense  is  given  at  the  end  of  the  course  by  inspectors  from  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles.  Statistics  for  the  year  are  as  follows:

School  Library  Services 


Elementary  School  Libraries 

Professional  staffing  for  elementary  libraries  was  partially  realized  by 
the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Frances  Aley  as  librarian  in  the  Union  Street  and 
Wessagusset  Schools.  Under  her  direction  the  physical  facilities  have  been 
organized  for  easy  access  and  maximum  use.  The  adult  volunteer  program 
has  been  enlarged  in  scope,  and  an  adult  volunteer  handbook  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  to  insure  uniform  management  of  library  facilities. 

Mrs.  Aley  has  also  developed  a  variety  of  programs  to  stimulate  student 
learning,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  use  of  filmstrips,  educational  games, 
and  records  for  more  visually -oriented  children. 

An  important  feature  of  this  year’s  library  program  at  the  elementary 
level  has  been  the  teaching  of  library  skills  to  the  children.  The  understand¬ 
ing  and  use  of  the  card  catalogue  are  taught  from  grades  three  to  six.  Other 
aspects  of  reference  work  are  also  introduced,  demonstrated,  and  explained. 
Story  and  media  hours  have  been  added  on  the  primary  level.  A  library  club 
in  the  Union  and  Wessagusset  Schools  has  taught  an  interested  group  of  young 
people  more  detailed  use  of  the  library  and  library  procedures. 

Junior  High  School  Libraries 

Despite  double  sessions  for  Central  Junior  and  East  Junior  High  Schools 
and  the  disruptions  of  construction  at  South  and  Bicknell  Junior  High  Schools, 
the  librarians  have  attempted  to  provide  students  with  a  high  quality  library 
program. 

Due  to  the  obvious  problem  of  diminished  school  time,  the  students  at 
Central  Junior  High  School  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  come  to  the 
library  as  they  did  before  double  sessions.  The  deletion  of  the  activity 
period  has  also  eliminated  what  was  formerly  the  tusiest  and  most  produc¬ 
tive  time  of  the  day  in  the  library. 

The  addition  of  new  materials  has  been  aimed  at  developing  a  more  con¬ 
temporary  and  relevant  collection.  The  science  section  has  recently  been 
updated.  A  selection  of  sports  books  has  also  been  added  to  interest  those 
boys  who  are  reluctant  readers. 
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East  Junior  High  School  students  have  found  that  the  library  is  open  much 
more  this  school  year  than  last.  The  librarian  has  succeeded  in  giving  library 
orientation  to  all  seventh  grade  classes,  as  well  as  to  many  of  the  eighth  grade 
students  who  were  not  able  to  receive  instruction  last  year.  Some  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  teachers  have  chosen  to  extend  this  orientation  to  a  second  or  third  day. 

Reading  teachers  have  made  especially  good  use  of  the  library.  They 
have  not  only  brought  a  number  of  classes  to  the  library  for  a  brief  talk  and 
an  opportunity  for  book  selection,  but  also  sent  small  groups  of  students  to 
the  library  to  work  on  independent  projects. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  three  librarians  working  in  a  four -week 
Summer  Institute,  the  condition  of  South  Junior  High  School’s  library  was  com¬ 
pletely  reviewed.  Obsolete  materials  were  discarded,  catalog  cards  pulled, 
office  files  and  cabinets  cleared  of  useless  materials,  books  relabeled  for 
easier  filing,  and  a  complete  inventory  taken.  South  Junior  High  School  also 
began  its  development  into  a  multi -media  center  with  the  purchase  of  twenty - 
four  "Warm  World"  plaques  plus  eighteen  puzzles  and  games  from  the 
National  Wildlife  Federation.  The  students  have  responded  well  to  non -book 
material.  They  seem  delighted  to  find  such  media  in  their  library. 

At  Bicknell  Junior  High  School,  book  shelves  have  been  reorganized,  a 
new  catalog  has  been  initiated,  and  the  book  collection  has  been  thoroughly 
checked  for  errors  in  processing.  Major  expenditures  have  been  made  for 
much  needed  supplies  and  multi-volume  sets  of  reference  books.  Limited 
shelf  space  and  the  necessity  of  having  reading  classes  conducted  in  the 
library  during  school  hours  are  a  continuing  disadvantage  to  the  effective 
utilization  of  the  library  as  a  viable  educational  force  within  the  school. 

High  School  Libraries 

Services  to  faculty  and  students  continue  to  expand  at  North  and  South 
High  Schools.  Orientation  classes  were  given  as  the  need  arose;  a  new 
library  skills  test  was  devised;  sets  of  reference  questions  for  small  group 
work  were  also  drawn  up  and  used.  Annotated  bibliographies  were  compiled 
in  many  subject  areas,  most  of  them  at  teachers’  requests.  Some  of  the  more 
extensive  ones  covered  such  course  offerings  as  Literature  of  the  Unknown, 
Literature  of  the  Sea,  Children’s  Literature,  Literature  of  the  Minorities, 
Russian -Soviet  Studies,  and  Paramedical  Science. 

In  the  spring  and  again  in  the  fall,  a  series  of  book  talks  were  given 
by  the  library  staff  to  eight  reading  classes  enrolled  at  South  High.  The 
fall  series  incorporated  students  from  speech  classes  talking  about  books 
they  had  enjoyed.  Lists  of  the  books  discussed  were  distributed  to  all 
English  teachers. 

Future  plans  at  both  libraries  include  the  introduction  of  educational 
games  (a  nucleus  collection  has  been  purchased)  and  the  start  of  a  record 
collection  of  classical  music  to  supplement  music  courses,  and  spoken  re¬ 
cords  in  all  subject  areas.  In  short,  the  libraries  are  working  toward  pro¬ 
viding  more  audio-visual  materials  not  already  available  through  the 
Department  of  Audio-Visual  Instruction. 

In  May  the  Coordinator  of  Library  Services  conducted  an  in-service 
workshop  on  teaching  library  skills  to  elementary  school  children.  Her 
presentation  demonstrated  the  use  of  transparencies,  realia,  and  other 
audio -visuals. 

EVENING  SCHOOL  -  Robert  D.  West,  Assistant  Superintendent 

Continuing  to  be  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  total  community,  the 
1972  Adult  Education  Program  featured  the  addition  of  several  new  courses, 
the  further  decentralization  of  the  evening  program  into  more  schools,  and 
the  continuation  of  the  senior  citizen  clothing  classes. 
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Advanced  enameling,  The  Dynamics  of  Human  Behavior,  Conversational 
French,  Welding,  and  Tennis  were  added  to  this  year’s  curriculum.  Auto  Re¬ 
pair  for  Women  Only  was  made  a  semester -length  course  and  offered  twice 
to  satisfy  the  heavy  demand  for  this  program. 

Classes  were  conducted  at  both  senior  high  schools,  the  Vocational - 
Technical  High  School,  Bicknell  Junior  High  School,  Central  Junior  High 
School,  and  South  Junior  High  School.  This  year,  to  serve  the  needs  of 
citizens  better  in  each  section  of  the  town,  more  courses  were  offered  in 
the  three  junior  high  school  buildings. 

The  day-time  sewing  classes  for  senior  citizens  once  again  proved  to 
be  very  popular.  Meeting  at  South  Junior  High  School  and  the  Joseph  Crehan 
Recreation  Center,  the  students’  projects  included  the  construction  of  long 
evening  dresses,  pant  suits,  and  children’s  garments. 

In  another  important  development,  registration  fees  were  increased  to 
$10.00  for  each  ten-week  period  or  semester.  Since  many  of  the  courses 
are  twenty -weeks  or  two  semester  in  length,  students  were  urged  to  pay 
$20.00  at  the  time  of  registration  in  the  fall.  This  increase,  aimed  at  making 
the  program  more  self-supporting,  may  have  influenced  the  total  enrollment 
to  some  degree. 


The  annual  exhibit,  a  display  of  student  workmanship  and  accomplish¬ 
ment,  was  held  at  Weymouth  North  High  School  and  served  to  create  interest 
anew  for  the  fall  registration.

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SUMMER  SCHOOL  -  Robert  D.  West,  Assistant  Superintendent 

The  fourteenth  session  of  the  Weymouth  Summer  School  was  in  operation 
for  six  weeks,  from  June  26,  1972,  to  August  4,  1972.  All  classes  were  con¬ 
ducted  at  Weymouth  North  High  School.  Beginning  in  1973,  the  program  will 
be  held  at  Weymouth  South  High  School  and  will  alternate  annually  between 
the  two  high  schools  thereafter. 

The  total  number  of  students  enrolled,  303,  and  the  total  number  of  regis¬ 
trations,  322,  represents  an  approximate  decrease  of  33%  in  student  matricu¬ 
lation  and  a  decrease  of  35%  in  total  registrations.  There  were  23  different 
course  offerings  scheduled  in  29  classes,  a  38%  decrease  in  the  program. 

Among  the  factors  seen  contributing  to  this  change  are  an  increase  in 
tuition,  the  flexibility  of  the  new  secondary  curriculum,  and  new  regulations 
regarding  promotion  and  transfer  at  the  junior  high  school  level.  While  the 
increase  in  tuition  did  seem  to  affect  enrollment  most  notably  in  the  enrich¬ 
ment  areas,  two  new  courses,  gymnastics  and  guitar,  proved  to  be  very 
popular.  Field  Trips  were  organized  by  the  Reading,  Specific  Disabilities, 
and  Art  classes. 

This  year,  60%  of  the  total  number  of  registrations  were  for  enrichment 
courses,  and  40%  were  for  make-up  and  review.

FEDERAL  PROJECT  ASSET  AND  PREP  -  Roger  J.  P.  Dow,  Director  of 

Title  I 

Since  enactment  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965, 
the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  have  been  receiving  federal  money  for  pro¬ 
grams  specifically  designed  to  help  children  of  low  income  families.  The 
Title  I  ASSET  Program  provides  enriched  assistance  in  reading  and  speech 
in  addition  to  adjustment  counseling.  The  Title  I  PREP  program  concentrates 
on  Grade-1  age  children  who  are  unprepared  for  regular  Grade-1  classwork 
because  of  physical  immaturity,  poor  attention  span,  shyness  or  hyperactivity, 
underdeveloped  listening  and  speech  skills,  limited  social  skills,  or  a  lack  of 
self-confidence.  Both  a  six -week  summer  PREP  program  and  six  month 
winter  PREP  program  are  supported  with  federal  money. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  received  a  total  of  $183,220.00  in  Title  I  federal 
money  for  the  1971-1972  school  year:  $146,453  for  ASSET  and  winter  PREP; 
$36,767  for  summer  PREP.  Approximately  775  educationally  disadvantaged 
children  received  remedial  and  enrichment  instruction  under  the  Title  I 
program. 

Before  receiving  approval  for  Title  I  programs  in  its  schools,  the  School 
Department  must  meet  both  federal  and  State  requirements  in  its  application. 
First,  the  greatest  concentrations  of  children  from  low  income  families  must 
be  established  from  current  census  and  Department  of  Public  Welfare  figures. 
Those  schools  which  contain  the  highest  concentrations  of  children  from  low- 
income  families  are  then  identified  as  ’’target”  schools  --  the  only  schools  in 
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which  Title  I  money  may  be  used.  The  Title  I  Director  must  then  identify  the 
most  severe  educational  needs  of  children  attending  these  target  schools  and 
write  special  educational  programs  designed  to  help  correct  the  learning  dis¬ 
advantages  which  these  children  bring  with  them  to  school.  The  Title  I  Direc¬ 
tor  must  also  work  closely  with  a  Parent  Advisory  Council  composed  of 
parents  whose  children  live  in  the  target  school  areas.  The  Council  is  first 
informed  of  past  Title  I  programs  and  the  federal  regulations  which  pertained 
to  them  and  then  asked  to  recommend  changes  or  modifications  in  existing 
programs  or  to  assist  in  the  writing  of  new  programs  if  they  are  considered 
necessary. 

The  total  amount  of  money  for  which  Weymouth  may  apply  is  previously 
fixed  by  a  federal  formula  developed  to  apportion  funds  among  the  fifty  states 
and  their  municipalities  according  to  total  population  and  the  percentage  of 
children  from  low-income  families.  A  community  does  not  automatically 
qualify  for  this  money  but  must  develop  specific  programs  which,  when 
audited,  demonstrate  that  they  meet  low-income  children’s  needs  and  are 
written  in  accordance  with  federal  and  state  laws.  The  Town  of  Weymouth 
has,  however,  received  additional  Title  I  money  by  applying  for  reallocated 
funds  in  January.  Reallocated  funds  come  from  communities  that  do  not 
spend  all  of  their  Title  I  monies.  Weymouth  was  able  to  conduct  a  Histori¬ 
cal  Enrichment  Program  for  fourth -grade  children  in  1971  and  to  provide 
individualized  tutorial  help  in  target  schools  in  1972. 


FEDERAL  PROJECT  PART-TIME  -  Mary  F.  Toomey,  Director 

One  of  thirteen  proposals  approved  out  of  400  submitted  to  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  Weymouth’s  Project  PART-TIME  was  funded  in 
1971  for  three  years,  with  a  total  grant  of  $120,441.  At  the  award  ceremony, 
Project  PART-TIME  was  particularly  commended  for  innovative  and  exem¬ 
plary  ideas. 

Project  PART-TIME  allows  high  school  students  having  special  hobbies 
and  interests  to  share  these  interests,  as  enrichment  classes,  with  elemen¬ 
tary  school  children.  The  Child-Care  Center  and  Special  Education  classes 
also  participate.  Students  apply  for  admission  through  the  high  school 
guidance  departments.  If  selected,  they  are  scheduled  7th  period  daily 
either  for  teaching,  preparation,  or  conference.  The  course  receives  five 
points  credit.  Students  are  selected  on  the  basis  of  their  knowledge  of  a 
particular  area,  their  desire  to  share  that  knowledge  with  younger  child¬ 
ren,  their  maturity,  and  regular  attendance. 

Project  PART-TIME  is  an  outgrowth  of  a  shared  teaching  program  for 
elementary  children  begun  in  1965  by  members  of  North  High’s  Conservation 
Club.  At  that  time,  qualified  high  school  students  shared  their  knowledge  of 
the  natural  sciences  with  the  younger  children.  The  present  program  now 
includes  all  subjects  which  would  enrich  a  child’s  life  and  open  new  doors  to 
him. 


Conservation  education  still  plays  a  major  role  in  Project  PART-TIME. 
Student  naturalists  prepare  lessons  in  such  subjects  as  botany,  marine 
biology,  pond  life,  reptiles,  and  introduction  to  nature.  Last  summer,  these 
students  provided  a  nature  program  for  150  children  at  the  Bradford  Torrey 
Nature  Sanctuary  and  assisted  the  staff  at  Great  Esker  Park  in  providing 
services  for  an  additional  500  children. 

During  August  of  1972,  members  of  the  Project  PART-TIME  team  pre¬ 
pared  for  their  enrichment  teaching  during  a  four -week  workshop  at  South 
High  School.  Eight  teacher -specialists  discussed  teaching  methods  and 
materials  with  the  students.  Practice  lessons  were  then  conducted  for  local 
children  who  volunteered  to  come  to  the  summer  classes. 
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In  its  second  year  of  operation,  the  news  of  Weymouth’s  program  is 
spreading.  During  the  fall  of  1972,  student  speaking  teams  were  requested 
to  present  programs  at  Wareham,  Andover,  Bridgewater,  and  Hyannis.  The 
Hyannis  trip  involved  a  three -day  Humanities  Conference  for  the  State  of 
Massachusetts.  The  Weymouth  group  of  five  students  comprised  the  first 
student  group  ever  invited  to  address  these  educators.  WGBH-TV  Channel 
2  filmed  one  of  a  series  of  conservation  lessons  for  nationwide  showing  and 
currently  has  plans  to  film  a  complete  documentary  of  Project  PART-TIME. 

During  its  second  year,  Project  PART-TIME  will  also  organize  a  bank 
of  tutors  and  big  brothers  and  sisters  for  elementary  children.  The  tutoring 
project  is  an  outgrowth  of  a  student -sponsored  tutorial  school  held  last  sum¬ 
mer  at  Johnson  School  in  North  Weymouth.  One -hundred  children  enrolled 
for  special  help  in  subjects  of  their  choice.  Results  were  excellent.  The 
Big  Brother  and  Sister  Program  comes  as  a  result  of  requests  made  to 
Project  PART-TIME  by  teachers,  principals,  and  parents. 

The  success  of  Project  PART-TIME  has  demonstrated  that  there  is  a 
wealth  of  talent  and  desire  to  give  on  the  part  of  high  school  students  which 
only  needs  the  opportunity  and  guidance  for  creative  expression.

VOCATIONAL  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  create  a 
special,  three  member,  unpaid  citizen’s  committee,  one  of  whom  to  be  a 
member  of  the  School  Committee,  to  join  with  like  committees  from  the 
communities  of  Hingham,  Hull,  and  Milton,  forming  a  Regional  School  Dis¬ 
trict  Planning  Board  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  advisability  of  estab¬ 
lishing  a  vocational  regional  school  district  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  14  of  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws.  The  members  of  the  Board 
accepted  the  challenge  to  study,  in  depth,  the  charge  given  by  the  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  and  to  report  its  recommendations  at  a  future  Town  Meeting. 

The  philosophy  of  the  members  was  to  explore  every  conceivable  way 
to  increase  the  availability  and  options  for  occupational  education  for  a 
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greater  number  of  students  than  were  now  being  accommodated  in  the  most 
practical  and  economical  way.  Presently,  available  existing  occupational  pro¬ 
grams  are  limited  and  inadequate  to  serve  the  needs  of  our  youth.  It  has  been 
well  documented  that  a  greater  emphasis  must  be  placed  upon  this  form  of 
education.  Every  student  should  have  the  right  to  obtain  a  saleable  skill  by 
the  time  he  graduates  in  order  to  prepare  him  for  the  option  of  going  to  work 
or  to  further  his  education. 

Consensus  ruled  out  blanket  approval  of  what  is  now  generally  accepted  as 
the  only  way  to  offer  occupational  education.  A  more  practical  solution,  for 
the  communities  involved,  would  be  sought.  This  approach  to  occupational 
education  appealed  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  Division 
of  Occupational  Education,  and  a  grant  of  $10,000  was  awarded  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  alternative  methods  to  the  traditional  regional  school  concept. 
Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Ronald  Saris,  Director  of  the  Research  Coordin¬ 
ating  Unit,  three  research  personnel  worked  with  the  members  of  the  Board 
gathering  data  base  information  from  which  a  greater  in-depth  study  could 
be  pursued  to  attain  the  goal  of  seeking  a  realistic,  practical  and  economical 
solution  of  providing  more  occupational  education  for  the  citizens.  Meeting 
regularly,  twice  a  month,  the  Board  has  made  remarkable  progress  to  date 
as  attested  by  the  Director  of  RCU,  who  is  in  a  position  to  evaluate  other 
study  committees. 

Producing  the  data  base  completes  phase  one  of  the  study  as  perceived 
by  the  Board.  The  next  phase  is  to  apply  this  data  base  to  alternative  plans 
for  occupational  education.  This,  perhaps,  is  the  most  difficult  phase  of  the 
study  and  requires  joint  effort  of  lay  people,  educators,  and  knowledgeable 
consultants  to  appraise  and  evaluate.  Each  community  is  being  asked  to 
support  this  phase  of  the  study  effort  with  modest  financial  assistance.  The 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  will  be  petitioned  to  continue  their 
financial  support  in  the  final  development  of  this  project.  At  the  conclusion 
of  this  phase,  a  full  report  of  the  Board  and  its  recommendations  will  be 
made  to  the  citizens  through  the  Town  Meeting.

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JUNIOR  HIGH  FACILITIES  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

Since  its  organizational  meeting  on  February  22,  1972,  the  Junior  High 
Facilities  Building  Committee  has  held  thirty -four  regular  meetings,  seven¬ 
teen  special  meetings  with  various  state  agencies,  and  three  bid  openings  for 
major  projects.  I n  addition,  the  Committee  has  organized  two  town  meeting 
presentations.  As  a  result  of  this  type  of  schedule,  the  Committee  has  been 
able  to  take  the  Bicknell  and  South  Junior  renovation/construction  projects 
from  design  to  bid,  to  approval,  and  then  to  construction  stages  in  just  over 
four  months  -  a  new  record  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  school  con¬ 
struction  projects.  In  addition,  the  totally  new  East  Junior  High  School  was 
taken,  at  the  same  time,  from  appointment  of  an  architect  to  ground-breaking 
in  just  ten  months. 

As  of  the  end  of  1972,  both  South  Junior  and  Bicknell  projects  are  well 
under  way,  with  preliminary  preparation  started  at  the  site  of  the  new  East 
Junior  High  School.  Present  plans  call  for  completion  of  the  Bicknell  and 
South  Junior  projects  in  September  of  1973,  with  East  Junior  to  be  completed 
by  September  of  1974. 

The  Committee  has  taken  official  notice  in  its  minutes  of  the  unusually 
fine  and  helpful  cooperation  extended  by  the  School  Committee,  the  School

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REPORT  OF  THE  UNION  STREET  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  Union  Street  School  opened  on  schedule  in  September,  1971.  During 
the  first  full  year  of  operation,  a  few  problems  appeared  and  the  Committee 
met  six  times  in  1972  to  consider  them. 

The  most  serious  problem  was  an  acoustical  one,  caused  by  excessive 
reverberation  of  sound  in  both  the  cafetorium  and  the  gymnasium.  Following 
a  study  by  the  Committee,  a  very  satisfactory  acoustical  treatment  was  in¬ 
stalled  in  both  areas.  Modifications  and  adjustments  of  a  minor  nature  were 
made  in  a  few  places,  including  the  library  or  learning  center  and  the  play 
areas.  A  stage  curtain,  some  books,  and  some  educational  equipment  were 
added.  Contractors  whose  work  had  not  been  completed  to  the  Committee’s 
satisfaction  were  able  to  finish  the  work. 

The  Committee  plans  to  hold  its  final  meeting  soon  and  expects  to  return 
about  $13,000  to  the  Town.

WESSAGUSSET  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  Wessagusset  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  has  held  a  total 
of  fifty -five  regular  meetings  since  its  formation.  Although  the  building  was 
accepted  and  occupied  in  the  fall  of  1971,  several  items  have  as  yet  to  be 
completed  by  the  general  contractor  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Building  Com¬ 
mittee.  This  fact,  combined  with  the  desire  of  the  Committee  to  examine 
possible  alternative  techniques  for  the  improvement  of  drainage  in  the  play 
field  area,  continue  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Committee. 

As  of  December  31,  1972,  a  balance  of  $24,483.43  of  the  original  appro¬ 
priation  of  $1,666,167.00  remains.  A  large  part  of  this  balance  (approxi¬ 
mately  $9,000.00)  is  encumbered  for  final  settlement  with  the  general  con¬ 
tractor  upon  satisfactory  completion.

The  Kindergarten  Building  Committee  which  was  established  by  the  1972 
Annual  Town  Meeting  first  met  on  May  2,  1972. 

The  firm  of  Rich,  Lang  &  Cote,  Inc.,  was  retained  as  project  architect 
and  set  to  work  preparing  plans  and  specifications  for  the  additions  to  Acad¬ 
emy,  Nash,  Pingree,  and  Talbot,  and  the  alterations  to  Fulton,  Homestead, 
Humphrey,  Hunt,  Johnson,  and  Nevin. 

Bids  were  opened  on  November  28,  1972.  The  Cheviot  Corporation  of 
Needham  was  low  bidder  for  the  alterations.  Fred  J.  Findlen  and  Sons  of 
Dedham  was  low  bidder  for  the  additions. 

On  the  basis  of  these  firm  bids,  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  December  4, 
1972,  voted  the  sum  of  $1,328,873.00  to  carry  out  the  program  to  provide 
kindergarten  and  library  spaces. 

On  January  4,  1973,  having  secured  final  approvals  from  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau,  the  Department  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Safety,  and  other  regulatory  agencies,  the  Committee  signed  the  general 
contracts.  Work  on  the  additions  is  scheduled  to  commence  as  soon  after 
January  8,  1973,  as  weather  will  permit.  The  program  of  alterations  is 
scheduled  to  commence  with  the  Humphrey  School  on  January  15,  1973.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

On  the  whole  the  Tufts  Library  is  doing  an  excellent  piece  of  work  and 
serving  the  people  of  Weymouth  well,  but  there  are  a  few  particulars  where 
improvement  may  be  made. 

First,  at  East  Weymouth.  This  branch  is  located  in  a  rented  building 
which  is  too  small  and  too  crowded  to  serve  this  part  of  the  town.  A  new 
building  comparable  to  the  one  at  North  Weymouth  is  really  needed  and  in 
the  near  future. 

For  a  time,  it  looked  that  the  library  stations  might  be  crowded  out  by 
the  new  school  library  building  program.  Two  joint  meetings  were  held  of 
the  Library  Trustees  and  the  School  Committee.  The  result  was  that  both 
bodies  were  found  to  be  in  accord,  and  that  the  library  stations  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  for  eighteen  months,  as  they  are  at  present. 

Another  need  of  the  library  is  to  open  on  Sunday  afternoons  from  2  to 
5.  This  is  at  the  Main  Library  only.  A  canvass  was  made  of  the  library 
users  and  it  was  found  that  a  large  number  of  people  would  welcome  such 
an  addition  of  days  and  hours.  Many  neighboring  libraries  are  now  open 
Sunday  afternoons  and  are  well  patronized.  Weymouth  dates  would  be  from 
the  first  Sunday  in  October  to  the  third  Sunday  in  May. 

The  Trustees  of  Tufts  Library  invited  the  Trustees  of  Fogg  Library  to 
a  joint  meeting.  It  was  felt  that  a  closer  understanding  might  be  of  benefit 
to  both  libraries  in  buying  and  operation.  It  is  understandable  that  the  Fogg 
Library  would  not  wish  to  lose  its  identity.  Something  may  come  of  this 
meeting. 

A  portion  of  the  basement  floor  at  the  Main  library  is  occupied  by  the 
Historical  Commission  for  their  historical  exhibits.  This  is  on  a  yearly 
basis  only  subject  to  its  being  used  by  the  library.  It  is  a  worth-while 
exhibit  and  should  be  seen  by  all  of  Weymouth’s  citizens. 

While  there,  ask  to  see  the  Harry  Belcher  Butterfly  and  Moth  Collection, 
also  in  the  basement.  It  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  collections  of  its  kind 
in  the  world.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  LIBRARIAN 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Tufts  Library : 

Involvement  in  the  celebration  of  Weymouth’s  350th  Anniversary  has 
made  1972  a  special  year  at  the  Tufts  Library.  The  historical  display  area 
in  the  basement,  sponsored  by  the  Historical  Commission,  the  excellent 
Spring  art  show  by  the  Weymouth  Art  Association,  the  exhibition  of  old 
photographs,  contributed  by  townspeople  at  the  invitation  of  the  Library, 
brought  the  celebration  to  the  Library’s  users.  Materials  on  Weymouth 
history  in  the  Library’s  collection  were  used  extensively  in  planning  and 
writing  about  the  Town’s  Anniversary.  Because  of  the  revived  interest  in 
Weymouth  history,  we  received  a  number  of  gifts  -  interesting  maps, 
photographs,  pamphlets  and  books  relating  to  Weymouth. 

In  taking  a  long  look  back  through  350  years,  we  realize  that  the  public 
library  has  existed  here  for  only  the  last  ninety  years,  but  we  like  to  think 
that  it  has  made  a  distinct  contribution  to  Weymouth’s  way  of  living.  In 
1972,  44%  of  Weymouth  residents  were  active  users  of  the  Library  and  its 
branches,  borrowing  369,733  books  and  related  materials.  23,758  people 
viewed  films  from  the  public  library,  either  at  library  programs  or  those 
of  28  Town  groups  who  borrowed  films  to  show  at  their  meetings. 

Many  community  activities  centered  about  the  Library  and  the  branches. 
At  the  Main  Library,  21  organizations  met  at  the  Library  a  total  of  92  times. 
The  Library  held  120  programs,  such  as  story  hours  and  film  showings. 
There  were  three  Sunday  afternoon  openings  for  special  events,  and  a  three - 
day  exhibit  in  August,  showing  the  handicrafts  of  the  Weymouth  playgrounds. 

In  addition,  the  Weymouth  Art  Association  arranged  painting  exhibits  monthly, 
and  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  regularly  displayed  student  art  work. 

In  order  to  meet  changing  needs  for  library  service  within  the  Town, 
the  Trustees  and  Staff  have  studied  several  situations  this  past  year.  Now 
that  each  elementary  school  will  have  its  own  school  library,  replacing  in 
part  the  services  to  children  offered  in  the  past  by  the  Tufts  Library,  we 
have  this  year  sent  the  last  classroom  deposit  of  books.  In  discussions  with 
the  School  Department  about  the  role  of  the  five  station  libraries  now  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Tufts  Library  at  the  Fulton,  Pratt,  Nash,  Homestead  and  Adams 
Schools,  we  have  agreed  to  carry  on  this  service  through  June,  1974.  Since 
the  first  three  of  these  libraries,  all  located  in  the  South  Weymouth  area, 
also  serve  adults  in  those  neighborhoods,  we  invited  the  Trustees  of  the 
Fogg  Library  to  meet  with  us  to  discuss  future  library  service  in  this  area 
of  town.  The  likelihood  of  eventually  closing  station  libraries  in  these 
schools  points  to  a  need  to  consolidate  the  two  tax -supported  public  libraries 
in  the  Town  in  order  to  give  equalized  service  to  all  sections  of  town. 

Hours  of  service  have  also  been  considered  this  past  year.  Opening  five 
mornings  a  week  at  the  branch  libraries  has  brought  increased  use  there, 
with  a  3,000  gain  in  circulation  at  East  Weymouth.  A  request  for  funds  to 
open  the  Main  Library  on  Sunday  afternoons  from  October  through  May  is 
included  in  the  1973  budget.  Further  changes  which  might  serve  more 
people  are  9  to  6  p.m.  opening  of  the  branch  libraries  and  the  elimination 
of  opening  on  several  less  busy  evenings. 

This  year  a  summer  reading  program  was  conducted  by  the  Children’s 
Librarian,  with  all  branch  libraries  participating.  The  response  from 
youngsters  was  good,  and  parents  expressed  appreciation  for  this  summer¬ 
time  library  activity.  275  children  read  and  reported  on  15  books  each.  At 
the  Main  Library  there  was  a  children’s  film  program  during  July  and  August 
and  a  drama  group,  conducted  by  Miss  Janice  MacQuarrie,  which  culminated 
in  a  production  of  ’’Peter  and  the  Wolf”  at  the  Hunt  School  Auditorium  in 
September. 
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The  Young  Adult  Librarian  and  the  Children’s  Librarian  carried  on  their 
regular  programs  of  instructing  6th  graders  in  the  use  of  the  Library.  46 
fourth  grade  classes  also  visited  the  historical  exhibit,  and  numerous  kinder¬ 
gartens  and  other  youth  groups  visited  the  Main  Library  and  the  branches  as 
groups. 

Seven  story  hour  sessions  for  pre-school  children  were  held  weekly  in 
various  sections  of  town.  We  are  grateful  to  the  volunteers  and  to  the  School 
Department  for  their  help  in  this  program.  At  the  Main  Library  the  Child 
Study  Association  of  Massachusetts  provided  a  leader  for  the  discussion  group 
made  up  of  mothers  of  children  attending  the  story  hours. 

The  Reference  Librarian  reports  great  interest  in  the  large  print  books. 
We  have  been  able  to  supplement  our  collection  with  a  deposit  from  the 
Regional  Library.  The  use  of  inter-library  loan  has  continued  to  grow,  greatly 
improved  by  daily  truck  delivery  from  Quincy.  Inter-library  loan  is  valuable 
in  serving  special  requests  and  avoiding  duplication  of  little -used  material. 

It  helps  this  library  satisfy  a  wider  range  of  needs,  but  it  is  still  slow.  Wey¬ 
mouth  residents  also  can  use  the  Quincy  and  the  Boston  Public  Libraries 
directly,  which  is  another  service  offered  by  the  Eastern  Regional  System. 

We  encountered  several  building  maintenance  problems  this  past  year. 

The  ceiling  at  the  North  Branch  Library  began  to  sag,  necessitating  closing 
the  Branch  for  several  weeks  for  repairs.  With  the  help  of  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment,  we  were  able  to  open  temporarily  in  a  classroom  of  the  Athens  School, 
across  the  street.  Replacement  of  broken  windows  at  the  Main  Library  was 
a  major  expense  this  Autumn.  We  are  still  looking  for  better  facilities  at 
East  Weymouth. 

Several  personnel  changes  occurred.  Mrs.  Ruth  Philbrick,  our  long-time 
secretary,  retired,  Mrs.  Lenis  Williams,  Reference  Librarian,  left  for  a 
position  at  M.I.T.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Richmond,  our  Children’s  Librarian  for 
twenty -one  years,  decided  to  retire  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Problems  in  re¬ 
placing  these  people  point  to  the  need  for  a  library  pay  scale  which  permits 
us  to  hire  well -trained  librarians.  Unfortunately,  the  revised  pay  scale  ad¬ 
vocated  by  the  Personnel  Board  was  not  voted  by  the  1972  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  It  would  have  forstalled  some  of  our  personnel  problems. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  many  gifts  of  books,  paperbacks,  floral 
decorations  and  other  materials  the  Library  has  received  this  past  year. 
Volunteers  have  faithfully  carried  on  the  delivery  service  to  shut-ins, 
nursing  homes  and  the  Housing  for  the  Elderly,  and  other  volunteers  have 
helped  with  Children’s  programs.  The  Library  is  grateful  for  this  interest. 

I  thank  the  members  of  the  staff  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  con¬ 
tinuing  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS

Gentlemen: 

We  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Weymouth  Park  Commission 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1972,  the  350th  Anniversary  of  the  Town. 

As  the  population  expansion  of  the  Town  continued  we  made  every  effort 
to  meet  the  expansion  and  to  accommodate  all  residents  who  availed  them¬ 
selves  to  our  recreational  programs  and  facilities.  The  expansion  included 
the  staffing  of  two  additional  playgrounds,  South  High  and  the  Union  Street 
School  playgrounds,  both  having  excellent  facilities.  In  the  waterfront  pro¬ 
gram,  two  instructors  were  added  to  teach  the  additional  numbers  who  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  swimming  classes.  The  gymnasiums  in  the  new  elementary 
schools  were  put  to  use  after  school  hours.  Finally,  and  late  in  the  year,  the 
William  Connell,  M.D.C.  Swimming  Pool  and  Skating  Rink  facility  was  opened 
to  the  public. 

We  lost  the  very  talented  services  of  our  General  Supervisor  of  Play¬ 
grounds,  Robert  D.  West,  due  to  his  promotion,  within  his  regular  profession, 
to  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Mr.  West,  after  thirteen  years  of 
service,  will  be  missed  by  the  Department  as  he  was  an  outstanding  and  most 
dedicated  individual. 

The  summer  playground  program  included  activities  at  twenty -six 
supervised  playgrounds.  The  program  started  on  July  3  and  extended 
through  August  25  with  a  staff  of  two  supervisors;  specialists  in  Archery, 
Tennis  and  Crafts  and  forty -three  instructors.  The  annual  competitive 
examination  was  given  to  one  hundred  and  fifteen  applicants  to  fill  eleven 
vacancies.  The  guidance  of  our  experienced  instructors  and  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  new  personnel  combined  to  make  for  a  most  successful  season. 

The  annual  Arts  &  Crafts  exhibit  proved,  once  again,  to  be  very  success¬ 
ful  with  each  playground  entering  the  childrens  best  work  of  the  season.  The 
variety  and  creativeness  of  the  projects  made  a'  very  impressive  display. 

For  the  eighteenth  consecutive  year  our  summer  recreation  program 
for  the  mentally  retarded  and  physically  handicapped  children  of  the  Town 
was  conducted  at  the  chosen  sites  of  the  South  Junior  High  School  playground 
and  gymnasium  and  at  the  Negus  Park  Playground.  The  children  who  were 
enrolled  were  included  in  the  swimming  instruction  and  sailing  program  at 
Wessagussett  Beach.  Transportation  was  provided  for  all  in  attendance  and 
the  Town  was  reimbursed  50%  of  the  incurred  expenses  of  the  program  by 
the  Commonwealth. 

The  Beach  Program  offered  waterfront  recreation  activities  for  Wey¬ 
mouth  residents  from  June  23  to  September  4.  Supervision  was  provided 
at  three  locations:  Wessagussett  Beach,  Wessagussett  Beach  Extension  and 
Lake  Street  Beaches.  Swimming  lessons,  free  to  residents,  were  conducted 
at  the  Wessagussett  and  Lake  Street  Beaches.  Life  Guards  patrolled  between 
the  hours  of  9  A.M.  and  6  P.M.  daily.  Because  of  the  varying  tides  at  Wessa¬ 
gussett  it  was,  on  occasion,  necessary  to  commence  the  work  day  at  8  A.M. 
and  terminate  at  7  P.M. 

Instruction  was  offered  on  twenty  levels  which  in  the  interest  of  brevity 
we  will  not  list  here.  Classes  included  an  enrollment  of  3,303  students 
taught  by  nineteen  American  Red  Cross  Water  Safety  Instructors.  A  record 
237  classes  were  taught  in  two  sessions,  five  days  a  week. 
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All  instructors  and  lifeguards,  less  first  year  lifeguards,  were  certified 
by  the  American  Red  Cross  to  teach  swimming  classes.  Eleven  members  of 
our  staff  were  enrolled  at  the  Red  Cross  Aquatic  School  in  Hanson,  Mass,  to 
study  and  practice  the  up-to-date  techniques  of  waterfront  safety. 

The  expansion  and  control  of  the  beach  parking  lots  for  residents  added 
to  the  convenience  and  safety  of  all  using  the  Wessagussett  Beaches. 

Expansion  in  all  of  the  baseball  and  softball  leagues  within  the  Town  made 
for  difficulty  in  issuing  permits  to  control  the  use  of  the  fields.  We  do  hope 
for  the  completion  of  additional  fields  in  1973. 

The  fall  and  winter  programs  which  were  conducted  in  the  school  gym¬ 
nasiums  were  expanded  wherever  possible  to  meet  the  increased  attendance. 

With  the  apparent,  ever  increasing  interest  in  ecology,  our  Great  Esker 
Park,  which  features  our  nature  education  program,  was  well  attended  by 
the  townspeople.  Through  the  Federal  Emergenfy  Unemployment  Act  our 
staff  at  the  Park  was  supplimented  by  the  addition  of  several  young  workers 
who  assisted  on  maintenance  projects. 

The  Senior  Citizens  program  included  monthly  meetings  and  numerous 
special  outings  and  events  for  all  citizens  of  the  Town  over  60  years  of  age. 

The  Park  Commission  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
appointed  committees,  various  Town  Officials  and  branches  of  our  Town 
government  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION

Gentlem  en: 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  pleased  to  submit  our  annual  report. 

We  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Wednesday  of  each  month  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  building  on  Winter  Street  at  8  P.M.  All  meetings  are  open 
and  citizens  are  invited  to  attend. 

This  year  the  Commission  became  a  regulatory  agency  when  the  so  called 
Jones  and  Hatch  Acts  were  combined  into  one  wetlands  law  and  responsibility 
for  administration  and  enforcement  of  the  statute  was  placed  under  the  local 
Conservation  Commissions.  Under  this  law,  no  wetland,  fresh  or  salt,  may 
be  altered,  filled  or  dredged  without  appropriate  public  hearing  before  the 
Conservation  Commission.  Cease  and  Desist  Orders  were  issued  for  filling 
at  Whortleberry  and  Cranberry  ponds  and  one  developer  was  taken  to  court 
for  violation  of  such  order.  Several  hearings  have  been  conducted  and  Orders 
of  Conditions  in  eaoh  case  were  issued  by  the  Board. 

The  Commission  has  this  year  initiated  a  plan  for  the  development  of  a 
Herring  Run  Historic  Park.  The  plan  calls  for  beautification  of  land  along 
the  herring  run  from  Whitman’s  Pond  to  the  Back  River  with  walkways, 
benches  and  landscaping.  As  a  result  of  Town  Meeting  action,  the  State 
Department  of  Natural  Resources  has  rebuilt  the  fish  ladder  near  the  potter’s 
mill  at  Iron  Hill  Street  using  town  funds  for  materials  and  state  funds  for 
labor.  The  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting  will  be  asked  to  fund  acquisition  of 
land  on  Commercial  Street  bordering  the  run.  The  old  machine  shop  on  the 
land  will  be  razed  and  the  area  beautified.  A  request  for  transfer  of  town 
owned  lands  is  scheduled  for  inclusion  in  the  next  Special  Town  Meeting. 

The  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting  will  be  asked  to  approve  funds  for  the 
development  of  a  Land  Use,  Open  Space -Recreation  Plan  for  the  town. 

Without  such  a  plan,  the  town  is  not  eligible  for  state  self-help  funds.  The 
Commission  has  applied  to  the  Ford  Foundation  for  matching  funds  for  the 
development  of  such  a  plan. 

The  Commission  has  continued  its  planting  program.  This  year  black 
walnut,  chestnut,  autumn  olive,  native  red  mulberry  and  eastern  red  cedar 
were  planted  in  Cavern  Rock  Park,  Cadman  Conservation  Area  and  Great 
Esker  Park. 

The  Commission  is  grateful  that  two  of  its  members  were  given  an 
opportunity  to  serve  on  the  Weymouth -Braintree  Conservation -Recreation 
District  board. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  acknowledge  all  who  aided  in  our  attempts 
this  year  to  protect,  preserve  and  promote  the  environment  in  Weymouth, 
the  Commission  wishes  to  extend  sincere  appreciation  to  Police  Chief 
Joseph  B.  O’Kane,  Building  Inspector  Ivan  Nelson,  Town  Counsel  Frank 
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Rodick.  Director  of  Public  Works  Arthur  Bilodeau,  Town  Engineer  Frank 
Lagr otter ia,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  Mrs.  Marion  Rafferty  and 
Secretary  to  the  Commission  Mrs.  Roger  Campbell.

Again  this  year,  the  Weymouth  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  performed  its 
statutory  functions  and  forwarded  to  the  Town  Treasurer  fees  collected  in 
the  amount  of  $1,855.00. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  had  before  it  a  total  of  48  cases.  There 
were  15  hearings  held,  with  1367  notices  mailed  out.  Favorable  decisions 
were  granted  petitioners  in  26  cases  and  13  petitions  were  denied.  Eight 
(8)  cases  were  withdrawn  and  1  decision  remains  under  advisement. 

Still  on  the  horizon  is  the  overall  effect  of  Chapter  40 -B  of  the  General 
Laws  (Anti -Snob  Zoning  Legislation),  on  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  and  your 
Board  will  diligently  pursue  its  application  in  the  year  ahead. 

The  Board  washes  to  thank  the  Building  Inspector’s  Department  and  its 
employees  for  the  excellent  and  courteous  cooperation  received  during  the 
year,  as  well  as  the  elected  officials,  committees  and  Boards  of  the  Towm.
